Speaks  of  Seat  of  Learning 
Endowed  by  British  Colum- 
bia, Which  Is  Soon  to  Be 
Opened  at  Point  Grey. 


BERKELKY,  Cat.,  March  22.— Sir 
Richard  McBrlrte,  Prime  MtniBter  of 
British  Columbia,  made  the  principal 
address  at  the  cliarlKr  day  exercises  of 
the  University  of  California  today.  A 
large  crowd  assembled  In  the  Greek 
Theatre  and  heard  the  Canadian  states- 
man arraiern  the  present  method  of 
university  education  and  urge  more 
practical   training. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  laws  was  conferred 
upon  the  university's  guest  by  President 
Benjamin   Ide   Wheeler. 

Dr.  Wheeler  referred  to  the  fricnd-

In  many  frontier  town.-s  in  the  West 
in  the  early  days  It  usvd  to  he  the 
practice  for  places  dealing  In  a  certain 
kind  of  refreshment  to  erect  a  sign 
which  bore  on  one  side  the  words  "First 
Chance,"  and  on  the  other  "Last 
Chance."  That  this  proved  a  very  ef- 
fective rert-ilnder  to  the  thirsty  ones 
goes  wlthofit  saying.  If  it  were  pos- 
sible for  Victoria  to  erect  some  similar 
placard  which  would  proclaim  to  all  thp 
world  the  position  of  this  port  In  con- 
nection with  the  ovearseas  traffic  on 
the  North  Pacific  Coast,  the  words  on 
the  sign  would  be,  In  all  truth.  "First 
Port,"'  and  "Last  Port." 

And  perhaps  nothing  better  illus- 
trates the  commanding  advantage  In 
strategical  position  which  Victoria  pos- 
sesses o\«r  all  competitors  at  a  time 
when  the  eyes  of  the  entire  world  arc 
directed  to  this  portion  of  the  globe  be- 
cause of  events  which  are  ushering  a 
new  era  of  commercial  activity  on  tho 
Pacific  Ocean.  The  traveler  from  New 
Zealand,'  Australia,  Hawaii,  China,  .Ta- 
pan  or  Mexico,  If  his  destination  be  any 
port  on  Puget  Sound  or  on  the  Main- 
land reached  via  the  waters  of 
the  Gulf  of  Gteorgle,  must  per- 
force come  within  hailing  distance 
of  Victoria:  and  so  also,  on  the  other 
hand,  tho  traveler  leaving  any  of  the 
last  mentioned  porta,  bound  to  those 
oversea  countries,  will  have  aa  his  last 
view  before  reaching  the  broad  bosom 
of  the  Pacific  the  harbor  lights  of  Vic- 
toria. 

While  all  this  is  true  under  the  pres- 
ent conditions  of  ocean  routes  of  travel. 
It  will  still  hold  good,  but  with  Increas-  | 
•d  significance,  on  the  opening  of  the 
:^anama  Canal.  For  then  the  volume  of 
flCB-bome  biislnsss  which  Impinges  In 
the  most  natural  way  upon  these  shores 
will  Increase  a  hundredfold.  What  this 
will  mean  to  th«  development  of  the 
oommarolal  Importance  of  the  port  must 
b«  left  to  the  imagination:  but  all  com- 
petent obssrvers  are  a«re«d  that  the 
moat  optlmlstie  calculattona  are  likely 
to  fan  far  ahort  of  aetual  results.

German  type  weighs  forty  pounds,  while 
the    Au.'strlan    gun    weighs    ;!8.6    pounds. 

During  the  last  three  yeara,  the  gun 
has  been  adopted  by  the  Ru.'islan  army, 
the  Italian  army  and  navy,  the  Japanese 
navy,  and  the  Turkish  navy,  which  have 
all     had     recent    war    experlenca. 


SYDNEY,  N.8.W.,  March  32.— Every- 
thing was  completely  held  up  yester- 
day attiernoon  in  consequence  of  the 
ferry  strike,  which  put  a  Jleet  of  sixty 
boats  out  of  service.  All  lines.  Includ- 
ing Manly,  were  cut  off,  leaving  100,000 
people  marooned.

I.ONDON,  March   22— DOvelopments  of 
the  last  week  appear  to  make  the  coft- 
cliialon  Of  the  Balkan  war  a  matter  of 
only    a   few    days.      Turkey,    having    no 
hopes    of    obtaining    more    monvy.    has 
entrusted  her  Intertata  to  the  good  of- 
fices   of    the    Powars,    and    ths    Allies 
have    accepted,  the    Powers*      offer     of 
mediation.      The   representatives   of  the 
Powera       at       Sofia       today       handed 
the    Bulgarian    Premier    their    schemw 
embodying  a  basis  for  mediation.    Their 
plan   ihcludaa   two  pl-ovUiona   to  which 
the   Allien   will   likely   object.     The   de- 
mand for   Indemnity  la  vetoed  and   tho 
Powara  aUpuUted  that  hoatllltioa  must 
cease  when  thetr  proposals  are  accepted.

Sir  John  Jackson,  heart  of  tlie  con- 
tracting Arm  that  has  undertaken  the 
construction  of  the  Victoria  breakwater. 
paid  a  brief  visit,  of  Inspection  to  the 
scene  of  operations  at  Ogden  Point, 
Dallas  Road,  yesterday,  and  after  being 
conducted  over  the  various  points  of  in- 
terest, he  expressed  himself  as  well  sat- 
isfied at  the  manner  in  which  the  pro- 
ject  Is   proceeding. 

On  his  return  from  the  scene  of  op- 
erations, he  stated  that  work  upon  the 
consirueCton  of  the  breakwater  property 
would  start  at  an  early  date.  "I  see," 
be  said,  "that  a. portion  of  the  plant 
arrived  on  the  Ixlon.  and  as  soon  as 
that  la  shipped  over  to  the  scene  of  the 
works,  a  definite  start  will  be  made. 
Of  course,  in  undertaking  a  contract  of 
this  nature,  very  extensive  preliminary 
work  has  to  be  done,  and  as  you  are 
donbtlese  aware,  everything  Is  now 
practically^  In  readiness  for  a  start 
upon  the  real  undertaking,  namely,  the 
construction,  of  the  breakwater.  In  a 
very  short  time  1  suppose  the  plant 
win  be  taken  from  the  dock  at  the 
Outer  Wharf,  to  the  Dallas  Road,  and 
up6n  Its  arrival  there,  things  will  bo 
put   Ih   motion." 

Sir  John  could  not  give  an  opinion 
as  to  how  long  It  would  take  to  com- 
plete the  work,  as  the  exact  term  of 
operatlcns  could  be  determined  only  by 
progre*s  upon  the  work,  and  he  did  not 
propose  to  predict  anything  that  might 
turn  out  to  be  wide  of  the  mark.  No 
time,  however,  would  be  lost  In  hand- 
ling  the   contract

.Mr.  .N'ash  is  in  the  capital  city  of 
the  Province  at  the  present  time  making 
arrangements  for  the  advent  of  the 
ships  of  his  line,  looking  Into  the  matter 
of  dockage  facilities,  and  appointing 
the    necesHary    agencies. 

"It    ha«    been    decided,"    he    said,    "to 
operate  a  line  of  steamers  between  Lon- 
don   and    Victoria    via    the    Orient.      In 
♦act,  it  ha«  been,  more  th*n  decided,  (or 
the    first    vesse},    heralding    the    traffic, 
so  to  speak.  Is  now  on   the  way,  having 
left    the    port    of    London    on    March    9.

"But    I    may    frankly    state    that    our 
principal    object    in    entering    upon    this 
very   considerable  extension   of   our  ser- 
vice at  this  time  is  with  a  view  to  being 
firmly   established   on   the   Coast  by  tho 
time    of    the    opening    of    the      Paiuima 
Canal,    when    we   propose   to   further  ex- 
tend   our    business    by   Installing  a   new 
line    of    steamers,    that      is.      passenger 
steamers,  across  the  Isthmus  up  to  Vic- 
toria.    We  will   be  able  with   the  ahlps 
we   propose   to  put  Into   that  oervloe   to 
make   the   run   from   London    to  Victoria 
In   anything   from    three   to   four  weeks' 
time,   which,   so    far   as   freight  Is   con- 
cerned, casjly  will  beat  the  present  route 
across    country.     Of   course,    we   cannot 
hope    to    make    the      pasecnger      travel 
quicker,    but    we    shall    certainly    score 
with  the  freight,  and  once  we  have  es- 
tablished   the    fact    that   It   Is   not  only 
quicker,  but  «cheaper,   to  ship  freight  all 
the  way,  the  ports  on  ths  PaoWlc  Coast 
of  Canada,  and  particularly  a  port  with 
the  natural  advantages  of  Victoria,  will 
come  into  their  own  as  distributing  con- 
trrs  for  the  product  of  ths  interior  coun- 
tries. 

"Speaking  of  that  product  reminds  me 
of   tha  grain   question,  which,  I   undar- 
etand.   Is  a  considerable  factor  in  your 
trade   discussions   at   the    present    time. 
As  I  have  said  then  It  will  be  poaslble. 
when  our  service  Is  In  operation  via  the 
Panama  Canal,  to  ship  grain  from  Vic- 
toria not  only  more  cheaply,   but  more 
(nilckly,    to  the   E^uropean   market,    than 
via  the  present  route  across  the  country 
to  the   lakes,   and   thencQ   dosrn  the  0t 
Lawrence.        Tho     question     has      been 
raised  as  to  the  possibility  of  shipping 
grain  In  bulk  from  this  port.     I  cannot 
Imagine    why    such    a    Question    sb*«|ld 
have    been    raised    at   all<    e*pacl«lly    in 
this  section  of  the  country,  which  I*  so 
vitally  interested  In  the  matter.

Lying  on  the  cement  floor  of  the 
boiler-room  at  the  Store  Street  auxil- 
iary plant  of  the  B.  C.  Electric  Com- 
pany, the  body  of  an  unidentified  man 
was  discovered  Bhortly  after  4  o'clock 
on  Friday  iiiorninK  by  the  nlglit  watgfc- 
iiian,  10.  Hutledijre,  and  a  fc-llow  em- 
jdoyee  William  lilnksklll.  The  man 
was  dead  when  found,  hl.s  skull  being 
fractured.  The  police  were  notified 
and  the  body  was  removed  In  the  motor 
patrol  to  the  undertaking  rooms  fo 
Me.ssrs.    Hanna   &    Thomson. 

An  exHinination  of  tlie  j>remlaes  Indi- 
cated, that  the  unknown  had  made  his 
way  Into  the  boiler-room  sometime  dur- 
ing the  night  and  had  climbed  to  the 
top  of  the  boiler  where  he  had  appar- 
ently gone  to  sleep.  His  hat  and  marks 
in  the  dust  on  the  top  of  the  wallecl-ln 
boiler  showed  where  ho  had  been  lying. 
It  Is  supposed  that  while  asleep  he 
rolled  off  the  ledge  on  which  he  was 
lying  and  fell  a  distance  of  about  flf- 
teen  feet  to  the  cement  floor  beneatli. 

The  night  watchman  had  been  on  his 
rounds  sometime  before  the  finding  of 
the  body  but  did  not  notice  the  stranger

come  Into  the  building  but  It  lias  been 
a  common  practice  for  wanderers  to 
seek  sleeping  quarters  In  the  buildings 
of  the  various  plants  along  the  water- 
front and  frequently  they  are  ordered 
out   or    turned    over    to    the   police. 

There  was  absolutely  nothing  about 
him  to  give  any  clue  of  his  Identity. 
He  was  poorly  dressed  and  gave  the 
appearance  of  a  man  out  of  work.  The 
only  effects  about  him  were  a  rozor,  a 
knife  and  two  five-cent  pieces.  He  was 
a  man  of  al)out  38  or  40  years  of  age, 
r>  feet.  7  Inches  in  height,  and  weighed 
al)out  I.'IO  pound-s.  The  police  have  not 
as  yet  discovered  hie  Identy.

"Telegrams  received  here  from  Cel- 
tlnje  and  Cattaro  show  that  unre- 
strained savagery  continues  in  .Ubaniu 
and  that  the  Montenegrins  still  perpe- 
trate   Inhuman    atrocities. 

"In  the  village  of  .Schassachare,  near 
Uskub,  Servian  soldiers  have  committed 
Indescribable  cruelties  on  the  women, 
all  the  boys  and  men  having  been  sent 
away.  Similar  crimes  have  been  com- 
mitted by  Servian  soldiers  at  Letnica, 
•which,  like  Schassachare,  Is  inhabited 
solely  by  Albanian   Catholics. 

"In  Karassaghe,  twenty  farmhouses 
were  burned  by  the  Mohammed  Al- 
banians, ull  the  males  being  killed.  In 
all,    233    were    slain." 

KontanaffTO'a  »aply 
VIENNA,  March  22.— A.side  from 
rromI»in«  that  the  future  boniharrlnieiu 
of  .Scuari  will  be-tllrected  against  the 
fortress  and  not  against  the  town, 
Montenegro's  reply  to  Austria's  re- 
monstrance Is  a  refusal  to  comply  with 
the  Austrian  demands.  The  note  de- 
cleares  that  for  military  reasons  Mon- 
tenegro must  refuse  to  permit  civilian.^

Finally,  the  reply  contains  some 
evasive  remarks  concerning  the  alleged 
molestation  of  the  steamer  Hkodra  at 
San  Giovanni  de  Medua.

Tarma    rized    by   Powera 

SOFI.\,  March  22. —  ftepresentati  ves 
of  the  Powers  called  separately  today 
on  Premier  Guechoff,  and  l,anded  him 
the   following: 

"The  Governments  of  tlie  great  Ptiw- 
ers  take'  note  witli  .satisfaction  of  the 
acceptance  of  thei,-  mecilation  liy  th« 
Allies,  and  point  out  to  tiiem  that  be- 
fore the  dIscuK.sion  of  the  terms  of 
peace  Is  begun  it  is  for  the  Powers  to 
formulate  thrir  vieww  as  to  the  plans 
of    negotiations    to    be    adopted. 

"The  great  Powers  are  of  the  opinion 
that   they  should   be   as   follows: 

1.— The  frontle'r  of  the  Ottoman  lOm- 
plre  in  Europe  shall  start  at  Enos.  and 
following  the  course  of  the  Maritza 
and  then  that  of  the  Engre.  shall  end 
at  Midia.  All  territories  to  the  west  of 
this  line  shall  be  ce<led  by  Turkey  to 
the  .Mlled  .St.-ite.«,  wuFi  the  exception  of 
Albania,  the  .lelimitatlon  of  which  Hhall 
be   fixed    by    the    Powers. 

2. — The-  que.stion  of  the  -Aegean 
Islands   shall    he    settled    by    the    Powers. 

^- — Turkey  shall  abandon  all  claim  to 
Crete. 

4. — The  Powers  cannot  favorably 
entertain  the  demand  for  an  indemnity, 
but  tliey  will  admit  the  .\llics  to  par- 
ticipate In  tlie  discussion  of  tlie  Inter- 
national commls.slon  In  Paris  for  an 
equitable  settlement  of  their  participa- 
tion In  the  Ottoman  debt  and  in  the 
financial  charges  cf  the  districts  to  be 
handed  over  to  them.  Turkey  is  to  be 
asked  to  take  part  in  the  labors  of  this 
commission."

School  Board  Must  Erect  Tem- 
porary Structures  at  Once 
Otherwise  Large  Number  of 
Scholars  Must  Be  Barred. 


with  the  lack  of  accommodation  In  tho 
present  pubUc  achools  of  the  city.  fVte 
Echool  board  is  facing  a  problem  which 
l8  rapidly  becomlnK  acute.  At  the  la^t 
meetinir  of  the  board  it  was  decided  to 
add  to  the  present  facilities  by  the 
erection  of  temporary  tent-like  struc- 
tures to  give  added  accommodation  for 
the  Summer  months,  and  a  tent  for  the 
North  Quadra  Street  site  secured  last 
year  for  a  new  school  was  decided  upon. 
This  would  Kive  considerable  relief  to 
the  present  over-crowded  condition  of 
the  Hillside  Avenue  school  and  at  the 
North  Ward  school,  but  the  same  trou- 
ble exists  at  the  Boys'  Central  and  Sir 
James  iJouglus  schools.  In  fact  at  all 
schools  the  increase  in  the  attendance 
keeps  the  board  at  its'.srtt^f  end  to  pro- 
vide accommodation. 

Superintendent  Paul  stated  Thursday 
at  a  special  meeting  of  the  board,  that 
immediate  Increase  in  accommo- 
dation is  Imperative  unless  he 
Is  driven  to  the  expedient  of  refusing 
the  issue  of  any  more  permits  to  new 
scholars  and  this  step,  he  believes, 
would  prove  a  great  drawback.  By  next 
August  It  is  expected  that  tlie  Oaklands 
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and  Burnside  schools  will  be  coinpleted 
and  ready  to  take  a  great  part  of  the 
present  congestion  in  the  older  schools, 
but  experience  has  .shown  that  with  the 
remarkable  growth  of  the  city,  new 
schools  are  no  sooner  erected  than  the 
cry  for  still  more  accommodation  is 
heard. 

ror  Immadlat*  B«U«f 

The  problem  of  immediate  relief  is 
the  one  which  the  building  and  grounds 
committee  of  the  school  board,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Trustee  Riddell, 
has  been  attempiinK  to  solve.  The  tent 
expedient  will  afford  some  relief  but  in- 
stead of  one  there  will  be  four  provided. 
With  canvas  sides,  substantial  roofs 
and  wooden  floors,  such  temporary  class 
rooms  will  afford  accomodation  for 
abdut  four  classes  of  forty  pupils  each, 
and    lielp    tide  over   the  difficulty. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  build- 
ing and  grounds  committee,  the  four 
temporary  schools  will  be  erected  if  the 
city  council  will  approve  of  the  immedi- 
ate expenditure  of  the  amount  of  |2,000 
required.  These  schools  will  be  erected 
during  the  Euster  holidays  and  will  bo 
ready  when  school  resumes.  Unless  this 
provision  Is  made  there  will  be  about 
IPO  pupils  who  will  iv)t  be  afforded  ac- 
commodation. 


ROYAL  MAIL  LINE 

MAKING  THIS  PORT 


Continued   From   Page    1 


I  say  absolutely  that  there  is  no  founda- 
tion in  the  world  for  making:  such  a 
statement,  it  must  go,  so  far  as  the 
Koyal  Mall  L.lne  is  concerned.  We  are 
going  to  ship  grain  ifrom  this  port,  and 
from  every  other  port  that  develop! 
its  facilities  so  as  to  be  capable  of  hand- 
ling U  as  it  comes  from  the  prairies 
for  shipment.  There  will  be  no  trouble 
about  It. 

Portland  BlilpB  Oraln 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  grain  is  shipped, 
now  from  Portland,  and,  with  the  harder 
grain  of  the  Canadian  Provinces,  the 
risk,  as  I  suppose  it  must  be  cal)led  for 
the  sake  of  argurnent,  is  diminished  to 
the  vanishing  point. 

"One  of  the  main  considerations  of 
our  company  at  the  present  time  in 
connection  with  this  port  Is  the  ques- 
tion of  docking  facilities.  The  coming 
and  going  of  large  liners  cannot  be  ac- 
complished for  nothing.  Time  is  every- 
thing with  them.  I  have  noted  your 
breakwater  undertaking,  and  I  have 
heard  of  the  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  Dominion  Government  to  erect  a 
series  of  wharves.  The  construction  of 
these  wharves  Is  of  paramount  import- 
ance to  the  kind  of  traffic  I  speak  of. 
Without  them  the  great  ocean  liners 
cannot  come.  They  should  bo  at  least 
1000  fe«t  long,  that  is.  capable  of  hand- 
ling the  largest  ships  that  are  likely 
to  come  here  in  the  next  number  of 
years,  and  in  addition  to  that  they  must 
be  double-decked  piers,  so  that  regard- 
less of  the  condition  of  the  tide  it  will 
be  possible  for  them  to  load  or  unload, 
and  at  the  same  time  take  on  or  dis- 
charge  passengers. 

"There  need  be  no  extra  difficulty 
about  the  construction  of  these  piers. 
If  the  Dominion  Government  is  going 
to  expend  a  large  sum  of  money  in  this 
way  it  is  well  that  the  money  should 
be  spent  to  the  best  possible  advantage, 
and  that  can  only  be  done  in  the  man- 
ner I  have  suggested,  that  Is.  with 
double-decked  piers,  the  same  as  they 
have  in  ports  like  New  York  and  else- 
where. 

"It  has  been  reported,  and  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  deny  it,  that  the 
rioyal  Mall  Company  has  four  first- 
class  steamers  on  order  for  this  trade 
at  Belfast.  They  will  be  680  feet  long 
and  20,000  tons.  What  does  that  mean 
to  Victoria.  We  can  make  the  trip 
with  these  vessels  in  about  three  to 
four  weeks.  It  Is  impossible  to  con- 
jecture what  will  happen  in  the  freight 
world  when  the  Panama  Canal  Is  open 
and  the  line  In  question  is  operating, 
but  it  is  v*ry  safe  Indeed  to  say  that 
the  rate  will  be  cut.

"The  Atlantic  ports  must  be  consider- 
ed, of  cours*.  but  there  can  be  no.galn- 
■ayins  the  fact  that  the  comiMtitlve 
basis  win  govern  the  situation,  and  I 
take  It  that  that  means  everything  .In 
fftvor  of  th*  Panama  Canal  route.

any  point  of  the  compass.  In  fact, 
when  the  line  1  have  referred  to  is 
runninif.  Colon  will  be  what  we  might 
call  the  radiating  point,  as  all  our 
world  routes  will  pass  through  It  either 
going  or  coming. 

"In  regard  to  the  local  :?itu'atlon. 
there  is  anot^-er  point  of  Interest  to  us, 
and  to  the  people  of  Victoria  also,  I 
tlilnk.  That  is  the  question  of  the  dry- 
d()i;k.  1  find  that  in  Victoria  this  fa- 
cility, for  large  steamers,  at  all  events, 
does  not  exist.  That  is  a  bad  condition, 
and  must  be  remedied.  No  port  of  any 
consequence  can  hope  to  survive  the 
lack  of  a  drydock,  and  a  dry dock  is  of 
vital  importance  to  Victoria.  .fust 
think  If  a  ship  sustained  injury  some- 
where in  the  .Straits,  would  it  not  be 
Kalling  to  see  her  turn  her  nose  to  ti^j 
south  in  search  of  Bremerton,  where  by 
the  courtesy  of  the  United  States, 
mark  you,  she  will  be  put  to  rights? 
From  a  trade  point  of  view  such  a 
condition  Is  absurd,  and  it  is  certainly 
up  to  some  one  to  see  that 
Victoria  gets  her  rights  in 

this  respect.  Of  course,  there  is  th 
International  aspect  of  the  case  to  be 
considered  also.  If  there  was  trouble 
between  any  two  countries,  involving 
even  In  a  remote  way  t'ithex*''%rreat 
Britain  and  the  United  Statea/it  ilould 
be  impossible  for  BritlBli  ships  lo  be 
repaired  at  Bremerton  at  all,  acfiord- 
ing  to  international  law.  1  have  been 
over  the  ground  at  Esquimau  where  a 
site  for  a  drydock  has  been  located, 
and  1  must  say  that  it  appears  ideal  to 
me. 

Bsqnlmalt  Situation  Ideal 

If  that  scheme  is  carried  out  to  a 
logical  conclusion  it  would  be  the 
greatest  boon  to  Victoria  and  to  Pacific 
Cosat  shipping,  so  far  as  British  ship- 
ping is  concerned,  that  has  ever  hap- 
pened. 

"I  need  scarcely  add  that  with  our 
new  services  to' this  country  we  hope  to 
bring  out  a  great  number  of  immi- 
grants. By  coming  straight  out,  British 
Columbia  should  get  the  cream  of  these 
people."

It  i.s  a  conclusion  of 
ub.«ii!ut  i)hlloKri|iliy,  The  reasonlngr-i  of 
sucli  men  as  Pythaeroras,  Plato  and 
Socrates  were  somethlnf,'  very  different 
from  mere  emotional  longing.s.  It  l.s 
not  tiio  much  to  say  that  hcllcf  in  a 
luliue    life    is   inherent    in   humanity. 

lifferring  asain  to  anrlent  philo-Mophy, 
Ibis  incuU'uted'' thi'  iirlnciple  that  resur- 
rection to  a  .state  of  perfection  depended 
upon  the  life  led  in  the  flesh.  If  one 
co\ilil  have  .stated  to  PythaKoras  the 
fact.s  of  such  a  life  as  Jesus  lived,  as 
We  know  them  liLstorlcallj-,  and  asked 
him  as  to  lij.s  future,  he  would  unrjues- 
lionably  liave  said  that  over  such  as 
He  death  would  have  no  power.  You 
are  in  e.xceedingly  good  company  if  you 
l)(-iieve  tiiat  a  life  .of  noble  purity  will 
be  followed,  after  the  change  called 
death,  by  an  exi.stcnce  of  supreme  fe- 
li<'it>-.  J  f  >'ou  say,  "I  am;  therefore  I' 
Hliall  lie,"  the  burden  of  proof  .lies 
upon  him  who  assorts  the  contrary. 
'I'here  i.s  nothing  greater  in  creat--d 
tilings  than  tlie  soul  of  man.  Why, 
tlun,  .siiould  we  hasten  to  believe  those 
who  tells  us  that  while  every  other 
form  of  existence  la  indestructible,  t!il.s 
lins  no  future.

The  (uialitie.<!  which  go  to  make  a 
great  seaport  are  of  two  kind.i,  natural 
and  artificial.  Kfflciency  In  respect  to 
tite  latter  may  compensate  to  a  very 
marked  degree  for  deficiency  Jn  respect 
to  the  former;  but  if  the  two  features 
are  united  they  pre.<?ent  a  combination 
that  is  a  guarantee  of  future  greatness 
for  the  city  possessing  them.  In  many 
places  along  the  North  Pacific  sealioard 
of  America  Nature  has  been  lavish  in 
providing  capacious  harbors,  but  In  no 
other  one  of  them  has  she  combined  as 
many  advantages  as  those  which  sho 
has  conferred  upon  Victoria.  In  respect 
to  artificial  advantages  this  port  already 
possesses  manyr  hut  other  and  greater 
facilities  are  abwot  to  be  provided.  The 
infnl-mation  .contained  in  an  article  In 
our  news, coluipns  this  morning  shows 
whatt  has  already  resulted  from  what 
Natter*  and  ei^terprlses  have  done  for 
thla  port  and  while  the  former  can  do 
no  more,  the  Held  for  expansion  In  the 
efforts  of  enterprise  is  Immeasurable, 
and  there  ia  no  lack  of  evidence  that  It 
will  be  promptly  and  effectively  occu- 
pied. It  la  to  be  borne  in  mind  by  those 
who  read  the  article  referred  to,  that 
what  has  been  achieved '  here  haa  been 
accomplished  in  aplte  of  certain  haiitit- 
eapa  of  a  temporary  character,  which 
are  belnt  rapidly  overoom*.  When  only 
OB«  tranaoontlnental  railway  croaaed 
Caluada  it  oould  dictate  th«  eourae  of 
a  traffle  that  waa  not  of  ■ulRelant  mar-

Let  us,  by  way  of  illustration,  refer 
to  a  little  history  that  is  not  so  very 
ancient.  AVhen  the  agitation  for  the 
Victoria  Terminal  Railway  was  on  ami 
The  Colonist  was  advocating  car- 
ferries,  certain  ofllclala  of  the  K.  &  N. 
Hallway  Company  laughed  It  to  scorn. 
They  told  us  that  car-ferries  were  of 
no  real  value,  but  said  If  they  were  the 
company  would  furnish  them.  To  prove 
the  latter  propo.sltion.  they  sent 
up  to  Comox  for  a  transfer  barge  and 
landed  a  couple  of  loaded  frelghr  cars 
at  the  Store  Street  station.  This  accom- 
plished more  than  columns  of  argu- 
ment could  have  brought  about.  The 
by-law,  which  these  offlclals  were  oppos- 
ing, wont  through  with  a  rush.  We  did 
not  get  much  of  a  car-ferry  service 
under  It,  but  we  got  one  from  the 
E.  &  N.,  and  freight  trains  have  been 
coming  over  from  the  Mainland  every 
day  since,  practically'  speaking.  The 
water  stretch  between  the  Island  and 
the  Mainland  ceased  to  be  an  obstacle 
to  the  transportation  of  loaded  oara,  and 
became,  to  use  the  words  of  a  hl^h  Can- 


repalra  of  all  Icinda  to  veascla  of  tha 
highest  olasa.  This  ia  eaaenttal.  Tha 
only  thing  to  be  Uken  In  hand  in  thla 
connection  is  that  of  the  ways  and 
means  of  providing  here  auch  an  equip- 
ment as  will  make  poaslble  the  con- 
struction and  repair  of  auch  ahlpa  aa 
wia  hereafter  do  business  In  these 
waters.  Here  is  a  great  field  for  the 
expansion  of  an  Industry  of  exceptional 
Impcrrttnce. 


adlan  Paciflc  omclal,  "the  only  part  of 
the  whole  system  of  the  company  that 
never .  had  been  put  out  of  business 
since  the  day  It  was  Inaugurated."  This 
incident  has  Its  lesson,  In  view  of  the- 
fact  that  within  two  years  the  Canadian 
Paciflc,  the  Canadian  Northern,  the 
Great  Northern  and  the  Pacific  Great 
Kastcrn  will  have  car-ferrlea  connect- 
ing Vancouver  Islajid  with  the  .sy.Mtcm."^ 
of   railways   on   the   Mainland. 


There  are  other  aspects  of  ocean- 
borne  commerce  that  might  be  con- 
sidered in  relation  to  the  future  of  Vic- 
toria, but  we  sliall  have  to  pass  them 
by  with  brief  mention.  The  establlah- 
ment  of  extensive  coal  bunkers  for  the 
supply  of  steamships  would',  we  think, 
be  of  great  value.  We  have  In  our  for- 
ests a  source  of  supply  of  cargoes  that 
will  bo  of  Incalculable  value  for  an  In- 
definite time  to  come.  \Xu  will  have 
before  long  an  unbroken  line  of  railway 
from  ocean  docU.s  to  the  prairies  and 
all  IJastern  Canada.  We  have  climatic 
advantages  auch  as  are  to  be  found  no- 
whera  alaa  on  the  Coast.  In  short,  not 
only  has  JTature  done  everything  for 
us,  but  enterprise  has  already  done 
much  and  Is  certain  to  do  so  much  more 
that  the  First  and  Last  Port  of  Call 
may  with  good  reason  expect  to  become 
the  Commercial  Queei^  of  the  Pacific 
Northwest.

8o  as  not  to  discuss  this  subject  at 
too  creat  length,  we  may  conclude  by 
saying  that  the  object  of  a  "unlversliy

We  need  hardly  add  anything  to  what 
'is  said  in  the  news  article  concerning 
the  advantage.s  of  the  geographical  posi- 
tion of  this  port  in  respect  to  ocean 
commerce.  The  .salient  facts  are  therein 
very  clearly  .set  out.  We  .shall  content 
ourselves  with  as!,tlng  If  It  is  not  in  the 
highest  degree  reasonable,  if  cart^oes 
can  be  assembled  here  or  distributed 
from  here  .so  that  the  co«t  of  routing 
and  transshipment  will  be  no  greater 
liere  than  elsewhere  on  the  waters 
reached  by  way  of  the  Strait  of  Juan 
de  Fuca,  that  shipowners  will  prefer  to 
have  their  voyages  end  here  rather  than 
send  costly  vessels  into  the  Intricate 
channels  beyond  this  port.  .\n  expert 
In  matters  relating  to  deep-sea  naviga- 
tion has  expressed  the  opinion  that  a' 
freight  ship  could  better  afford  to  absorb 
any  additional  charges  necessary  on 
cargo  brought  from  the  Mainland  on  car- 
ferries  thsn  to  go  past  this  port  to 
Mainland  harbors.  It  is  all  a  matter  of 
facilities.  Provide  the  facilities  here 
and    commerce    will    come    here. 


Certain  things  are  appurtenant  to  a 
gl-eat  seaport.  One  of  them  is  dock 
accommodation;  another  Ik  the  prosecu- 
tion of  shipbuilding.  Possibly  there  is 
not  much  that  can  be  said  on  either  of 
these  points  that  is  absolutely  new. 
There  is  no  question  whatever  as  to  the 
necessity  of  a  large  modern  dock; 
neither  can  there  be  any  doubt  as  to 
the  superior  advantages  of  Esquimau, 
which  Is  within  iUreater  Victoria,  as  the 
site  for  such  a  dock.  The  business  to 
be  handled  by  it  la  not  to  be  Judgea 
from  what  Is  now  offering.  The  fact 
that  the  exlsitlng  dock  and  marine  rail- 
ways can  only  accommodate  craft  of 
moderate  size  Is  abundant  reason  why 
no  larger  vessels  are  offering;  but  It  Is 
evident  that  the  Increase  In  the  number 
and  tonnage  of  vessels  doing  business 
on  tlie  North  Pacific  will  increase  with 
oven  greater  rapidity  than  has  char- 
acterized the  past.  We^have  no  means 
of  estimating  how  great  this  Increase 
win  be;  but  it  seems  self-evident  to 
those  of  us  wlio  have  watched  the 
growth  of  this  commerce  that,  with  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the 
changes  that  will  result  from  recent 
evf.nts  in  China,  there  must  be  such  an 
expansion  of  commerce  that  a  large 
modern  drydock  situated  a!s  favorably 
as  one  at  ICequlmalt  will  be  In  re- 
spect to  tho  routes  of  trade,  will  not 
only  be  absolutely  necessary,  but  will 
prove  a  remunerative  Investment.  It 
is  a  notable  thing,  and  not  easily  ex- 
plainable, that  while  the  Canadian  Paci- 
fic is  putting  on  liners  built  under  Ad- 
miralty specifications,  so  as  to  be  used 
as  cruisers,  there  Is  no  dock  In  Canada 
that   can    take   them    in.

— The  address  of  Sir  Rlchftfd  McBriae 
before  the  University  of  California  pre- 
sents a  view  of  university  education 
which,  though  not  wholly  novel,  has  not 
often  been  expressed  on  an  occasion  of 
the  character  of  that  at  which  It  was 
delivered.  .Special  interest  attaches  to 
it,  because  it  may  be  taken  as  exhlbtt- 
inK  the  principles  which  it  Is  the  in- 
tention of  the  fotinder  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  British  Columbia  that  this  In- 
.stitution  .><hall  carry  Into  effect.  While 
by  no  means  depreciating  upon  the  ad- 
vantage and  the  pleasure  derived  from 
scholarship,  Sir  Richard  holds  that  a 
university  should  turn  out  practical 
men,  and  hence  that  the  curriculum 
should  be  framed  with  that  object.  In 
the  day.s  when  higher  education  was 
conflne<l  to  tho  few.  it  might  be  of  no 
preat  importance  that  a  university  de- 
gree sTiould  not  be  Indicative  of  prac- 
tical efficiency";  but  in  these  days,  when 
the  doors  of  the  colleges  are  thrown, 
v.'ide  open,  it  Is  not  only  desirable,  but 
absolutely  necessary,  that  collejje 
graduates  should  step  out  into  the 
world  equipped  for  practical  life,  and 
thl.s  not  only  for  their  own  sakes,  that 
tliey  may  hold  their  own  in  the  strenu- 
ous competition  developed  under  mod- 
ern conditions,  but  that  the  commujiay 
may  not  be  deprived  of  tlie  best  ser- 
vices of  its  best  members.  '  In  a  recent 
EngU.sh  review  tliere  appeared  an  ar- 
ticle in  which  regret  was  expressed  that 
the  tendency  of  the  English  universities, 
particularly  those  of  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge, is  to  turn  out  men  not  only  un- 
litted  for  practical  life,  but  with  an 
absolute  distaste  for  it,  the  result  be- 
ing tiiat  l)U.sine.ss  careers  are  too  often 
regarded  by  them  as  on  a  lower  plane 
th,Tn  other.s.  Hundreds  of  young  men 
leave  tl,r  universities  with  no  otiier  am- 
bition than  to  get  into  the  civil  service 
or  to  enter  some  of  the  professions. 
They  have  no  sympathy  with  the  prac- 
tical affairs  of  life,  either  In  business, 
politics  or  the  material  development 
of  the  country.  They  form  a  sort  of 
caste,  which  Is  exclusive  for  want  of  a 
community  of  taste  or  interest  with 
the    majority    of    their    fellows.  This 

criticism  Is  not  ours,  nor  is  it  that  of 
Sir  Hichard;  It  Is  simply  a  resume  of 
views  set  forth  by  an  English  writer, 
who  doubtless  knows  whereof  he  writes. 
Wo  are  far  from  depreciating  the 
pleasure  and  benefit  to  be  derived  from 
scholarship  considered  from  an  abstract 
point  of  view,  or  from  belittling  Its  in- 
fluence upon  social  progress.  There  is 
much  force  In  the  old  saying,  "Ingenuas 
dedlclsse  fidellter  artes  emollit  mores 
nee  sinit  esse  feros."  Scholarship  has 
undoubtedly  a  refining  effect  not  only 
upon  the  individual  who  possesses  It, 
but  upon  those  over  whom  his  Influence 
extends.  But  when  the  country  ia  pay- 
ing for  the  higher  education  of  ifi 
youth,  It  has  a  right  to  expect  that 
\ their  training  will  be  along  such  lines 
aa  win  enable  them  to  repay  to  the 
community  what  the  advantages  they 
have  enjoyed  will  cost.  Especially  Is 
this  true  In  a  country  which  is  In  the 
early  stages  of  its  df velopment.  Edu- 
cation should  fit  men -for  the.  practical 
affairs  of  life.  A  university  man  ought 
to  be  better  fitted  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  cltlTienshlp  '-^p  ail  Its  various 
aspects  than  one  who  has  not  enjoyed 
high  educational  advantages:  but  he 
will  not  thus  be  qualified  unless  the 
training  he  receives  at  the  hands  of  his 
professors  is  of  a  practical  kind.  In 
these  days  when  books  are  available  to 
everyono,  il-.e  pursuit  of  what  may  be 
called  strictly  scholastic  study  may 
wall  b«  left  to  the  -discretion  of  the 
student.  In  the  end  it  comsa  to  that 
anyway.  Studies  that  are  not  a  laBor 
of  lovo  are  larteiy  ttirown  away,  Thsy 
may  evAa  ba  worse  than  loot  af fart,  for

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Well-Known  Police  Officer  Diecj 
Early  This  Morning  After 
but  Three  Days'  Illness  Fol- 
lowing Operation. 


Off  duty  but  three  days,  ijergeanr 
William  H.  Clayurds,  one  of  the  beat 
known  and  most  competent  members  of 
the  Victoria  Foike  Department,  died  at 
twenty  minutes  paat  the  midnight  hour 
last  nlRht  at  tho  itoytil  Jubilee  HoHpl- 
tal,  whither  he  went  on  Wednesday 
afternoon  to  unUertjo  a  minor  operation. 
The  news  of  his  sudden  deiplse  i.-ame  aS 
a  distinct  shock  to  his  fellow  member* 
of  the  department  and  to  his  friends. 
His  condition  became  serious  on  Friday 
following  the  second  operation  neces- 
sitated by  symptoms  which  indicated 
that  lie  was  suffering  from  pressure  of 
the  liraln.  From  this  second  operation 
he  never  reKained  consciousness,  and 
yesterday  mornin'j  it  was  recognized 
by  his  medltBl  attendants  that  he  was 
In  a  very  critical  condition  and  his 
chances  for  reoover>'  were  remote.  JIl.s 
wife  was  at  his  bedside  when  he  passed 
away   this  morning;. 

For  slbmu  time  Serseant  Clayards  was 
suffering  from  adenoids  In  the  nose, 
and  an  operation  Wa.s  decided  upon  oa' 
Wednesday,  The  opei-atlon  Is  not  a 
serious  one  and  bergoant  CJayards  ex- 
pected to  be  back  at  d^ty  In  a  few 
days.  In  fact,  he  was  Up  and  walking 
aroUTfd  ih  his  room  at  the'  hospital 
following  the  Operation,  when  he  suf- 
fered from  a  complete  collapse. 
L  ,|  '  .  Haa  Second  Operation 
-<-^lt»  secund  operation,  a  delicate  one, 
so  closely  related  to  the  brain,  vvas  per- 
formed i'Yjday  morning,  but  despite  the 
closest  attention  he  never  rallied,  re- 
maining   unconscious    until    the    end 

In  the  death  of  Sergeant  Clayard.s. 
the  department  loses  one  of  Its  most 
energetic  and  competent  officers,  one, 
who  has  alwa>s  shown  a  keen  interest 
in  his  work  and  pursued'^his  duties  In 
an  extremely  eonscientous  manner.  He 
was  a  general  favorite  with  the  men 
and  officers  on"  the  force,  every  one  of, 
whom  deeply   deplore   his   deuth. 

Sergeant  Clayards  came  to  Victoria 
twenty  years  ago  a  member  of  11.  M.  S. 
Satelile.  attached  to  tlWs  station.  He  be- 
longed to  the  Hoyal  Marine  Light  in- 
fantry and  had  seen  service  in  the  navy 
for  nearly  ten  years  in  many  portions' 
of  the  world.  Shortly  after  securing 
his  discharge  from  the  niivy  he  Joined 
the  local  police  to: re  in  March,  1895. 
On  March  8  he  had  completed  his 
eighteenth  year  in^the  police  depart- 
ment. He  served  as  patrolman  for 
about  fourteen  years,  aiid  for  two  years 
acted  as  detective,  later  rejoining  the 
Uniform  staff  as  sergeant,  succeeding 
Sergeant  Handlei"  (now  Chief  of  t,io; 
Oak  Bay  force)  wh*a  the  latter  was 
changed  to  the  plain  clothes  force.  He 
received  his  appointment  to  sergeant  on 
June  I'l,  1909,  iind  since  that  date  has 
filled  the  rHuk  In  a  manner  which  won 
ihe  approbation  of  his  superior  officers. 
Xeea  Interest  in  Work 

Since  the  force  took  up  the  first  aid 
work  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Donald, 
instructor  for  th^  St.  John's  Ambulance 
Associiition,  Sergeant  Clayards  took  a 
very  keen  interest' in  this  most  Im- 
f)ortant  branch  of  police  work,  and  It. 
was  largely  due  to  his  enthusiasm  and 
energy  that  the  force  has  been  kept  up 
to  its  high  stale  of  efficiency  in  that 
particular.  He  was.^-^  member  of  the 
police  team  which,  on.  the  occasion  of 
the  visit  of  Thoir  Royal  Highnesses  the 
Duke  and  Duchess  of  Connaught,  la-^t 
year  won  in  open  competition  the 
trophies  presented  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor   and    the    Premier. 

Sergeant  Clayards  loaves  .surviving 
liim  a  widow  a-nd  four  children,  three 
boys  and  one  daughter,  residirti?  on 
Rose  Street.  No  anrangements  will  be 
made  until  Monday  as  to  the  funeral, 
but  the  arrangements  will  be  In  the 
hands  of  his  fellow  officerb  artd  men  of 
the   department. 

Sergeant  Clayards  was  an  KngUshnwin 
by  birth,  forty-six  year.s  of  age.  He 
was  a  prominent  meml>er  of  Aloxandia 
Lodsc,  116.  Sons  of  Knglaiid.  and  a 
member  of  the  executive  of  the  Con- 
servative   Associ.itiori.

HARRISON  LAKE  HATCHERY 

Mr.  F.  H.  Cunningham,  Inspector  of 
Fisheries,  has  just  returned  from  an  In- 
•pectlon  of  the  Harrison  Lake  Hatchery, 
and  states  that  this  establishment  Is 
now  a  very  interesting  place  to  visit. 
The  salmon  eggs  collected  last  Fall  arc 
practically  all  hatched  out,  and  the 
troughs  are  filled  with  young  fish  In 
all    stages    of    development. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  reference 
waa  made  some  time  ago  to  a  shipment 
of  6,000,000  whlteflsh  eggs,  for  which 
the  Provincial  Fisheries  Department  had 
arranged  with  the  .American  authorities, 
and  further  arrangements  were  mad.' 
with  the  Dominion  Fl.therlcH  Depart- 
ment for  the  Incubation  of  these  at 
Harrison  Lake  Hatchery.  The  eggs  ar- 
rived In  splendid  condition  and  arc  now 
hatching  out  rapidly.  Approximately 
2.000,000  of  the  resultant  fry  have  al- 
ready been  distributed  In  >larrlBoii 
Lake.  The  remainder  of  this  ehlpinent 
are  hetnff  distributed  from  day  to  day 
as  they  hatch.  The  loi«8  has  been  very 
■mall,  and  will  not  etceed-  10  pei*.  cent. 
This  small  loss  is  very  8:ratlfying, 
especially  considering  the  dangers  to 
which  these  crrs  were  exposed,  on  their 
lone  Journey  from  their  natural  home  at. 
Put  In  Bay,  I^ako  Krle,  to  Harrison 
Lake,  a  distance  of  about  three  thousand 
miles. 

The  initial  slass  of  Introducing 
whlteflsh  Into  the  waters  of  this  Pro- 
vince has  proved  successful,  and  11  Is 
confidently  expected  that  the  dsvslop- 
ment  of  the  Cry  In  Harrison  l4ltk4  will 
prove  equally  nuccessful.

"In  answer,  I  should  like  to  say  that 
there  is  a  governing  body  to  decide  all 
matters  relating  to  the  cup,  vis.,  British 
Columbia  Rugby  Union.  Victoria  sug- 
gested a  meeting  of  the  above  body 
after  the  last  game  in  Vancouver,  as 
the  president,  secretary  and  delegates 
were  all  present,  but  Vancouver  would 
not  agree  to  it. 

"Thus  Victoria  has  done  all  It  can  to 
have  the  matter  settled  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  both  sides.  Vancouver  has 
failed  to  do  this.  On  your  sporting 
page  I  also  notice  that  Vancouver  claims 
that  we  owe  them  |4  00  over  the  Aus- 
tralian visit.  This  is  absolutely  un- 
true. 

"The  arrangement  made  was  that  Vic- 
toria Ruxby  Union  should  guarantee 
the  Australian  expenses  up  to  $400  for 
one  came  here.  Our  receipts  for  that 
.  cam*  amounted  to  1529.70,  and  our  ex- 
penAlture.  covering  their  expenses  and 
entertainment  and  ground  .  expenses, 
amounted  to  |50«.3B.

Views   of    Prominent    Aus- 
'   tralian  Observer. 


Port  Facilities  Shown  M  Both  City  of  Victoria  and  at 


Mr.  G.  C.  Wad*,  leader  of  I  lie  Ijlberal 
party,  recently  returned  to  Sydney,  Aus- 
tralia from  the  Phlltplnes,  China,  Slng- 
itpore  and  Japan.  The  common  feature 
(n  the  Eastern  countries,  saUl  Mr.  Wade 
in  an  interview,  which  at  once  Im- 
^reased  the  visitor  from  Australia  was 
the  great  congrestion  of  population,  'rhf 
$reat  proportion  of  these  pooiile  were 
«ngaKed  In  agricultural  purauit?.  which 
necessitated  oontinuoitu  toil,  long-  hours 
during  the  greater  part  of  llie  year  and 
»mall  returns  when  the  harvest  ac- 
counts arc  worUed  out.  Wages  were 
low  and  such  things  as  nnlUonalres 
were  practically  unltnown.  Among  the 
native  population  £1  went  nutte  as  far 
as  C3  or  14  In  Aiislraliii.  It  shocked 
one's  sense  of  decency  to  hear  that  la- 
borers were  paid  something  like  the 
equivalent  of  lOd  per  day,  but  it  should 
hp  borne  in  mind  that  the  cost  of  keep- 
ing that  man  and  hi*  family  would  be 
aijout  130  a  year. 

Mr.  Wade  remarked  on  the  fact  that 
.Iftpan  was  gradually  forcing  her  way 
into  a  po.ssible  monopoly  of  the  trade 
of  the  Faclflc.  Her  mercantlYe  maMrie 
had  enormously  increased  of  late  years 
and  shipping  enterprise  WJTS  ire^vtlT' 
subsidixfd  by  a  paternal  government. 
Tlio  influence  of  Japan  wes  severely  un- 
dermining Great  Britain's  share  In  the 
China  trade  and  was  severely  competing 
with  English  companies  in  the  Indian 
trade.  Her  cotton  Industry  had  shown 
wonderful  expansion  in  the  last  few 
years  and  the  figures  for  the  last  twelve 
months  showed  that  .lapau  liad  to  u 
great  extent  -fupersetied  Great  Britain 
in  the  importation  of  cotton  goiwla  of 
tlie  Philipines.  Japan  now  completely 
supplies  the  Philipines'  wants  In  res- 
pect of  coal  and  traded  willi  Hongkong 
and  Singapore,  which  ports  a  few  years 
ago  were  almost  entirely  supplied  from 
the  coal  mines  of  Australia.  The  only 
avenues  of  trade  now  open  to  the  CTdni- 
nionwealth  seemed  to  be  in  primary 
products,  sucli  as  meal,  butter,  wheat 
and  flour.  Whilst  ther<»  were  possibili- 
ties for  Australia,  there  were  competi- 
tois  in  all  the,  eastern  countries  who 
could  not  be  treated  lightly,  and  it  was 
only  by  up-to-ilate  methods  that  we 
could  hope  to  increase  the  vohime  of 
b\if!|neps  or  to  maintain  a  permanent 
trade. 

Mr.    Wade    noticed    very    keen    feeling 
in   Japan   in    regard   to  what   was  called 
tlie  policy   of   the  Commonwealtli   of   ex- 
cluding     Japanese      from      our      shores. 
There    was    mucli    misunderstanding    on 
tills   subject   among  even   the   most   rea- 
sonahl.v-minded     men,     who     seemed     to 
fpel    that    their    national       dignity      had 
been    attacked    in    a    tendT    spot.         He 
thought    he   was    correct    in    saying    that 
the   resentment   aliown   was   inoro  at   the 
method    adopted    by    certain     peoply    in 
Australia,    such    as    contemptuous      allu- 
iions  to  .iapan  and  the  Japanese  nation, 
rather   than    to    tho   actual    polic.v    of    a 
wliite    .\ustralla.     He    did    not    find    any 
marked    iiulicatio.hs    of   a    desire   to    take 
possession     of    rin.v     part    of     this    conli- 
nont.     Tlie  country  was  now   feeling   the 
pffHct   of   tiie  recent   war.  and   the  peor)le 
were    inclined    to    prot'-'St      (ig;ilnst      tlie 
heavy  burden  of  taxation,  and  there  was 
H   strong  body   of  opinion    now    in   exist- 
ence,   and    growing,    which    was    desirous 
of   rslllng   a    halt   in    mlHtary   exparusion 
and    devoting    lime    to    commercial    pur- 
suits and  rediico  taxation.     One  thing  to 
impress    tlie    stranger    was    tlie    intense 
belief    in    the   power   of   Japan,    the      i:n- 
*^^«-rvlng    loyalt.v    of    the    people    to    the 
uMikad".    and    tliei   conviction    that    Jupan 
was  destined   in   occupy   a   still    more   im- 
fiortaiit    position    among   the    nations    of 
Iho  world.

Kstobllshed  in  1S!^3  by  Messrs.  Bulleu 
Bros.,  the  B.  C.  Marine  Kaihvay  Com- 
pany has  through  man.\-  "lean"  years 
jind  under  adverse  conditions.  which 
might  well  have  dismayed  men  of  les.i 
mettle,  stuck  bravely  to  the  work  of 
laying  the  foundations  of  a  shipbuild- 
ing Indu.-Hry  on  the  British  Pacific 
Coast:  and  ono  has  only  lo  use  one's 
eyes  and  to  hear  from  the  lips  of  tlie 
men  In  charge  of  the  works  at  i)resent 
.something  of  the  extent  of  the  plant 
and  the  acope  of  the  undertaking,  to^ 
r^allTve  that  here  In  our  midst  there  is 
already  In  existence  not  only  a  very 
considerable  commercial  enterprise,  but 
an  undertaking  which  gives  every  pro- 
mise of  developing  into  a  great  national 
industry. 

The  Marine  Railway  Is  capable  of 
docking  vessels  up  to  380  feet  In  length.

"There  are  steam  and  gasoline  pumps, 
anchors  and  chains  for  heaving  off  gear, 
pneumatic  tools,  air  compressors  whlih 
enable  five  divers  to  work  at  one  time, 
air  being  supplied  either  by  hand  or 
steam;  punching  and  shaving  machlnos. 


Owing  to  the  great  distances  at  which 
tills  vessel  i»  compelled  to  work,  her 
radius  being  some  6.000  miles  of  coast 
line,  she  is  self-contained,  sfee  hers.^lf 
forming  her  own  base,  The  crew  con- 
sists of  deck  offlcers,  engineers,  diver.-i 
and  skilled   seamen — sixty  in  all. 

As  an  illustration  of  lier  capabilities, 
it  'may  be  mentioned  that  the  Salvor 
has  recently  returned  from  Panama, 
where  she  e*e>'uted  successfully  one  of 
the  most  difficult  and  strenuous  jobs 
in  the  history  of  .salvage  work.  Pos- 
sessing flt  this  port  facilities  of  this 
sort  Is  a  great  safeguard  to  tlie  inter- 
ests of  the-  owners  and  underwriters; 
and  it  has  also  a  material  effect  in 
reducing  the  premiums  which  have 
yearly  to  be  paid  to  the  underwriters 
of  the  vessels  operating  in  tliesc  wnl- 
oi>.

j  standing  room,  for  when  all  the  seats 
1  are  occupied  no  more  people  are  allowed 
!  lo  enter  the  hall.  The  lectures  arc  free.

For  the  study  of  the  sea  he  has  fitted 
out  two  yachts;  lie  has  lectured  In  all 
the  great  capitals  of  Europe;  he  has  In- 
terested governments;  he  has  estab- 
lished two  great  museums  and  he  has 
conquered  the  depths  of  the  ocean.

The  last  time  Prince  Albert 
gave  a  course  of  lectures  here,  former 
President  Loubet  and  many  ttiembers  of 
the  government  occupied  places  on  tlie 
platform. 

Prince  Albert's  donation  in  money  to- 
ward     the     Oceanographie     Museum     In 
Paris    Is    the    princely    sum    of    1800,000. 
He  gives  this   generous   gift  In  recogni- 
liou     of     the     hospitality     with     which 
France,  and  especially  Paris,  receives  all 
thinkers.      Large    as    is    this    gift.    It    is 
small     In     comparison    with     the    other 
things   for  which   the  Paris  museum   ls» 
Indebted    to   the  Prince  of   Monaco,   and 
for    which    he    has    dirawn^  freely    upon 
his  unrivaled  coU^ctVon  kt'Monte  Carlo. 
At  the  peril  of  his  life  Prince  Albert 
has  persevered  for  rhore  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century  until  he  has  at  length  suc- 
ceeded'''ln  giving  samples  ot  the  life  that 
exists  In  all  sea  depths — even  as  far  be- 
low the  surface  of  the  ocean  as  18,000 
feet.

Mount  Athos  is  to  ibe  an  independent 
holy  republic. 

It  Is  a  mountain  tis'lce  as  high  a«  Ben 
Nevis,  near  Salonlke,  and  Is  certainly 
unique  among  the  countries  of  Kurope 
In  the  fact  that  no  woman  has  set  foot 
in  It  for  fiver  centuries.  When,  aome 
years  ago,  the  queen  of  Roumanla  an- 
noimced  her  Intention  of  visiting  It, 
the  rulers  of  the  holy  mountain 
threatened  to  commit  auicidc  if  She  per- 
alsted. 

The  new  republic,  which  has  a  little 
aeacoast  of  its  own,  holda  another  re- 
cord.

Stefansson  Expects  to  Read; 
Banks  Land  in  August- 
Leaves  Victoria  for  Nortii  in 
June. 


Unheralded  and  without  official  wel- 
come, tho  Arctic  Bteam  whaler  Karluk, 
In  which  tft*  i«plorer  Stefansson  con- 
templates tnaklniir  his  voyage  to  regions 
within  the  Arctic  Circle,  after  a  rough 
passage  up  ^e  Coast  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, arrived  in  Esrtuimalt  Harbor  ear- 
ly on  Saturday  morning,  and  Captain 
Pedersen,  her  comtnander.  Is  now  await- 
ing  official   instructions     from     Ottawa 


— aB  to  the  course  na  is  to  pursue  m  oot- 

flttlng   the   vessel   for  her   three   years' 
cruise    in    exploration   -work    In    the   Par 

North. 

The  outfitting  of  the  vessel  will  be 
taken  in  hand  by  the  Naval  Depart- 
ment, and  until  the  staunch  whaler  Is 
ready  to  sail,  early  in  June,  she  will  be 
berthed  alongsidp  the  cruiser  Rainbow 
at  the  K.sfiuimalt  wharf.  At  present 
she  is  tied  up  at  the  Go\ernmpnt  buoy, 
but  it  is  understooi  that  .she  will  be 
shifted  over  to  the  wharf  on  Monday, 
when  the  worlc  of  outfitting  lier  will 
be    started     in    earnest. 

Six    Says    Coming   Korth 

The  Karluk  was  six  days  steaming  up 
from  tlie  Golden  Gate,  and,  although 
she  was  buffeted  by  head  seas  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  run,  the  averagn 
speed  maintained  wiia  eight  knots.  Al- 
though Captain  C.  T.  Pedersen  is  prac-  ' 
tically  a  stranger  to  Hrlti.sh  Columbia 
Inland  waters,  he  brought  his  vessel 
safely  to  anchor  without  the  assitsanco 
of  a  pilot,  and  was  securely  moored 
within  the  shelter  of  the  harbor  before 
it  was  officially  known  that  she  had 
arrived.  It  was  oven  reported  in  sup- 
po.c-edly  well  informed  clrcl?s  that  the 
Karluk  was  due  majiy  hours  after  she 
was  berthed  alongside  the  Esquimau 
buoy. 

Btannchly  Ballt 

Tho  Karluk  is  a  trim  auxiliary  craft 
of  322  gross  and  247  net  tons  register. 
She  was  built  In  1884  to  the  order  of 
tho  Alaska  Commercial  Company,  of 
San  Francisco,  and  for  the  past  twenty- 
two  years  has  been  engaged  In  the 
whaling  trade  in  Alaskan  waters.  Mor 
hull,  which  is  .<5aid  to  be  as  sound  as 
when  she  was  built,  Is  constructed  of 
selected  pine,  which  is  In  turn  sheathed 
with  iron  bark.  She  was  purchased  by 
stefansson  on  the  advice  of  Captain 
Poderson,  who  Inspected  three  vessels 
at  San  Francisco  last  .January  before 
deciding  that  the  Karluk  was  the  vcfi- 
Hol  most  adapted  for  the  ro>igh  usago 
she  will  be  subjected  to  when  crusing 
among  the  ice-floes  in  the  Arctic. 
Stefansson  engaged  Captain  Pedersen 
for  a  period  of  four  years,  and.  pend- 
ing the  arrival  of  the  explorer  from 
Kurop^,  he  will  take  his  Instructions 
from  Dr.  R.  M.  Anderson,  second  in 
command  of  the  expedition,  who  is  now 
In  New  York  purchasing  scientific  In- 
struments and  other  or|ulpment  that  will 
be  needed  for  observation  work  In  the 
undiscovered  territory  In  the  North. 
Spent  Tears   In   Arctic 

Captain  Pedersen,  who  Is  a  typical 
seafaring  man,  is  well  qualified  to  havo 
command  of  a  ship  making  a  voyage  of 
this  kind  to  the  Arctic.  During  the 
greater  part  of  his  sea  career  he  has 
been  engaged  in  the  whaling  business 
in  Alaskan  waters,  his  last  vessel  being 
the  Elvira,  In  whicii  he  came  south  last 
fall.  Captain      Pcderson      frequently 

came  In  contact  with  the  explorer 
Stefansson  when  tho  latter  was  In  tho 
Arctic  in  1909.  Tn  August  of  that  year 
Stefansson  made  a  trip  with  Pedorson 
aboard  the  vessel  Challenger  to  Mer- 
schel  Island  from  a  point  fifty  miles 
distant.  Stefansson      will      be     amid 

familiar  surroundings  when  he  boards 
the  whaler  Karluk.  According  to  Cap- 
tain Pedersen,  the  explorer  In  August, 
1909,  took  advantage  of  the  offer  of 
Captain  Cotter,  then  In  command,  to 
convey  him  from  Herschel  Island  to 
Boat  Island,  which  is  abreast  of  Banks 
Land,  In  the  Emerson  Gulf.  "When  seen 
upon  his  arrival.  Captain  Peder.son  stal- 
ed that  the  expedition  expected  to  get 
away  from  Rsqulmalt  during  the  latter 
part  of  May  or  the  first  week  In  June, 
and,  after  calling  at  Dutch  Harbor, 
Alaska,  for  coal,  the  ve.-isel  will  be 
headed  for  Point  Barrow,  the  most 
northerly   point   in   Alaska.

Stefansson  plans  to  reach  Banks  Land 
about  August  IS,  providing  the  ice  ha.« 
broken  up  sufficiently  to  allow  the 
vessel  to  proceed.  The  first  of  three 
expeditions  will  be  landed  on  Banks 
Land,  end  as  soon  as  Winter  head- 
quartern  have  been  established,  the 
Karluk  will  return  to  Ksquimalt,  arriv- 
ing about  October  20.

of  the  remains  of  preThlstoric  ages, 
which  Barnuin  Brown  is  uncovering, 
will  amount  to  a  considerable  sum  of 
money.  This  sauraupholus  Is  a  new 
one  in  tlio  biological  world  and  was 
named   by  Mr.  Brown.     Its  name  means,

Alberta  conies  in  for  some  glory  from 
Barnuni  Brown's  researches,  for  a  car- 
niverous  lizard's  remains  were  found 
that  tias  been  named  Albertasaur,  the 
only  specimen  of  this  kind  In  the  cap- 
tivity of  a  museum.  The  indefatlgablo 
geologist  is  coming  back  to  Alberta  for 
other   specimens.

more  than  impart  purely  academic 
schoiarship  lias  fallen-  short  of  tho 
standard  of  wh8.t  such  an  institution

are  entrusted   to  Its  care. 

"Speaking  as  one  with  university  ex- 
perience, and  aa  tlie  result  of  much 
observation    and      reflection,    I    am      of 


opinion  that  th»  majority  of  young  men 
and  women  who  graduate  b«twe«a  the 
ages  of  18  and  25,  have  no  dertnlte  aim 
in  life,  and  are  not  specially  fitted,  by 
reason  of  their  training,  to  grapple  with 
the  practical  problems  of  life.  This  Is 
a  matter  of  common  knowledge  amo'ig 
buslnees  men,  fnd  In  the  opinion  of  an 
Increasing  nurriber  of  all  classes  It  Is 
a  condition  which  calls  for  a  revision 
of  methods.  1  do  not  speak  critically 
or  censoriou.sly,  or  with  special  refer- 
ence to  any  particular  university. 
AbUlty   to   So   Things. 

"You  will  remember  when  Alciblades 
came  to  Socrates  seeking  after  knowl- 
edge, he  was  told  the  ability  to  do 
things  was  the  measure  of  all  true 
knowfedge;  and  that  oducalion  was  the 
beat  which  taught  the  utilities,  iiuali- 
lied  man  to  cope  with  the  realjtiet*  of 
life,  and  furnished  the  solution  of  the 
practical  problems  arising  therein;  and 
the  world  today  in  getting  back  to  the 
principle  so  enunciated  two  thousanti 
years   ago. 

'"J'here  was  a  long  period  iji  the 
world's  history  In  whleh,  in  the  scliools, 
the  real  spirit  of  the  ancient  tireek  and 
Itornan  teachings  was  obscureil  in  an 
academic  display  of  classical  learning. 
No  one  would  wish  at  this  day  to  de- 
stroy the  wonderfully  ptire  concepts  tjf 
Greek  thought,  oi'  whieii  truth  in  the 
abstract  was  the  substratum;  but  one 
tinds  that  an  absolutely  practical  aln^ 
pervades  all  the  teaehingK  of,, the  Greek 
philosophers  for  the  benefit  of  the  peo- 
ple in  their  dally  life.  The,  works  of 
these  philosophers  abound  In  wisdom 
and',  that  la  why  thoy  have  survived  to 
this  day:  Qeherations  of  scholars  since 
the  Greek  age  have,  however,  studied 
them  as  we  study  a  painting, '  or  any 
great  work  of  art,  without  seeking  .-.o 
apply    the    lessons    conveyed.

rather  than  rules  of  life.  Hence  the 
classics  came  to  be  taught  in  all  in- 
stJltuUonB  of  learning  as  models  of  dic- 
tion, as  styles  of  expression  peculiar 
to  gentlemen  and  scholars.  ""They  were 
disciplinary  rather  tlian  useful,  in  tho 
same  sense  that  the  higher  mathematics 
were  for  a  long  time  taught,  and 
as  higher  mathematics  come  to 
be  a  part  of  every  curriculum. 
They  were  supposed  to  have  a  special 
value  in  training  the  mind  how  to  thii'c, 
ratlier  than  what  to  think,  and 
In  oonduclng  to  purity  of  diction 
and  the  effective  expression  of  thotight. 
They  wore  instruments  of  culture 
rather    than    food    for    thought. 

"In  tlii.s  wa^jj^'tTanrm-'came  to  bo  the 
language  lij-Kvhlch  all  the  scholars  of 
IJurope  wrote  their  books,  and  in  which 
many  erudite  men  conversed.  Ji  was 
necessary  to  bo  a  l.alln  linguist  In  thos.' 
days  when  all  text-books  and  treatise.? 
were  written  in  that  language;  Just  :is 
in  earlier  times  the  cultured  people  of 
Home  used  tho  Greek  language  for  their 
compositions,  and  as  French  is  now  the 
language  of  Court  circles  and  of  di- 
plomacy.

I>ONUO.\.  March  22.— General  Bram- 
well  Boo.th  has  appointed  a  special  de- 
partment of  the  tialvatiori  Army  to  deal 
■i^ith  inattera  arising  from  the  white 
Mlave  irafflc.  This  aKt-ncy  will  be  of 
an  Inli'rnatlonal  charai'ter,  aii<l  in  to  he 
orfc-ani/.t'd  by  Colonel  I'lisworth,  an  ex- 
perienced officer  who  has  seen  servire 
In  the  Army  in  many  countries.  I'nder 
hlin  will  be  an  ofllier  with  a  knowledKe 
of  lansuaKoa  and  a  committee  will  be 
In  charfc'o  to  direct  those  engaged  in  the 
work.  One  of  the  objects  of  thu  Gen- 
eral Is  to  provide  a  central  bureau  of 
Information  on  the  subject,  both  at 
home  and  abroad,  and  to  assist  friends 
o^  the  movement  in  otiier  countries  to 
secure  full  advantage  of  IckhI  enacl- 
inent.s  already  in  force  there,  and  to  get 
these  strengthened,  as  far  a.s  possible, 
■w'heie  this  is  necessary. 
,  "1  have  bsen  threatened  If  we  go  for- 
ward on  these  lines,"  said  the  General 
to  a  representative  of  The  Westmii4iter 
Gazette,  "but  I  do  not  see  why  that 
.should  hold  us  back.  In  any  work  for 
liumanity  we  must  take  risks,  and  I  am 
jjrepared  to  face  the  threats  of  those 
who  oppose  us.  We  have  to  recognize 
(.hat  this  traffic  is  highly  organized,  and 


that  It  brings  great  profit  to  those  en- 

gaged  In  it,  but  the  enormities  practised 
on  women  and  young  girls  by  being 
entrapped  into  the  most  demoralizing 
situations  are  such  that  wo  must  do 
everything  that  Is  possible  i<>  asalst  In 
their  protection. 

•'The  Army  has  taken  a  large  .sliare 
in  emigration  work,  but  we  recognize 
the  dangers  attending  the  transfer  of 
women  fi'om  one  country  to  another. 
This  fact  has  ben  brought  home  to  us  In 
many  ways.'  A  large  ship,  with  only  a 
limited  supply  of  stewards  and  stewar- 
esses,  and  these  heavily  worked,  pro- 
vides opportunities  for  men  of  a  certain 
type  which  often  leads  to  disastrous  re- 
sults. In  view  of  the  information  we 
have  obtained  we  shall  arrange  a  regu- 
lar corps  of  traveling  officers  on  emi- 
grant ships,  so  that  every  vessi^of  this 
kind  will  have  one  such  ohicer  on 
board.  The  authorities  cannot  net  with- 
out Information,  and  It  is  sometimes  im- 
possible for  them  to  obtain  facts  enabl- 
ing them  to  move.  But  we  believe  that 
if  wc  are  able  to  supply  data  showing 
that  undesirable  person.s  are  using  the 
ships  for  the  purpose  of  the  traffic  that 
they  will  .support  the  steps  we  are  tak- 
ing." 

General  Booth  mentioned  Instances  of 
the  methods  of  those  who  arc  carrying 
OB  the  traffic  in  Cairo,  Asia  Minor  and 
elsewhere.  The  agents  obtain  girls  on 
various  pretences,  apparently  quite  in- 
nocent, and  then  convey  them  to  various 
places  where  a  hideous  market  In  wo- 
men   is   possible. 

The  General  also  indicated  a  noted 
spot  on  the  Continent  under  British  rule 
where  things  exist  in  this  connection 
which  are  a  disgrace  to  the  nation.  He 
refused  to  state  particulars  at  the  pres- 
ent time  for  the  reason  that  he  is  pre- 
paring a  case  to  present  to  the  author- 
ities.

classics,  an  inordinate  value  was  at- 
tached to  school  accomplishments,  as 
compared  with  all  others;  and,  to  some 
extent,  we  have  Inherited  similar  views. 
For  ages  simple-minded  and  imeducat-nl 
persons  attributed  all  greatnes.-j,  wealth 
and  power,  to  the  result  of  education. 
^Ve  sometimes  forget  the  opinion  of 
Socrates  that  the  man  who  can  work 
intelligently  and  well,  though  he  nevor 
saw  the  inside  of  a  university,  may  in 
the  true  sense  be  far  better  educated 
than  a  man  with  a  brilliant  colle.va 
career  who  has  much  knowledge  In  the 
abstract  but  can  do  nothing  pract|.-.tl 
or    useful. 

"T  do  not  under-estimate  the  pleas- 
ures of  intellectual  occupations  and 
pursuits,  nor  the  value  of  the  classl-a 
as  a  factor  In  education;  but  we  do 
not  realize  sufficiently  that  all  useful 
callings  carry  with  them  problems,  the 
solving  of  which  renulres  the  keenest 
brain,  the  highest  intellectual  qualll- 
ratlons.  The  banker,  the  railway  man- 
ager the  engineer,  ^the  merchant,  the 
farmer,  the  skilled  mechanic— each 
must  employ  high  mental  faculties  in 
order  to  achieve  success,  and  the  exer- 
cise of  those  faculties  is  educative  in 
the   highes.   degree. 

To  BolT*  Problama. 

"Education  consists  in  .solving  proii- 
lems,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowei^t. 
by  the  exercise  of  brain  power,  and 
'no  one  is  educated  in  the  true  sense 
who  does  not  mentally  follow  all  the 
processes  of  the  solution  for  hims-Mf, 
and  grasp  the  entire  meaning  and  pur- 
port of  each  step  taken.  Therefore, 
much  of  tflo  curriculum  of  the  ordinary 
student  of  the  university  Is  futile,  be- 
cause it  Is  accepted  by  him  »%'  the 
conclusions  of  some  one  else,  and  Is  not 
absorbed  by  a  process  of  mental  effort 
on  his  own  part.     * 

"The  North  American  Indian,  by  his 
allent  communion  with  nature,  devel- 
oped an  eloquence  and  poetry  of  ex- 
pression that  is  wonderful.  Not  only 
so,  but  he  acquired  a  marvelous  Knowl- 
edge of  forest  mad  plain  which  his  ex- 
cited the  admiration  of  all  students  of 
Itidian  character.

due  almost  wholly  to  the  fact  that  ho 
has  had  to  work  out  his  own  problems 
and  thus  developed  hla  faculties  In  a 
way  that  no  anuHint  of,  cpllege  coaching 
would  have  dona  Soniie  of  th^ee  self- 
made  men  bemoan  the  lack  of  early 
schooling  such  as  their  children  are 
able  to  enjoy  under  more  opulent  olr- 
cumatances,  reasoning  that  If  aucceHs 
has  been  attfilned  ^undar  such  conditions 
how  ,jnuch.  Kre#ter  would  the  measure 
of  that  success  have  been  witli  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  university  career;  whereas 
the  probability  Is  that  most  of.  these 
men  would  never  have  achieved  iiuc- 
cess  In  their  lines  had  they  jieen  col- 
lege  trained. 

"It  U  a  significant  fact  that  nearly 
all  the  great  successes  tn  tht  United 
Slates  and  my  own  country,  Canada  — 
I  mean  men  who  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  commerce  and  industry, 
liave  done  things  of  which  we  feel  very 
proud — never  got  beyond  the  public 
.Hchools  of  the  country  before  starting 
to  heW  out  a  career  for  themselves.  I 
am  not  holding  up  success  in  life  in 
a  WQ,rldly  sense  a.s  the  goal  to  be  at- 
taine<l,  but  simply  wish  to  emphasize 
the  /act  that  there  is  a  cultural  and 
educative  value  In  all  effort  to  work 
successfully  along  any  line  of  achieve- 
ment, which  is  a  factor  that  should  not 
be  overlooked  in  university  work. 
COuolasions   Suggastsd. 

"1  wovild,  with  your  permission,  sug- 
gest some  conclusions  from  these  prem- 
ises which  might  tend  to  modify  the- 
ories and  methods  of  education  r.t 
present  in  vogue.  In  some  cases  a  uni- 
versity degree  stands  ,  for  an  educa- 
tional qualification  whioh,  .'fdpea  ,  not 
exist,  a  degree  which  has  been  acquired 
perfunctorily— either  for  the  possession 
of  the  degree  Itself ^  or  as  a  matter  of 
course. 

"In  aome   caaea_a-_d&exe£,- 


qtilred  because  of  its'  educational  value, 
but  because  It  Is  a  valuable  asset  for 
teaching  or  professional  work,  or  con- 
fers social  standing.  If  an  educational 
course  were  voluntary,  the  result  of 
\ocational  adaptibillty,  of  the  pure  love 
of  acquiring  knowledge,  of  intellectual 
tLMUiieramont,  wo  should  find  every 
graduate  continuing  in  the  line  of 
study  for  which  his  academical  course 
was  merely  preparatory— tnjt  •  the  ro- 
ver.«o  is  usiiall.v  the  case.  Actual  ex- 
perience goes  to  show  that  outside  of 
(those  who'  qualify  for  teachers,  or  of 
some  of  the  professioiia,  not  0  per  cpnt 
of-  the  graduates  pursue,  in  after  life, 
the  studies  of  si.-hool.  Does  this  not 
indicate  a  failure  in  the  system  which 
would  seem  to  call  for  a  remedy? 
Should   BoTslop   IndlTlduaUty 

"Our  universities,  1  submit,  should 
aim  less  to  arrive  at  a  uniform  standard 
for  their  students  than  to  develop  In- 
dividuality; to  encourag*  vocational  as- 
pirations; to  specialize  rather  than  to 
generalize;  to  hold  up  definite  purpose 
and  usefulness  In  a  career  as  the  ob- 
ject of  training  rather  than  the  sharp- 
ening of  wits  by  a  theoretical  emery 
process;  Ihfut  finding  out  and  doing 
things  for  oneself  is  infinitely  more 
educative  in  effect  than  accepting  the 
conclusions  of  others. 

"T  am  convinced  from  my  reading  and 
observation  that  this  view  is  rapidly 
gaining  ground,  and  even  now  to  a  great 
extent  I  find  that  at  the  convention  of 
teachers  and  educationists  tli%  problem 
most  discussed  is  how  the  obvious  fail- 
ure of  so  much  educational  effort  is  to 
be  averted  In  future.  Fifty  years  ag'), 
free  and  universal  education  was  re- 
garded by  reformers  as  affording  a 
solution  of  most  soc'.al  problems.  But 
these  problems  have  multiplied,  and  tlie 
remedy    still   waits. 

"No  educational  reform  would  bring 
about  perfect  conditions:  but  it  should 
be  capable  of  doing  much  in  that  direc- 
tion. It  does  not  Involve  the  inipliiT'.- 
tlon  that  there  is  any  less  api)recialioii 
of  cultural  values  or  love  of  the  classics 
and  studies  in  history  and  philo.«ophy. 
or  that  there  is  any  deterioration  of 
intellectual  fibre.  It  would  indJcato. 
however,  that  tlio  net  results  of  the 
average  university  system  may  not  be 
fulfilling  the  claims  made  for  it — not 
fitting  men  and  women  for  th«  duties 
of  practical  life,  nor  increasing  the  de- 
gree  of  social   efficiency. 

World  Paying  ToUs 

"The  world  is  paying  an  immpn.«ie 
sum  annually  for  educational  facilities. 
Is  is  getting  the  best  results  for  the 
outlay?  The  highest  aim  of  man,  If 
that  could  be  realized.  Is  not  to  sit  anil 
read  or  write  learned  books,  but  to  do 
something  useful;  to  provide  for  his 
own  wants  and  the  wants  of  those  de- 
pending upon  him.  and,  if  possible.  a<ld 
to  the  sum  of  things  which  the  world 
wants.  Take  the  entire  Pacific  Slope, 
with  its  yet  only  budding  energies,  and 
investigate  its  wonderful  resources  of 
lands,  ti^nher,  fisheries,  mlnarals  and 
water  powers.  Is  there  not  In  the  de- 
volopment  of  these  inexhaustible  re- 
sovirces  the  widest  field  for  t)>e  ener- 
gies of  our  best  university  graduates, 
with  a  practical  and  intimate  knowledge 
of  the  requirements  In  a  thousand  dif- 
ferent  dIrectlonsT 

"I  wotild  further  snbmlt  that  the 
division  arbitrarily  made  by  education- 
ists of  studies  Into  "liberal  '  or  "gen- 
oral"  and  the  "special"'  or  "\c  .hnlcal." 
Is  scarcely  warrantable.  M'hy  should  a 
distinction  he  made  between  studies 
embracing  language,  history,  mathema- 
tics, science,  and,  to  a  great  extent, 
poetry,  music,  sculpture  and  painting, 
on  the  one  hand;  and,  on  the  Other 
hand,  studies  (}t  a  more  technical  char- 
acter Intended  to  qtiallfy  for  on*  of  the 
professions  or  other  practical  pursuit 
or  purpose?  The  reason  for  such  a 
distinction  Is  hard  to  find,  because  there 
Is  no  form  of  knowledge,  whether  utili- 
tarian or  not,  which  has  not  a  cultural 
effect,  and  there  are  no  studies  of  a 
general  character  which  ahould  not  baar 
upon  something  specific. 

"I     would     say     that    all     knowledge 
which    Is    not   useful    Is    useless.     Theao 
"liberal"   or  "general"   studiae  wora  to^ 
garded    by    educationiats   aa    the   noo«a> 
sary     foundation     foe     the     aubaoQuent 
studies   Intended   to  qualify   for  a  pro- 
fessional   career,    itlthouch  UBnacwpafT', 
as  preparatory  for  eommantial  puraulta. 
or,  to  princtlce  a  <tr«4«'VM|  ..an    artlfjuq^i 
and  rMta  w^'  IiMtii^t  iniflUii^Ulnv  •;{Uf' 
eral  adiicationiMClP^Hailliart;;  to  api;^ 
feaaioBal  or  tech^loU  trglMitic,    MiMiM' 
*iMr>Mt*d  that  Uia  proMMgg  .^m  )ui|,ip'  In 
our  daily   II  yw  danwttdi  «k«'^l«aa   MtW* 


ttoa  of  the  yarioua  aoheola  of  thouKbt 
anciant   and   modfern. 

"Who  will  say  that  the  men  who  have 
bewi  .pre-amioant  lA.daveloplnf .  the  In- 
duatrios  Of  thla  cdnttn^nt!  Who  have 
been  Inatrumental  lA  eaUblishlng  Its 
gigantic  railroad  systema — tho  majority 
of  whom  have  lacked  college  training — 
have  had  less  mentality  than  those 
famous  as  schyl^rs.  In  the  general 
appralseii^^iXV  of  t(t#>  two  types  of  men.; 
we  might  pertlnelptly  ask  who  Is  tho 
greater — the  man  who  painted  the  land- 
scape or  tha  tioan  who  made  it?  Tha 
estimate  of  each  depends  upon  tho 
amount  of  Intelligence  and  skill  that. 
was  exerclsed-^-quite  apart  from  tradi- 
tional  appraljiement   of  cultural    value., 

"It  Is  true  the  pna  may  lack  some  of 
the  finesse  begotten  of  scholarship,  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  he  possesses  some- 
thing— a  power  of  doing  and  creating — 
which  could  never  be  evolved  m  a  uni- 
versity. The  man  of  scholarly  att,aln- 
ments  Is  perhaps  too  prone  to  dispar- 
age the  man  who  practices  the-  utilities 
and  gives  form  to  technical  and  pro-' 
ffessioiial  skill — the  man  of  social  effl- 
v«iuncy. 

"As  I  have  pointed  out,  undue  im- 
portance was  perhaps  attached  in  the 
past  generations  to  the  clas8ic.«,  es- 
pecially to  Latin,  whicli  then  was  the 
medium  of  exchange  of  thought  among 
educated  men.  Logic  and  metaphysics 
were  an  integral  part  of  every  college 
curriculum.  The  study  of  ancient  phil- 
osophies and  schools  of  thought  was 
also  much  in  evidence.  These  no  long- 
er have  the  same  predomlnence. 
Will   Bring    Clear   Thought 

"While  the  stud.v  of  the  higher  mathe- 
matics is  as  Important  as  ever,  it  i.<s 
no  longer  considered  as  essential  in  the 
solution  of  those  practical  problems  tliat 
confront  us  in  modern  ci\ilizefl  life. 
ira\in;,'^  ai'uuired  tin-  fundanu-uln  Is.  ili<' 
carf Tul  .^tiuly  of  any  problem  will  Iniiiy 
clear  thinking.  I^onl  Bacon  protested 
that  the  rigid  tenets  of  the  old  schools, 
based  on  the  Arlstotellian  philosophy, 
had  shackel  the  minds  of  scholars  for 
over  a  thousand  years,  and  we  are  still 
shackled  to  some  extent  by  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  past  in  respect  to  the  re- 
spective   values    of    training. 

"When  T  use  the  word  'university,'  I 
use  it  In  the  popular  sense.  1  am  aw.ire 
that  a  imlversity  Is  essentially  a  de- 
gree-conferring institution  and  may 
have  no  tangible  existence  In  the  way 
of  buildings.  There  have  been  varlo-.is 
definitions  of  a  university  even  In  the 
popular  sense.  One  writer  in  a  reoii.t 
iss\ie  of  The  Kdui-ation  Ttevle-w  says: 
'DBlTeralt7'a  Primary  Pnrpoae 

"  'The  primary  purpose  of  the  .ini- 
verslty  is  to  provide  the  championship 
of  scholars  for  scholars  at  a  time 
when  sufficient  maturity  has  been 
reached  to  make  the  Joy  of  the  int  ■!- 
lecf^al  life  Intense  and  productive.  If 
I  may  borrow  the  charming  phrase 
from  a  colleague  of  mine,  1  should  say 
that  a  university  Is  a  company  of 
scholars  In  which  those  who  have  dis- 
covered the  mind,  make  full,  profltatvle 
and  productive  use  of  their  discovery. 

"'A  university  is  an  Institution  wheie 
students  adequately  trained  by  pre- 
vious study  of  the  liberal  arts  and  <ci- 
ences  are  led  Into  special  fields  of 
leiirning  anil  research  by  teachers  rif 
high  excellence  and  originality,  and 
whereby  the  agency  of  libraries,  mu- 
seums,   latitiratortes      and      publications, 


knowledge  la  conaerved.  advanced  and 
diaaaininated.  Teaching  la  only  one 
function  of  a  university  and  perhapa 
the  .amalleat  one.' 

"Viewed  in  thla  light  there- la  little 
danger  of  utilitarianism  destroying  its 
uHefulness  or  killing  its  Influence.  A 
university  is  a  place  where  each  student 
should  be  permitted  to  pursue,  and  have 
the  facilities  for  pursuing,  any  line  of 
study  or.  Investigation  for  vhlch  he  has 
an  adaptability  or  a  HK^ng.  The  pur- 
suit of  one  particular  line  of  study 
does  no.t  necessarily  exclude  or  dimin- 
ish the  love  for  .  other  studies.  Some 
one  has  defined  education  as  the  know- 
ing all  aboBt  something  and  a  littl'» 
about   everything.     .  . 

Bhonld  bo  Xaoouragibd. 

"A  student  Is.  usually  interested  in 
more  subjects  than  one,  and  I  think 
that  students  should  be  encouraged  to 
proceed  on  lines  of  vocational  and  .se- 
lective studies,  as  being  the  best  means 
of  developing  Individuality.  The  uni- 
versity should  provide  for  all  shales 
of  thought  and  lines  of  educational  de- 
velopment, aiming  at  efficiency  in  par- 
ticular callings,  so  that  the  results  may 
be  practical  and  useful  to  all  students. 
If  a  student  specializes  he  will  not 
necessarily  neglect  all  other  studies. 
While  one  stiulent  ma.v  devote  special 
attention  to  literature,  others  would 
turn  to  art,  antliiuarlan  resean-h,  phll- 
osoph.\',    natural    science,    or   other   study. 

"The  development  of  lines  of  special 
culture  depends  less  \ipon  a  fixed  pro- 
gramme than  upon  the  liberties  of  pruf- 
orence.  A  student  takes  the  most  in- 
terest and  mak(;s  the  most  progress  In 
a  study  for  which  he  has  a  natiin;! 
liking.  One  .only  masters  u  profession, 
or  a  vocational  calling,  by  actually  en- 
gaging in  the  work,  and  the  sooner 
reasonably  ne  engages  In  ,lt,' 'the  more 
nlastic  and  .  impressionable  iahJs  mind 
an^    tha   Better  hla    channi^H   for   Biict^e'^s 


therein.*  y 

.    "Vnpi  '«;aiui<>t  learn  farming,  or  eleo* 

trtclty.  .or    mechanical    engineering,     or 

mining.  In  school.  You  may  familiarize 
yourself  Wifth  the  underlying  prlnciplfes 
which  will  materially  aid  you  in  ac- 
tual practice,  but  you  muist  acciulre  a 
practical  knowledge  of  farming,  on  the 
farm  yourself,  arid  of  iMcctricity  in  elec- 
trical   workshops. 

To   Shape  Courses. 

"So  I  would  sa.v,  shape  your  univer- 
sity courses  by  the  practical  require- 
ments of  the  time  in  which  we  ll\e. 
.■\dapt  educationnl  methods  to  existing 
social  conditions. 

"All  that  IS  groat,  nil  that  Is  gon  1, 
all  that  .is'  useful,  will  survive.  All 
that  is  useless,  all  that  is  fusllai^  and 
mere  pedantry  will  grow  obselete.  With 
regard  to  the  criticisms  that  are  falrfy 
due  to  the  university  of  the  past  cen- 
t\irle.<t— while  not  unmindful  or  unap- 
preciatlve  of  the  glorious  trarlitions  of 
the  .seats  of  learning  ami  their  great 
influence  directly  and  Indirectly  upon 
the  thought  of  the  world;  it  might  per- 
haps be  fair  to  say  that  in*  tlie  olilt>n 
universities,  and  in  the  (■uU\uo  engvu- 
dered  thereby,  there  wa.s  too  much'  pe- 
dantry blended  with  genuine  schol;ir- 
shlp  to  the  detriment  of  free  intfl!',";- 
tual    development. 

"Universities  have  not  always  ati- 
pralsed  the  social  and  utilitarian  wants 
of  their  day.  As  a  re.sult  pure  forms  of 
culture  have  been  raised  to  Inordinate 
heights,  and  the  useful  and  practical 
suppressed.

— Tumultous 
Albania  Is  suffering:  from  a  iilag-ue  of 
pretfn<1ers.  T!uit  any  man  shouKl  want 
to  rule  in  Albania  Is  a  puzzle  In  Itself; 
but  in  fact  there  aro  about  ton  Kuro- 
peuns  with  "lf:Kltlmato.  lnrlefc-a.Klble" 
rlaims  to  be  Albania's  rightful  king,  In 
addition  to  which  there  are  about  ter. 
persons  more  who  have  no  claims,  bUL 
have   very    much   better  prospects. 

The  second  class  consists  of  princely 
younger  sons  of  reiKninfc  soverei^rns,  all 
of  them  respectable,  talented  and  dull, 
with  nothing  at  all  In  common  with  Al- 
bania. The  first  class  consists  of  liltii- 
orto  obscure,  but  picturcsfjue  personages 
with  weird  names  and  secular  jjedlgrees 
who  all  swear  they  are  descended  from 
some  prince  brigand,  or  patriot  In  Al- 
bania's bloody  i)n.st.

The  most  InterestinR-  of  the  pictur- 
esque cla.ss  of  candidates  are  the  de- 
Bcendants  of  Skanderberg.  George  Cas- 
"trlot  or  Skanderberg  was  Albania's  Hf- 
tecnth  century  ruler  and  defender.  Until 
a  few  years  ago  no  one  knew  that  he 
had  left  any  descendants.  But  now  that 
the  Albanian  question  has  grown  acute, 
descendants  have  sprung  up  In  thick 
crops. 


The  moat  active  la  Prince  Juan 
Aladro  Knutrlota,  u  black-eyed,  irood- 
loukliis  Spaniard,  u  genuine  aristocrat, 
who  once  represented  Spain  at  the 
Hague,  l^rlnce  Juan  first  preferred  hla 
claims  tu  the  Alljaiilun  llirone  in  1U02. 
He  proved  that  he  is  descended  from 
Skanderlierg's  daughter.  He  let  fly 
batches  of  proclamutlons  at  the  Alban- 
ians, begKiiiK-  iheni  to  foster  their  nati\u 
culture  (wliicli  they  haven't  got)  and 
not  to  worry  about  religion  (which  they 
don't).

The 
moat  Important  la  Prince  Nlcholaa  Ne- 
raani<  Paleologos  Ducaa  Angeloa  Com- 
m«no8.  The  Prince  Uvea  in  a  modeat 
house  in  the  Hue  (>e  Chlajo  In  Naples. 
He  lasuea  a  circular  In  which  he  saya 
that  all  Italian  yenealogiata  admit  hint 
to  be  the  direct  posterity  and  leKltlntate 
heir  of  the  Kmperors  of  the  East,  Who 
In  1453  loat  Conatantlnople  to  the  Turks, 
and  with  CouNtantinopIe  lost  their  su- 
zerainty over  Albania  and  Epirus.  The 
Prince  appeals  to  the  powers  to  accept 
him  as  the  rightful  heir  of  the  Emperor 
Constantlne  XL,  "who  loat  all  in  the 
defence  of  the  Christian  faith  and  of 
the  freedom  of  the  peoples  of  the 
Orient." 

The  Prince  is  reckoning  without  his 
rival  Colonel  Martyn  Andreyevitch  Pal- 
eolog  of  the  KlgUteanlh  Itusslan  regi- 
ment of  Cliasseurs,  who  declared  that  it 
Is  he  who  is,,  the  rightful  King  of  Al- 
bania. The  Colonel  Is  aji  honest,  penni- 
less soldier,  who  lost  n-n  ear  at  Llao 
Vana-.  He  proves  beyond  doubt  to  in« 
Itusslan  press  that  he  is  the  only  gen- 
uine' Paleogos  on  the  male  side  alive. 

That  Is  not  the  last  claimant.  Sail 
Beg-,  a  Moslem  notable  of  Herzegovina, 
has  a  better  and  more  recent  claim  than 
anyone.  He  Is  u  direct  descendant  of 
All  Pasha  of  Janlna",  Byron's  friend.  Of 
All  Pasha's  reality  as  an  .Mbanlan  chief 
there  is  no  doubt.  He  bossed  Albania 
for -six  and  fifty  years,  and  with  it 
bossed  Kpirus,  Thessaly  and'  part  of 
Macedonia.

Ownership  of  DlVigi'ble^' Dis- 
puted by  Miliary  Expert  of 
London  Standard. 


LONDON,  March  22— Th»  mllltjiry 
expert  of  The  SUndttrd  »»yB,  "The  the- 
ory cenerally  put  forward  that  the  my«- 
terlous  alrahlpe  which  have  been  icar- 
Ins  the  Brltiah  are  German  la  being 
disputed  on  the  ground  that  It  would 
be  Impoealble  for  any  dirigible  to  croew 
from  Germany  unobaerved  If  It  arrived 
over  the  Engliah  coast  as  early  as  9 
or  10  p.m.  To  get  there  at  that  hour 
the  vessel  would  have  to  start  In 
the  daylight  and  It  is  contended  that 
somebody  would  be  certain  to  see  and 
report  Its   flight. 

Suppose  that  the  vessel  in  question 
Is  a  new  Zeppelin  and  that  It  starts 
from  Heligoland.  The  distance  between 
that  island  and  Grimsby  Is  Just  over 
30O  miles.  It  is  known  that  the  ship 
can  make  60  miles  an  hour  under  favor- 
able conditions  and  with  the  east  winds 
that  have  pi-evailed  of  late  they  would 
be  very  favorable.  It  would  be  possible, 
then,  for  the  vessel  to  make  Grimsby  in 
Ave  hours.  Starting  at  4  p,  m..  It  would 
be  over  the  English  coast  at  nine  and 
the  first  hour  or  hour  aTirt  a  quarter  of 
the  journey  would  be  made  in  daylight. 
Bnt  it  wwiid  be  the  grey,  fos-impr^g- 
nated  daylight  of  a  Winter's  day.  Thn 
vessel  would  shoot  up  Into  It  silently 
and  quickly  and  in  a  moment  or  two 
would  merge  Its  own  grey  shape  into 
Its  grey  surroundings  and  become  Invis- 
ible to  anyone   on  earth. 

■npwrlorlty  Oyer  Aeroplane 

'That  is  where  the  airship  scores  over 
the  aeroplane;  It  can  sail  fearlessly  In 
the  dark  and  the  fog.  Delicate  instru- 
ments show  the  altitude  at  which  the 
ship  Is  moving,  the  compass  gives  the 
dlrecticm  and  the  air  contains  no  obsta- 
cles to  navigation  like  the  sea,  no  un- 
charted rocks,  no  shiftihg  sands,  and  air 
currents  have  no  terrors  for  the  huge 
and  powerful  Zeppelins.  There  will  be 
drift,  of  course,  but  It  may  be  that  the 
navigators  of  the  Zeppelins  possess  in- 
struments which  enable  them  to  make 
allowance  for  that  as  they  go  along.  In 
any  case  the  course  kept  would  be  po 
straight  as  to  bring  the  ship  within  a 
mile  or  two  of  her  destination  and  a 
flash  of  the  searchlight  would  tell  the 
navigating  officer  where  he  was.  It  is 
highly  probable  that  In  the  course  of 
their  experimental  voyages  the  German 
airmen  have  charted  the  currents  of  the 
North  Sea  and  learned  exactly  what  al- 
lowance to  make  for  drlfL 

Qnaatlon  of  AbUlty 
Regarding  the  question  of  ability  to 
keep  the  air,  that  Is  a  almple  matter  for 
a  Zeppelin.  A  non-slop  flight  of  ovjr 
thirteen  hours  and  over  1,000  miles  has 
been  officially  recorded,  but  that  is  cer- 
tainly not  the  best  that  the  Zeppelin; 
have  done;  the  German  Government 
does  not  tell  Us  secrets  to  the  world.  It 
would  be  well  within  the  mark  to  say 
that  a  Zeppelin  could  remain  in  the  air, 
at  a  pinch,  for  four  days  and  nisrht.s, 
but  it  is  unlikely  that  she  would  be 
able  to  manoeuvre  during  the  whole  of 
that   time. 

If  we  took  the  case  of  a  Zeppelin 
starting  from  Cologne,  say,  for  Dover. 
It  would  be  still  easier  to  account  for 
its  movements  being  unobaerved.  The 
distance  between  the  places  mentioned 
is  240  miles,  or  a  matter  of  four  hours' 
selling.  At  this  time  of  the  year  the 
whole  of  the  journey  could  be  made  be- 
tween nightfall  and  9:30  p.m.  To  reach 
Portsmouth  from  Cologne  another  two 
hours  would  be  necessary.

That  because  He  rose  from  the  dead 
our  beloved  dead,"  her  voice'  sank  almost  to  a 
whisper  and  tears  sprang  to-  her  eyes,  "will 
also  rise  and  we  may  expect  to  meet  them  in  a 
happier  land." 

"I  used  to  believe  things  like  that  too,"  re- 
turned Mrs.  Barnes  inditTerently. 

"Oh,  don't  stop  believing.  You'll  meet 
your  little  girl  again  if  you  only  believe  and 
trust.  Was  she  your  only  child?"  she  asked 
after  a  pause. 

"1  had  a  boy  from  v/hom  1  have  not  heard 
for  twelve  years.  He  was  sikteen  when  he 
went  away  and  for  months  he  wrote  regularly; 
then  all  at  once  he  stopped  and  1  believe  he  is 
dead.  1  know  he  is  or  he  never  would  have 
ceased  to  write.  All  that's  left  to  me  in  the 
whole  world  is  that  little  grave."  Her  voice 
faltered  and  she  turned  abruptly  from  her  com- 
panion and  walked  av,-ay;-then  paused  as  the 
other  spoke. 

"Oh,  I  hope  that  Easter  may  bring  some- 
thing good  to  you;  some  of  its  peace  and  joy," 
she  added  earnestly,  lingering  a  moment,  hop- 
ing for  more  than  the  perfunctory  "thank  you" 
with  which  Mrs.  Barnes  answered  her.  Then 
with  a  hasty  good-bye,  she  went  back  to  the 
church. 

Left  alone,  Mrs.  Barnes  laid  down  the  flow- 
ers and  began  to  gather  up  the  twigs  and  litter 
that  had  accumulated  during  the  winter;  then 
taking  the  flowers  she  heaped  them  at  the  head 
of  the  grave  against  the  little  white  marble 
stone  that  she  had  toiled  and  stinted  herself  of 
the  necessities  of  life  to  purchase  that  she 
might  be  able  thus  to  mark  the  resting  place  of 
her  little  daugliler.

pt»  sotfnd  of  clods  upon  a  co|tih  lid  and  lis- 


tened dully  to  the  words,  "Earth  to  earth,  ashes 
to  ashes,  dust  to  dust,"  and  turned  away  with 
a  feeling  of  relief  when  the  service  was  over 
and  hurried  home  to  do,  without  effect,  all  'that 
her  means  and  skill  could  do  to  save  her  little 
girl;  but  when  the  Spring  came  with  its  bloom- 
ing flowers  and  singing  birds,  Nettie  was  there 
no  longer  and  the  mother's  home  was  deso- 
late and  .her  heart  wrung  with  grief. 

The  years  went  by,  and  tonight,  still  un- 
comforted,  she  sat  beside  all  that  was  left  of 
the  children  she  had  so  deeply  loved. 

For  SQjTie  little  time  she  had  been  dimly 
conscious  of-4he  sound  of  music  within  the 
church  where  some  one  was  evidently  practic» 
ing  the  "Easter  anthems.

Tears  were  dropping  down  her  cheeks  be- 
fore the  hymn  was.  finished  and  she  listened 
eagerly  to  the  last  lingering  notes. 

Maybe  after  all  death  was  not  the  end. 
Maybe  after  all  there  was  a  glorified  life  beyond 
the  grave  where  the  worthy  walked  in  white. 
Perhaps  Mrs.  Ashmore,  whom  she  had  covert- 
ly despised  as  being  shallow  and  flippant,  was 
right. 

Encouraged  by  her  softer  mood,  unac- 
customed memories  of  tirighter  times  came 
thronging  back.  Memories  of  a  liappy  home 
and  a  husband  who  was  loving  and  tender  be- 
fore the  demon  drink  gained  the  mastery  over 
him.

Long  since  tlie  sun  had  set.  Tiie  stars  ap- 
peare'd,  and  now  a  chill  wind  stirred*  the 
branches  of  the  tall  pine  that  stood,  a  stately, 
solemn  sentinel,  near  by. 

Stiff  and  cold  she  arose  and  went  to  the  lit- 
tle shabby  cottage,  which  was  home,  and  lay 
down  to  sleep,  her  thoughts  still  occupied  by 
the  triumphant  words  and  music  of  that  dear 
old  hymn. 

When  she  awoke  in  the  morning  a  flood  of 
sunshine  streamed  into  the  room  and  she  arose 
and  dressed,  rememberihg  it  was  Easteit  morn- 
ing.

THE  IRON  ORES  OF  CALIFORNIA 


The  iron  ores  of  the  Pacific  Coast  have 
until  recently  received  but  little  attention. 
Numerous  deposits  have  been  Known  to  exist,' 
but  they  have  generally  been  regarded  as  too 
far  from  centres  of  consumption  and  fuel  sup- 
plies to  be  worked  at  a  profit,  and  too  small 
to  warrant  the  expense  of  erecting  furnaces 
within  easy  reach.  The  deposits  at  Minaret, 
Madera  county,  Cal.,  are  said  to  be  among  thie 
largest  in  California,  and  perhaps  in  the  West. 
They  occur  on  the  summits  of  the  Sierra  Ne- 
vada. Probably  next  in  size,  but  of  greater 
commercial  importance,  are  the  Eagle  Moun- 
tain deposits,  in  Riverside  county,  Cal. 

The  United  States  Geological  Survey  has 
just  published  as  Bulletin  5o3  a  report  on  the 
iron  ore  deposits  of  the  Eagle  Mountain,  by 
E.  C.  Hardner.  Tiie  examination  and  map- 
ping of  these  deposits  from  the  first  detailed 
investigation  of  iron  ores  of  California  made 
by  the  Federal  survey,  and  are  a  continua- 
tion of  similar  investigations  in  the  Iron  Springs 
District,  in  Southwestern  Utah,  made  several 
years  ago. 
^  The  Eagle  Mountain  range  is  one  of  a 
large  number  of  bare  ranges  of  rocky  moun- 
tains in  the  Mojave  and  Colorado  deserts.  The 
higher  peaks  of  the  Eagle  Mountains  rise  about 
4,000  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the  edge  of  the 
desert  that  surrounds  the  range  on  the  west, 
north  and  east  averages  about  1,500  feet  above 
sea  level. 

The  principal  iron  ores  of  the  Eagle  Moun- 
tains occur  on  the  north  limb  of  the  dome  in 
a  chain  of  discontinuous  deposits,  six  and  a  half 
miles  long,  trending  across  the  summit  of  the 
range  in  a  northwesterly  direction.  They  ex- 
tend three  miles  west  of  the  summit,  and  three 
and  a  half  miles  east.  The  ore-bearing  zone 
reaches  in  places  a  width  of  4,000  feel,  but  in- 
dividual ore  deposits  do  not  exceed  500  feet 
in  width.  A  moderate  estimate  of  the  total 
quantity  of  mixed  ore  and  gangue  material 
available  in  the  deposits  now  exposed,  assum- 
ing that  they  extend  several  hundred  feet  down, 
is  about  75,000,000  tons.  Of  this  quantity 
about  four-fifths  is  assumed  to  be  ore,  moSt  of 
It  of  very  high  grade. 

No  iron  ore  has  been  mined  in  the  district, 
the  principal  obstacle  to  the  establishment  of 
the  iron  industry  in  Southern  California  being 
the  absence  of  fuel.  The  nearest  deposits  of 
coking  coal  are  In  Colorado,  the  lignites  and 
bituminous  coals  of  Washington  and  Oregon 
being  unsuitable  for  this  purpose*  It  seems, 
likely,  however,- that  before  many  years  exten- 
sive mining  operations  will  be  started  In  the 
Alaskan  coal  fields,  and  then  large  quantities 
of  coking  coal  wHl  be  shipped  to  Pacific  Coast 
pofts,  thus  making  possible  the  establishing  of 
blast  furnaces  arid  steel  plants.

Pavlova;  and,  whatever  the  decline  in  the 
taste  of  the  ball  room,  it  can  hardly  be  disputed 
that  stage-dancing  has  enormously  advanced, 
both  in  imagination  and  in  grace,  since  the 
days  of  our  parents'  boyhood.  And  among 
those  who  have  made  history  with  their  feet, 
few  dancers  in  our  own  generation  will  be  more 
gratefully  remembered  than  Miss  Loie  Fuller, 
who  here  gives  a  pleasant  and  unaffected  vol- 
ume of  recollections  to  the  public.  Miss  Fuller 
was,  perhaps,  the  first  of  modern  dancers  to 
recognize  the  value  of  light  and  color,  no  less 
than  the  importance  of  the  arms,  in  the  poetry 
of  motion.  Recollection  sf  her  art  take  the 
form  of  kaleidoscopic  visions  of  fluttering  fire 
and  fiery  vapor  against  a  background  of  im- 
penetrable darkness.  Employing  limelight  as 
it  had  never  been  employed  before  in  the  bal- 
let, and  gaining  an  impression  of  endless  mo- 
tion from  the  adroit  manipulation  of  floating- 
gauze,  Miss  Loie  Fuller  was  by  turns  a  butter- 
fly, an  orchid,  a  flame  of  fire,  and  an  ascend- 
ing angel,  bewitching  the  eye  and  enchanting 
the  imagination.  She  has  left  her  mark  upon 
the  history  of  the  dance,  and  will  long  be  re- 
membered as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and 
fanciful  performers  in  an  age  of  unusual  fancy 
and  brilliancy. 

THE  MAKING  OF  A  DANCER 

The  recollections,  here  gathered  into  a  vol- 
ume, are  not,  perhaps,  very  important  or  mem- 
orable. M:  Anatole  France,  who  introduces  the 
book  to  the  world,  sneaks  of  their  author  in 
terms  of  enthusiastic  eulogy;  she  is  something, 
he  suggests,  much  more  than  a  mere  "danse- 
use." 

•  "1  have  been  unable  (he  says)  to  resist  the 
pleasure  of  recalling  my  first  meeting  with  this 
extraordinary  and  delightful  woman.  What  a 
rare  chance!  You  admire,  afar  off,  as  in  a 
vision,  an  airy  figure,  comparable  in  grace  to 
those  dancers  whom  one  sees  on  Pompeiian 
wall  paintings,  moving  in  their  light  draperies. 
Some  day  you  discover  once  again  this  appari- 
tion in  real  life,  softened  in  color  and  hidden 
under  those  thicker  robes  with  which  mortals 
cover  themselves,  and  you  will  perceive  that 
she  is  a  person  of  good  mind  and  good  heart, 
a  soul  somewhat  inclined  to  mysticism,  to  phil- 
osophy, to  religion,  a  very  deep,  a  very  cheer- 
ful, and  a  very  noble  soul." 

But  it  is  the  essence  of  the  artist  to  be  true 
to  her  own  art,  and  it  is  no  spirit  of  captious 
criticism  that  we  confess  to  the  opinion  that 
Miss  Fuller  has  expressed  herself  to  more  ef- 
fect upon  the  stage  than  in  the  pages  of  a  book. 
Nevertheless,  her  record  is  simple  and  persua- 
sive enough,  and  what  it  tells  us  about  the 
genesis  of  her  own  particular  method  of  danc- 
ing is  likely  to  be  of  considerable  interest  to 
all  who  have  enjoyed  her  exquisite  perform- 
ances in  the  past.  Miss  Fuller  began  her  stage- 
life  at  a  very  tender  age.  Born  in  the  bar  "of 
a  tavern  in  Fullersbourg,  in  the  United  States, 
she  protests  that  she  caught  a  cold  at  the  mo- 
ment of  her  birth,  from  which  she  has  never 
since'^"&:overed.  Put  the  histrionic  talent  was 
warm  in  her  heart,  and,  at  the  age  of  2^/2  she 
was  found  reciting  aloud  to  a  company  of  free- 
thinkers in  the  Chicago  Progressive  Lyceum! 
As  soon  as  she  was  old  enough  to  go  upon  the 
stage,  she  made  friends  for  herself  of  the  au- 
dience, and  her  performance  as  what  used  to 
be  called  "a  singing  chambermaid"  were  highly 
successful  in  the  American  provinces.  It  was* 
entirely  by  accident  that  she  discovered  the 
serpentine  dance  with  which  her  name  is  now 
everywhere  associated.  She  was  playing  in  a 
hypnotic  comedy,  and,  wearing  a  dress  too 
long  for  her,  she  lifted  the  skirt  in  her  hands, 
as  she  performed  certain  strange,  hypnotic 
movements  around  her  supposed  victim..  In  1 
a  moment  the  audience  supplied  her  with  an 
inspiration.  "Look,"  they  cried;  "It's  a  butter- 
fly! It's  an  orchid!"  Such  was  the  beginning 
of  Miss  Loie  Fuller's  terpsichorean  art.  A  few 
hours  later  she  experimented  in  the  develop- 
meiTt  of  the  idea. 

"1  had  brought  my  robe  home  to  sew  up 
a  little  tear.  ...  I  leaped  from  the  bed  and 
arrayed  only  in  my  night-gown,  I  put  the  gar- 
ment on,  and  looked  at  myself  In  a  large  glass, 
to  make  sure  of  what  I  had  done  the  evening 
before. 

"The  mirror  was  placed  just  opposite  the 
windows.  The  long  yellow  curtains  were 
drawn,  and  through  them  the  sun  shed  into 
the  room  an  amber  light,  which  enveloped  me 
completely  and  illumined,  my  gown,  giving  a 
translucent  effect.

STRUGGLES  TOWARD  SUCCESS 
Of  course,  the  theatrical  managers  were 
afraid  of  the  novelty  at  first,  and  It  took  some 
time  to  find  a  manager  with  courage  to  give 
Miss  puller  her  chance.  Once  attempted,  how- 
ever, the  "serpentine  dance"  caught  on  like 
wildfire,  and  when  it  appeared  in  New  York 
its  success  was  tremendous.  Here  is  Miss  Ful- 
ler's own  account  of  the  debut: 

"There  1  was  able  for  the  first  time  to  re- 
alize my  dances  just  as  1  had  conceived  them; 
with  darkness  in  the  house  and  colored  lights 
on  the  stage.  The  house  packed,  and  the  au- 
dience positively  enthusiastic.  1  danced  my 
first,  my  second,  my  third.  When  1  had  fin- 
ished the  whole  house  was  standing  up. 

"Among  the  spectators  was  one  of  my  old- 
est friends  Marshall  P.  Wilder,  the  little  Ameri- 
can humorist.  He  recognized  me,  and  called 
my  name  in  such  a  way  that  everybody  could 
hear  it,  for  they  had  neglected  to  put  it  on  the 
programme!  When  the  audience  discovered 
that  the  new  dancer  was  its  old  favorite  come- 
dian, the  little  soubrette  of  a  former  day,  it 
gave  her  an  ovation  such  as,  I  suppose,  never 
another  human  being  has  received.

butterfly!  Three  cheers  for  the  orchid,  the 
cloud,„the  butterfly!  Three  cheers!'  And 
the  enthusiasm  passed  all  bounds.  The  ap- 
plause resounded  in  my  ears  like  the  ringing  of 
bells." 

Of  the  theory  and  spirit  of.  her  art  our 
author  does  not  tell  much,  nor  is  that  to  be 
wondered  over.  The  dancer's  duty  is  to  dance, 
and  not  to  theorize.  The  following  passage, 
however,  gives  some  idea  of  the  temperamen- 
tal abandonment  of  the  true  ballerina,  and  js 
not  without  genuine  interpretative  signifi- 
cance: v;;, 

"In  the  dance — and -there  ought  to  be  a 
word  better  adapted  to  the  thing — the  human 
body  should,  despite  conventional  limitations, 
express  all  the  sensations  or  emotions  that  It 
experiences.  The  human  body  is. ready  to  ex- 
press, and  it  would  express  if  it  were  at  liberty 
to  do  so,  all  sensations  just  as  th^  body  of  an 
animal.  Ignoring  conventions,  following  only 
my  instinct,  I  am  able  to  translate  the  sensa- 
tions we  have  all  felt  without  suspecting  that 
they  could  be  expressed.  We  all  know  that 
in  the  powerful  emotions  of  joy,  sorrow,  ind 
horror,  or  despair,  the  body  expresses  the  enio- 
tion  it  has  received  from  the  mind.  The  mind 
serves  as  a  medium,  and  causes  these  sensa- 
tions to  be  caught  up  by  the  body.  In  fact,  the 
body  responds  to  those  sensations  to  such  an 
extent  sometimes  that,  especially  when  the 
shock  is  violent,  life  is  suspended,  or  even 
leaves  the  body  altogether." 

CELEBRITIES  AT  HOME 

The  second  half  of  the  book  is  devoted  to 
personal  recollections  of  well-known  people 
with  whom  Miss  Fuller  has  been  acquainted, 
and  contains,  perhaps,  morfc  evidence  of  the 
author's  genius  for  friendship  than  of  any 
subtle  sense  of  character.  Here,  for  instance, 
is  a  little  portrait  of  Alexandre  Dumas: 

"Among  the  important  men  whom  I  have 
met  few  have  exercisd'd  upon  me  a  charm  such 
as  that  of  Dumas.  At  first  a  little  cold,  almost 
stiff  in  manner,  he  became,  on  further  ac- 
quaintance, exquisitely  affable,  and  of  a  gal- 
lantry suggestive  of  the  fine  manners  of  the 
old  days.  At  first  his  words  continued  obscure 
to  me,  but  gradually,  as  I  became  familiar  with 
the  French  langiiage,  I  fell  under  the  irresist- 
'  ible  charm  of  his  conversation,  with  its  beau- 
tifully logical  and  rounded  phrases,  enamelled 
as  it  was  with  sparkling  flashes  of  wit.  Dumas 
had  practically  two  voices,  two  styles  of 
speech;  one  which  he  employed  in  ordinary 
circumstances,  as  in  asking  certain  questions, 
or  In  giving  orders;  the  other  the  one  in  which 
he  discussed  a  subject  that  greatly  interested 
him.  Very  tall,  with  a  somewhat  dreamy  look, 
he  would  survey  you  for  a  long  time,  whilst 
deep  in  his  eyes  there  gleamed  a  light  of  pro- 
found and  intelligent  goodwill." 

And  here  a  pleasant  anecdote  of  th^  Rou- 
manian Royal  family:

The  it'tention,  tlie  sympathy  of  English- 
men had  "been  dra\rn  across  distant  seas  to  a 
race  utterTv  strange  to  tlVem,  and  the  peasant 
of  C.ornw;^!  or  Cumberland  had  learned  how 
to  thrill  at  the  suffering  of  a  peasant  of  Ben- 
gal. And  even  while  the  trial  was  going  on 
a  yi5t  wider  extension  of  English  sympathy 
made  itself  felt.  The  hero-seamen  of  Eliza- 
beth had  not  blushed  to  make  gain  out  of 
kidnapping  negroes  and  selling  them  into  slav- 
ery. One  of  the  profits  which  England 
bought  by  the  triumphs  of  Marlborough  was 
a  right  to  a  monopoly  of  the  slave  trade  be- 
tween Africa  and  the  Spanish  dominions;  and 
it  was  England  that  had  planted  slavery  in 
her  American  colonies  and  her  West  India  Is- 
lands. Half  the  wealth  of  Liverpool  in  fact 
was  drawn  from  the  traffic  of  its  merchants 
in  human  flesh.  The  horrors  and  iniquity  of 
the  trade,  the  ruin  and  degradation  of  Africa 
which  it  brought  about,  the  oppression  of  the 
negro  himself,  had  till  now  moved  no  pity 
among  Englishmen.  But  as  the  spirit  of  hu- 
manity told  on  the  people  this  apathy  sudden- 
ly disappeared.  Philanthropy  allied  itself  with 
the  new  religious  rruDvement  in  an  attack  on 
the  slave  trade.  At  the  close  of  the  American 
war  its  evils  began  to  be  felt  so  widely  and 
deeply  that  the  question  forced  itself  into  pol- 
itics. "After  a, conversation  in  the  open  air 
at  the  root  of  an  old  tree,  just  above  the 
steep  descent  into  the  Vale  of  Keston,"  with 
the  younger  Pitt,  his  friend,  William  Wilber- 
force,  whose  position  as  a  representative  of 
the  evangelical  party  gave  weight  to  his  ad- 
vocacy of  such  a  cause,  resolved  to  bring  in 
-a  bill  for  the  abolition  of  the  slave  trade. 
The  bill  which  he  brought  forward  in  1788 
fell  before  the  opposition  of  the  Liverpool 
slave  .merchants  and  the  general  indifference 
of  the  House  of  Commons.  *But  the  move- 
ment gathered  fresip. strength  in  the  country 
every  year;  in  spite  of  the  absorption  of  Eng- 
land-in  the  struggle  with  the  French  Revolu- 
tion, it  succeeded  at 'last  in  forcing  on  Parlia- 
ment the  abolition  of  the  traffic  in  slaves;  and 
this  abolition  was  followed  a  few  years  later 

by  the  abolition  of  slavery  itself.

1854.  CRIMEAN  WAR  DECLARED 


The  one  European  war  which  we  fought 
in  the  nineteenth  century  was  the  "Crimean 
War."  England  and  France  fought  Russia, 
on  behalf  of  Turkey  in  1854-6.  The  Turkish 
Stat*  ^^  believed  to  be  crumbling  and  cer- 
tainly the  Turks  were  real  barbarians  who 
govern^  their  provinces  very  badly;  and,  be- 
itig  Mohammedans,  they  denied  all  justice  to 
th^  Christian  subjects.  Russia  claimed  to 
protect  these  subjects,  but  every  one  knew  that 
ihi  only  did  this  in  order  to  swallow  as  much 
of  the  Turkish  Empire  as  she  could.  All 
other  powers  dreaded  Russia,  a  half-barbarous 
stJlte  of  vast  size,  and  full  of  very  brave,  if 
very  stupid  soldiers.  Some  people  think  that 
the  cunning  Frenchmen  led  England  by  the 
nose  into  this  war,,  and  that  it  was  no  business 
of  ours.  It  was  fought  in  the  peninsula  of 
thJ^  Crimet,  on  the  northern  coast  of  the 
Blick  Set.  there  were  some  terrible  battles, 
th<i«e  of  Alma,  of  Balaclava,  of  Inkermann. 
ill  tlw  tutiimn  of  1854,  then  the  war  settled 


into  a  long  siege  of  Sebastopol,  during  an  aw- 
ful Winter,  in  which  the  sufferings  of  our 
army  in  the  trenches  before  the  city  were  ter- 
rible. In  the  end  Russia  had  to  own  herself 
beaten,  and  Turkey^  whom  people  called  the 
"Sick  Man  of  Europe,"  was  propped  up  again. 
ThQugh  many  of  his  othef  provinces  have  re- 
volted from  him,  he  is  still  alive,  and  now 
even  in  a  fair  way  to  recover  his  health  and 
to  govei;n  more  decently  than  before.

MUSICAL  NOTES- 


Those  who  heard  Claude  Cunningliam 
when  he  and  Madame  Rider-Kelsey  sang  at 
the  theatre  a  inonlli  or  more  ago,  may.be  in- 
terested to  read  what  he  has  to  say  in  regard 
to  Western  people,  among  whom  he  particu- 
larly  mentions   Victoria: 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  ten-thousand 
mile  tour  covering  eight  weeks  and  including 
twenty-two  concerts,  all  of  which  was  fascin- 
ating and  eventful.  The  Pacific  Coast  con- 
certs were,  particularly  interesting.  While  this 
was  the  first  joint  recital  tour  of  the  Far  West 
that  1  have  made  with  Mme.  Rider-Kelsey  1 
have  been  out  there  three  times  before;  but 
I  never  visit  ^those  parts  without  a  renewed 
feeling  of  strangeness,  and  this  time, the  feel- 
ing was  stronger  than  ever.  I  feel  as  though 
I  were  in  a  foreign  country  and  the  people  im- 
press one  not  as  Americans  but  as  Westerners 
— a  people  who  have  lived  long  enough  in  a 
sufficiently  isolated  world  to  create  a  distinct 
t_\  pe. 

Tlie  real  Westerner  is  as  distinct  from  his 
fellow  American  as  the  Englishman.  Even  the 
architecture  bears  their  individual  stamp.  In 
addition  to  his  interesting  indig;enous  qualities 
he  is  sharp-witted,  aggressive,  progressive,  has 
a  fine  sense  o\  honor  and  a  much  larger  meas- 
ure of  culture  than  he  is  generally  credited 
with.  Their  appreciation  of  the  fine  arts  is 
manifested  everywhere,  and  their  musical 
raste  is  much  higher  than  that  found  in  much 
of  the  territory  this  side  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, 1  assure  you.  I  visited  some  private  and 
public  art  galleries  that  surprised  me  and  heard 
some  of  the  best  amateur  music  1  have  ever 
heard  anywhere  in  the  world. 

They  have  been  a  very  commercial  people, 
have  made  a  great  deal  of  money,-  have  had 
their  "eat-drink-and-be-merry"  days,  and,  en- 
abled as  they  are  by  their  vast  wealth  to  ac- 
coinplish  the  things  most  worth  while  in  life, 
have  settled  down  to  a  solid  course  of  pursuit 
tliat  m*akes  them  a  tremendous  force  in  our 
iraiional  advancement.  >  They  made  me  more 
proud  of  my  country. 

THE  WESTERN  WOMAN 
As  for  the  women — well,  they  are  simply 
delicious,  although  1  ought  to  add  that  that 
is  a  subject  that  1  am  really  not  competent  to 
speak  upon.  The  Western  women  are  all  suf- 
fragettes, of  course,  but  they  are  delightfully 
feminine,  nevertheless,  and  they  are  different. 
That  same  distinctiveness  obtains  even  more 
markedly  in  the  women  than  in  the  men.  The 
thing  that  stands  out  most  is  the  fact  that  one 
finds  himself  feeling  strange  among  them  and 
rather  expects  them  to  begin  at  any  time  to 
speak  another  tongue.  It  is  not  from  any  lack 
of  cordiality,  for  they  are  as  hospitable  as  the 
Southerners,  but  the  keen  observer  can  see 
that  deep  down  in  their  consciousness,  or  at 
least  in  their  sub-consciousness,  there  is  a 
sense  of  that  difference  too.  Tjie  great 
stretches  of  mountain  and  plateaux  and  the 
vast  desert  between  us  and  them  have 
wrought  their  natural  and  inevitable  work,  and 
it  is  a  most  interesting  ontf.  While  1  was  out 
there  1  could  not  but  wonder  whether  those 
mountains  and  deserts  would  ever  permit  us  to 
grow  together,  instead  of  continuing  this  in* 
dividual  development.  If  they  do  not  they  will 
gradually  render  us  more  and  more  unlike. 

For  many  years  the  Far  West  has  had  all  of 
the  great  musical  artists  that  Europe  has  sent 
us,  but  they  frankly  admit  a  lack  of  acquaint- 
ances with  the  Aiperican  artists.  They  Icnow 
the  A-merican  artists  by  'reputation,  but  have, 
heard  very  few,  for  the  simple  reason  that  the 
Eastern  manager  is  so  busy  scjnding  the  high- 
priced  foreigner  out  tfierc  who  can  take  as 
much  money  at  one  sweep  as  posslMe  and  just 
as  many  of  that  class*  as  th^  field  will  stand, 
that  until  very  recently  there  hat  been  notfidfif 
left  for  the  native  artist.  Very  few  AmeFican 
singers,  for  instance,  have  made  a  complete 
tour  of  th^  Pacific  Coast,  and  tbe  f«w  wk^ 
have  been  bere  have  bUn  food  ar^;  m 


with  an  exception  or  two  they  have  been  pos- 
sessors of- poor  voices;  so  thai,  as  one  West- 
ern musician  expressed  it  t9-  me,  they  have 
come  to  believe  that  the  American  singer  has 
brains  but  no  voice.  They  are  still  in  that 
sane  frame  of  mind  in  whifih  they  expect 
music  to  be  beautiful,  and,  therefore,  a  singer 
to  be  able  to  produce  a  beautiful  tone.  Mme. 
Rider-Kelsey  was  an  especial  delight  to  them 
in  that  jespect. 

EGGS  WITH  WHITE  AND  YELLOW 
SHELLS 

Of  cour.se,  New  York  is  a  more  esthetic 
city  tiian  San  Francisco,  for  instance,  and  the 
statement  is  established  by  the  fact  that  the 
New  Yorker  is  willing  to  pay  from  five  to  ten 
cents  a  dozen  more  for  white  eggs  than  for 
those  that  have  yellow  shells.  The  iijirinsic 
value  of  the  white-shelled  e^g  is  no  greater 
than  that  of  its  yellow  brother  Init  the  latter 
is  not  so  pleasing  to  the  sense  of  sight.  And 
then,  too,  white  is  emblematic  of  our  ptirity, 
whicli  is  a  point  not  to  be  overlooked.  In 
things  esthetic  we  reflect  all  the  rays  of  the 
spectrum.  The  Westerner  would  never  be  so 
prodigal  or  hypersensitive. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  sing  to  the  people 

criminating  appreciation  of  the  best  music  and 
have  a  superior  concept  of  what  singing  ought 
to  be.  Portland,  for  example,  is  called  "the 
Boston  of  the  West,"  but  why  Portland  should 
thus  take  off  her  hat  to  Boston  is  more  than  1 
can  understand.  Boston  has  age,  traditions 
and  institutions,  but  Portland  has  the  people, 
native,  untrammelled  intellect,  and  a  refined 
attitude  toward  life  that  is  scarcely  surpassed 
anywhere.  In  Tacoma,  Spokane  and  Victoria 
in  the  Northwests  and  Los  Angeles  and  Santa 
Barbara  in  the  South  (1  mention  these  cities 
especially  although  there  were  others)  1  met 
with  surprising  culture  and  refinement.  -  East- 
erners have  always  regarded  the  Far.  West  as 
a  purely  commercial  territory,  and  many' still 
speak  of  it  as  "wild  and  wool.v,"  but  one  can- 
no  longer  do  so  with  justice.  They  stand  for 
progress,  not  only  commercially  but  along  es- 
thetic lines.  This  is  proved  by  their  attitude 
toward  the  opera  and  concert.  They  enjoy 
opera,  but  they  have  taken  the  stand  that  the 
orchestra,  choral  concert  and  recital  will  kc- 
complish  more  for  the  promotion  of  interest 
in  things  truly  musical  than  any  other  forms 
of  musical  entertainment.  They  believe  that 
the  primarily  sensuous  appeal  of  the  opera  is 
certain  to  thwart  the  influence  of  the  intellec- 
tual element  in  the  music  presented. 


Ysaye — Wlien  Eugene  Ysaye  stood  up  at 
the  Sunday  Philharmonic  in  Carnegie  Hall  and 
played  his  Vivaldi  concerto,  with  Frank  Sealy 
at  the  organ  and  a  big  orchestra  answering  the 
violin's  every  phrase,  it  was  no  wonder,  writes 
W.  B.  Chase,  in  The  New  York  Evening  Sun, 
that  the  crowd  enjoyed  itself  hugely  in  the 
presence  of  their  majestic  dialogue.  Ysaye 
with  his  flowing  locks,  and  Mr.  Sealy  with  his 
alreadly  flown,  were  found  comparing  notes 
during  intermission.  They  were  born  the  same 
year,  they  discovered,  though  the  Belgian's 
hair  is  still  as  dark  as  that  df  his  own  son.

STORIES  OF  OLD  ROME 


When  the  people  knew  that  Cariolanus 
meant  to  stand  for  the  consulship,  they  were 
inclined  to  forget  their  hard  feelings  for  the  Pa- 
tricians to  the  extent  of  favoring  him.  What- 
ever his  faults,  in  their  eyes,  and  indeed  in 
all  eyes,  he  was  one  of  the  most  valiant  sol- 
diers in  Rome.  During  the  campaign  he  went 
about  as  was  the  custom  wearing  his  toga 
without  a'  tunic  under  it  (by  dressing  in  this 
fashion  candidates  were  supposed  to  show 
their  humility),  and  because  of  the  scars  from 
his  countless  wounds,  which  this  lack  of  cov- 
ering displayed,  everyone  was  the  more  in- 
clined to  honor  him.  But  when  the  day  of- 
election  came,  Cariolanus  arrived  at  the  for- 
um in  a  state  of  great  pomp  and  magnificence, 
with  a  train  of  Patricians  following  him,  and 
paying  liim  almost  as  much  homage  as  they 
would  render  a  king.  Furthermore,  he  bore 
himself  in  a  very  haughty  manner,  not  noticing 
the  crowd  of  people  at  all,  addressing  himself 
only  to  his  Patrician  friencis,  and  creating  a 
most  unfavorable  impression  among  the  Ple- 
bians,  whose  feelings  were  very  easily  swayed 


in  regard  to  people:    So  thd  vote  was  taken, 

and  to  fhe  amazement  of  Cariolanus  and  the 
Patricians,  the  brave  old  soldier  was  rejected. 

Great  was  the  indignation  of  Cariolanus' 
friends,  and  Cariolanus  himself  showed  his 
anger  very  plainly.  He  felt  that  to  elect  him 
consul  would  only  have  been  to  give  him  his 
dues,  and  he  saw  in  the  result  of  the  election 
(inly  another  instance  of  the  injustice  and  im- 
reasonableness  of  the  Plebians. 

Now,  it  will  be' remembered  that  Rome 
was  in  the  throes  of  a  threatened  famine,  as 
all  the  men  had  been  away  fighting  in  the 
last  war,  and  the  fields  had  been  left  untitled, 
and  what  harvest  had  been  stored  against  a 
rainy  day  had  mostly  been  stolen  by  thieving 
bands  of  the  enemy.  Shortly  after  the  election, 
and  while  crowds  of  people  still  thronged  the 
streets  arguing  about  the  result,  ships  arrived 
with  a  present  of  corn  from  Syracuse.  At 
once  a  spirit  of  cheerfulness  pervaded  the  peo- 
ple, who  believed  that  this  timely  gift  would 
tide  them  over  imtil  their  own  fields  wt)uld 
yield  the  newly-planted  grain.  A  council  was 
immediately  held,  and  everyone  flocked  to  the 
senate-house,  to  await  the  decision  of  those 
in  authority.  Most  of  th?  senators  were  in 
favor  of  lowering  the  market-price  at  once; 
others  thought  the  best  thing  to  be  done  was 
^to  make  a  free  gift  to  the  poor  people  from 
the.bouaty  sent  by  the  friendly  king.  Then 
Cariolanus  stood  .up,  and  addressed  the  as- 
sembly. They  would  make  a  great  mistake, 
he  told  them  if  they  tried  further  to  win  the 
favor  of  the  people  by  gifts.  They  had  pro- 
pitiated them  far  too  often  as  it  was,  and  had 
helped  to  bring  about  the  belief,  that  without 
the  goodwill  and  the  assistance  of  the  Plebians 
Rome  could  not  exist  at-all.  "Grant  them  no 
more  concessions,"  he  advised  proudly.  "Let 
them  go  hungry  until  they  are  willing  to  sue 
to  us,  and  to  come  to  any  terms  we  desire  to 
make.  We  have  only  the  welfare  of  our 
country  at  heart,  wlaile  they  have  merely  their 
own  aggrandizement,  at  the  expense  of  hum- 
bling the  Patricians."  All  of  his  friends,  lis- 
tening to  him,  were  convinced  of  the  truth  of 
what  he  said,  and  one  by  one,  the  senators 
seemed  to  he  coming  to  his  way  of  thinking, 
when  the  tribunes,  having  heard  all  they  de- 
sired, ran  out  of  the  building,  and  spread  the 
report  of  what  was  being  said  within,  to  the 
waiting  thousands. 

In  a  very  little  while  the  orderly  crowds 
had  turned  into  a  maddened  mob.  They 
would  not  listen  to  reason*  They  rushed  at 
the  doors  of  the  senate-house  and  would  have 
forced  their  way  in,  had  not  the  tribunes, 
growing  afraid  of  their  violence,  assured  them 
tliat  the  whole  blame  lay  with  Cariolanus. 
They  thereupon  sent  their  messengers  to  him, 
demanding  that  he  appear  before  them  and  de- 
fend himself.  The  great  Roman  soldier  re- 
ceived the  Plebians'  representatives  in  con- 
temptuous silence.  So  they  came  themselves 
with  the  Aediles,  or  overseers  of  the  market, 
and  flocking  round  him  laid  hold  of  him  to 
drag  him  away  by  force.  But  Cariolanus, 
though  he  had  grown  old,  had  not  lost  his 
strength  nor  his  agility,  and  with  his  friends, 
the  young  Patricians,  he  made  a  very  fierce 
fight,  and  severely  beat  the  Aediles  who  had 
4lafed  tp  touch  him,  and  routed  the  great 
crowd  of  people. 

The  day  following  the  streets  were  crowd- 
ed again,  and  one  and  all  demanded  that  Car- 
iolanus should  be  brought  to  trial.  There  was 
murmuring  against  the  government  too,  and 
the  senators  who  had  dared  to  uphold  this 
proud  oU  Patrician.  Those  in  authority  be- 
coming alarmed,  and  fearing  that  argument 
would  soon  lead  to  fighting,  tried  to  conciliate 
the  peoplf.'  They  promise  that  the  com 
should  be  distributed  at  an  equal  price  to  one 
and  an,  and  thjatdriolanus  should  be  brought 
(a  answer  for  attesting  to  overthrow  the 
gioiremnient;  fbr  liot  obeying  the  summons 
,wlieii  called.to  aoeount  by  the  people;  for  the 
bloft  and  affr^  0$  tM  Aedaes.  ,  ^ 

So  53^|(riamtt  ctan,  as  was  iiippoied,  to 


make  his  apologies,  and  try  to  claar  himself 
of  the  accusations.  The  vast  crowd  in  the 
forum  watched  the  tall,  old  nlan,  as  he  proud- 
ly mounted  the 'Steps  and  turned  to  address 
them.  But  there  was  nothing  submissive  in 
his  mien,  nothinjg;  in  the  least  apologetic  in  his 
words.  Instead,  he  dared  to  stand  there,  be- 
fore a  hostile  throng  and  upbraid  them  for 
their  perfidy,  their  ingratitude.  He  laughed 
at  the  thrfeats  they  had  made  him,  he  defied 
them  to  harm  him.  And'  at  last,  the  people, 
thoroughly  exasperated,  refused  to  listen  to 
another  word  from  him.  They  shouted  irn- 
precations  against  him,  and  Sicinius,  the  most 
violent  of  the  tribunes,  stood  up  and  declared 
that  Cariolanus  should  die  for  the  words  he 
had  uttered;  that  he  and  the  people  would 
seize  him  and  throw  him  from  the  Tarpeian 
Rock.  So,  once  again,  the  incensed  throng 
fell  upon  Cariolanus,  and  once  again,  the 
Patricians  rallied  to  the  rescue,  with  the  result 
that  there  was  a  bitter  conflict,  and  some 
blood  shed.  Finally  Sicinius,  at  the  instiga- 
tion of  the  least  extreme  faction,  declared  that 
the  people  would  ,be  satisfied  if  Cariolanus 
should  be  brought  to  trial  in  three  days'  time. 
The  Patricians  consented  to  the  truce,  and  the 
crowds  went  home.

THE  STORY   OF  FRANCE 


Louis,  were  disposed  to  minimize  his  authority 
as  the  suzerain  lord,  but,  unfortunately  for  their 
own  designs,  they  were  rivals  to  each  otlier,  and 
Louis  was  able  to  play  off  one  against  the  other. 
There  were  frequent  civil  wars,  and  the  whole 
countryVas  in  a  state  of  distraction  for  many 
years,  but  the  outcome  of  it  all  was  that  the 
great  vassals  found  them.selves  shorn  of  their 
power.  Charles  the  Bold  of  Bungundy  was  the 
last  of  the  great  feudal  barons,  who,  while 
acknowledging  the  overlordship  of  the  khig  of 
France,  were  to  all  intents  and  purposes  inde- 
pendent sovereigns. 

As  the  object  of  tliis  series  of  papers  is  not 
so  much  to  tell  of  events  themselves  as  of  their 
eJTects  upon  the  nation  and  to  set  forth  the  man- 
ner of  men  who  lived  in  past  centuries  and  the 
rules  of  conduct  which  they  observed,  we  shall 
not  enter  into  the  details  of  the  struggle  be- 
tween I,ouis  and  the  League  of  the  Common 
Weal,  as  the  rebellious  barons  called  them- 
selves, for  the  story  of  one  s6t  of  battles  ancf 
sieges  is  very  much  like  another.  Change  the 
names  of  the  participants  and  places,  and  one 
account  will  do  for  half  a  dozen  incidents.  The 
stc^ry  of  such  battles  as  Crecy,  Poictiers  and 
Agincourt  are  almost  identical.  One  expedi- 
tion  against  the  people  of  Flanders  is  very  much 


Louis  XL,  son  and  successor  of  Charles 
VIL,  was  a  man  of  widely  divergent  character- 
istics. He  was  personally  courageous,  and  this 
was  perhaps  the  only  quality  he  pos- 
sessed worthy  of  kingship.  He  was  a  strange 
compound  of  indolence  and  restlessness.  He 
was  at  times  complaisant  and  at  others  domi- 
neering. He  interfered  with  everything,  but 
carried  nothing  to  completion.  He  was  per- 
sonally very  attractive,  but  so  vain  of  his 
ability  to  talk  that  he  almost  always  overdid 
his  part  in  negotiations.  He  endeavored  to 
make  himself  the  centre  of  everything,  so  that 
'his  contemporaries  nick-named  him  "The  Uni- 
versal Spider."  He  was  at  times  amiable  and 
at  others  vindictive.  His  first  step  on  receiving 
the  crown  was  to  dismiss  from  office  the  men, 
who  had  been  the  trusted  advisers  of  his  father, 
ajid  by  whose  wisdom  the  kingdom  had  been 
■']fk^  intact.  Nevertheless,  the  progress  of 
evenly,  or,  if  it  may  be  so  termed,  the  evolution 
of  history,  is  more  potent  than  any  individual, 
and  beneath  the  disturbances  of  the  reign  of 
Louis;  and  apparently  unknown  to  the  king  or 
any  one  else  at  the  time,  there  was  going  on  a 
movement  that  was  to  result  in  the  complete 
overthrow'  of  ancient,  feudalism  as  it  had  been 
established  by  Charlemagne,  and  the  exaltation 
of  the  kingly  office. 

The  most  powerful  vassal  of  France  at  this 
time,  and  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  man- 
hood which  adorned  this  period  of  the  world's 
history.  Was  Philip  the  Good,  sometimes  called 
the  Hardy,  Duke  of  Biirgundy.     He  was  of  the 
French  royal  family,  and  represented  the  third 
line  of  dukes.    The  name  Burgundy  has  meant 
in  the  course  of  history,  so    many    different 
things  that  a  very  brief  outline  of  its  history 
may.be  of  interest.  Young  students  are  apt  to 
be  confused  by  the  apparent  discrepancy  be- 
tween    the  'many     references     to     it,    which 
appear  in  the  annals  of  France.     Even  Guizot, 
whose  monumental  work  is  so  replete  with  de- 
tails, does  not  appear  to  have  thought  it  neces- 
sary, to  explain  that  Burgundy  did  not  always 
mean  the  same  thing.       Originally  Burgundy 
was.  an  independent  Germanic  kingdom,  situ- 
ated in  the  central  part  of  what  is  now  Prussia. 
It  gradually  extended  its  territories  westward 
unMl  it  occupied  both  banks  of  the  Rhine,  proba- 
bly yielding  up  its  original  possessions  to  some 
of  the  other  peoples  who  pressed  upon  it  from 
the  East     It  put  up  a  stout  resistance  to  the 
Huns  under  Attlla,  but  about  a  hundred  years 
later  was  overrun  by  the  Franks  and  incorpor- 
atea^  into  the  Gallic  kingdom  of  Charlemagne! 
Three  hundred  years  later  it  asserted  its  inde- 
pendence, and  for  two  centuries  was  one  of 
the  most  powerful  states  in  Europe.     Then  it 
fell  under  the  control  of  the  German  emperor, 
but  was  almost  immediately  broken   up  into 
fragments,' which  one  after  another  came  under 
the  dominion  of  the  French  kings.     Speaking 
generally,  the  Burgundy  of  that  time  may  be 
said  to  have  included  the*  territory  on  both 
sides  of  the  Rhine  from  Flanders  on  the  north 
to  Switzerland  on  the  south  the  dukes  even  as- 
serting a  lordship  over  Flanders  and  claiming 
certain  indefinite  rights  in  the  region  of  the 
Alps.     The  dukedom  was  revived    in    all    its 
splendor  by  Philip  the  Good,  and  it  at  times 
overshadowed  the  kingship.     Philip's  son  and 
successor,  known  as  Charles  the  Bold,  was  one 
of  the  greatest  soldiers  of  his  time,  a  far  more 
able  man  than  his  contemporary.   King  Louis 
XL     Nevertheless,  with  him  the  greatness  of 
the  duchy  died.' 

Philip  was  friendly  to  the  ckims  of  the  Eng- 
h'sh  king  to  the  crown  of  France,  and  there  is 
little  doubt  that  if  the  English  could  have  agreed 
upon  who  was  their  rightful  king,  the  two 
crowns  would  have  been  united  But  the  Wars 
of  the  Roses  were  then  af  their  height,  and  the 
reigning  sovereigns  of  England  were  in  no  posi- 
tion to  take  advimtage  of  the  distracted  condi- 
tion existiiif  in  Prance.  Tht  diikes  of  Berry 
and  BritanHy,  who  were  nkff  rilatives  of  JOng 


like  another,  there  is  no  real  difference  be- 
•  tween  one  siege  of  Paris  and  another.  But 
_  the  manners  of  those  days  were  so  different 
'  from  those  of  our  time  that  some  illustrations 
may  be  given  of  them  with  advantage.  When 
Charles  the  Bold  was  in  revolt  against  Louis  the 
latter  was  of  the  opinion  that  his  personal  mag- 
netism could  Avin  over  the  former  to  his  views, 
if  he  could  have  a  personal  interview  with  him. 
Accordingly  he  sent  a  herald  to  ask  Charles  for 
a  safe  conduct,  if  he  came  to  see  him.  Charles 
gave  the  necessary  guarantee,  and  the  King  set 
out  with  a  small  party  to  visit  the  Duke.  He 
was  cordially  received,  and  the  story  goes  on 
to  tell  how  the  two  were  very  marked  in  their 
demonstrations  of  good-will  towards  each 
other.  But  Louis  had  forgotten  the  very  im- 
portant fact  that  he  had  been  instrumental  in 
causing  the  people  of  Liege  to  resist  the  Duke's 
authority.  This  came  to  the  ears  of  Charles, 
who  was  naturally  very  angry.  For  a  time  he 
thought  of  taking  quick  revenge  upon  his  guest, 
but  the  obligations  of  chivalry  prevailed,  and 
though  he  placed  the  King  in  strict,  though  not 
uncomfortable,  confinement,  he  did  him  no  in- 
jury. He  insisted,  hoAyeyer,  that  Louis  should 
accompany  him  in  his  expedition  against  Liege. 
When  the  Duke's  forces  approached  the  city, 
the  Liegese  saw  the  banner  of  the  King  of 
France,  and  were  ready  to  hail  him  as  their  de- 
liverer. He  had  incited  them  to  rebellion,  and 
they  naturally  expected  his  assistance.  Great 
was  their  surprise  when  Louis  led  a  charge 
against  them,  shouting  "Hurrah  for.  Bur- 
gundy!" When  Liege  was  quieted  by  Duke 
Charles,  who  possessed  great  skill  both  in 
diplomacy  and  war,  Louis  asked  to  be  allowed 
to  return  to  Paris.  Permission  was  granted. 
He  had  spent  three  very  anxious  weeks  as  the 
forced  guest  of  Charles,  but  luck  was  on  his 
side,  for  when  they  parted,  he  had.  the  promise 
of  Charles  not  to  interfere  in  any  arrange- 
ments he  might  make  with  the  dukes  of  Berry 
and  Brittany,

THE  WIND  * 


It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  atmos- 
phere is  as  much  a  part  of  the  earth  as  is  the 
most  solid  rock.  It  is  well  known  that  the 
,air  can  be  liquified,  and  it  is  also  true  that  it 
can  be  solidified.  A  degree  of  cold  is  pos- 
sible, though  highly  improbable,  that  would 
cause  the  air  to  fall  like  snow  and  leave  the 
solid  globe  surrounded  by  a  vacuum.  The 
earth  revolves  on  its  axis  and  ardund  the  sun 
in  unresisting  space.  If  this  were  not  the  case 
the  air  would  long  ago  have  been  dragged  off 
the  suface  which  would  have  been  worn 
smooth  by  the  resistance  of  whatever  might 
fill  space.  But  owing  to  the  absence  of  any 
resisting  matter  in  space,  the  air  remains  upon 
the  solid  surface,  subject  only  to  such  currents 
as  may  arise  from  local  causes,  that  is  causes 
originating  in  the  earth  itself.  Some  of  these 
causes  may  be  considered  briefly. 

Undoubtedly  one  of  the  reasons  why  we 
have  winds  is  ihe  fact  that  the  axis  of  the  earth 
is  not  perpendicular  to  the  plane  of  the  earth's 
orbit.  Not  being  perpendicular,  we  have  the 
seasons  in  regular' sequence  as  the  result.  The 
temperature  at  the  solid  surface  of  the  earth 
swings  pendulum-like  through  the  twelve- 
month and  a,  similar  swing  takes  place  in  the 
hours  of  daylight  The  consequence  of  these 
changes  is  felt  most  readily  by  that  part  of  the 
globe  most  readily  affected  by  such  variations, 
namely  the  atmosphere,  the  condition  of 
which  near  the  solid  surface  of  the  earth  is 
constantly  changing.  Heat  .causes  the  air  to 
expand  and  therefore  to  become  lighter. 
Now,  as  far  ai  is  known,  the  rays  of  the  sun 
do  not  warm  the  air  directly,  but  by  radia- 
tion from  the  solid  earth  surface,  or  in  a  less 
degree  from  the  surface  of  the  water.  Air 
does  not  appear  to  be  a  ^ood  conductor  of 
heat;  and  hence,  no  matter  how  warm  the 
lower  stratum  may  become  there  is  always  a 
e<»ld  stratum  above  it.  Whto  the  tower  air  Is 
hdatod' by  radiation  it  expands  ^  and  rises. 
WMsreu^ofi  cold  ahr  from  a  higher  levft)  de* 


scends  to  take  its  place,  and  in  this  movement 
we  have  one  of  the  causes  of  wind. 

If  the  surface  of  the  earth  were  perfectly 
uniform  the  effect  of  this  upward  and  down- 
ward movement  of  the  air  would  also  be  uni- 
form. But  as  the  surface  16  not  so,  neither  are 
the  air  movements  uniform.  Some  of  the 
surface  is  land  lyihg  at  various  altitudes; 
some  of  it  consists  of  water;  some  of  it  is  cov- 
ered with  vegetation;  some  of  it  is  dry  and 
sterile.  These  influences  combine  to  make 
the  regularity  of  air  currents  impossible.  They 
are  checked  and  diverted;  they  vary  in  their 
strength  and  permanence,  and  thus  the  atmos- 
pheric circulation  due  to  the  heating  of  the 
lower  air  stratum  is  inconstant 

Another  contributory  cause  to  the  pro- 
duction of  the  winds  is  the  great  difference  in 
temperature  between  polar  and  equatorial  re- 
gions, the  effect  being  similar  to  the  circula- 
tions between  the  upper  and  lower  air  strata. 
This  movement  to  and  from  the  Equator  is 
suliject  to  variations  which  tend  to  alter  its 
direction  as  well  as  to  impede  it.  We  have 
never  seen  any  very  satisfactory  explanation 
of  calms,  which  are  either  confined  to  small 
areas  for  short  periods  or  extend  over  wide 
areas  for  long  periods.  Of  the  former  there 
are  many  examples  near  Victoria  where  some- 
times a  brisk  wind  will  be  blowing  at  the  shore 
line  and  there  will  at  the  same  time  be  a  flat 
calm  a  few  miles  out  to  sea,  and  not  a  breath 
stirring  a  f&w  miles  inland.  Since  aviation 
has  become  a  practical  art  we  are  learning 
very  much  more  about  -atmospheric  currents 
than  we  did.  We  are  learning  that  they  are 
much  more  confined  to  certain  levels  than 
was  at  one  time  supposed. 

What  are  known  as  the  trade-winds  are  of 
special  Interest,  and  they  are  thus  explained. 
As  has  just  been  mentioned  there  is  a  constant 
movement  of  the  cold  air  from  the  Poles  to 
the  Equator  and  vice  versa.  The  cold  air  be- 
ing the  heavier,  it  keeps  near  the  surface.  If 
the  earth  did  not  revolve  on  its  axis  the  flow 
of  this  current  would  be  due  south  north  of 
the  Equator,  and  due  north  south  of  the  Equa- 
tor. But  as  the  earth  is  revolving,  it  follows 
that  the  surface  at  the  Equator  moves  faster 
than  at  a  point  away  from  that  imaginary  line, 
just  as  the  outside  rim  of  a  wheel  revolves  fas- 
ter than  the  outside  of  the  hub.  A  point  on 
the  Equator  is  carried  at  the  rate  of  17  miles 
a  minute;  a  point  in  latitude  60  deg.  is  car- 
ried at  the  rate  of  only  8.'/4  miles  a  minute. 
Consequently,  an  air  current  coming  from  the 
Pole  is  steadily  advancing  towards  a  point 
which  is  moving  with  greater  velocity  than 
the  point  it  has  just  left.  The  air  does  not 
keep  up  with  this  increasing  velocity  of  the 
earth's  surface  but  lags  behind  it,  and  the  result 
is  the  southeast  trades  south  of  the  Equator 
and  the  northeast  trades  north  of  the  Equator, 
Compensating  these  winds  are  those  due  to 
the  air  currents  from  the  Equator  to  the  Poles. 
These  after  passing  above  the  trades  descend 
to  a  lower  lever,  and  as  they  are  proceeding 
from  a  zone  of  rapid  revolution  to  one  of 
slower  revolution  an  effect  opposite  to  that 
seen  in  the  trades  is  produced  and  the  air  is 
moving  more  rapidly  than  the  water  or  land 
surface,  and  hence  these  counter  winds  are 
westerly.  It  is  that  belt  around  the  earth 
where  these  two  currents  strive  for  mastery 
that  sea-faring  men  call  "the  Roaring  Forties," 
front  the  fact  that  they  lie  between  the  paral- 
lels of  40  and  50  on  either  side  of  the  Equa- 
tor. 


OBSTACLES   TO   FAITH 


During  the  course  of  last  week's  reading 
we  came  across  three  papers,  which  started  a 
train,  of  thought.  In  one  of  them  the  writer 
was  urging  a  certain  course  of  conduct,  because, 
he  said,  "We  are  commanded  to  do  so  in  Le- 
viticus." In  the  other  the  writer  endeavored  to 
demonstrate  that  the  sun  actually  stood  still  at 
the  command  of  Joshua.  In  the  third  an  argu- 
ment was  advanced  to  prove  that  the  souls  of 
men  are  kept  in  a  place  in  the  centre  of  the 
earth  until  the  time  comes  when  they  shall  be 
reunited  to  their  bodies.  The  line  of  thought 
suggestec(  by  these  articles  is  to  the  effept  that 
self-constituted  teachers  are  apt  to  place  ob- 
stacles in  the  way  of. the  acceptance  of  the 
fundamental  truths  of  Christianity  by  insisting 
upon  the  acceptance  of  statements  and  theories, 
which  have  no  bearing  at  all  upon  Christianity. 

Take  the  reference  to  the  Book  of  Leviticus, 
or,  as  it  is  called  by  Jewish  writers,  'The  Book 
of  the  Law  of  the  Priests."  This  ii  and  pur- 
ports  to  be,  a  collection  of  laws  for  ttte^pald- 
ance  of  the  Israelitish  priesthood*  but- it  con- 
tains also  many  injunctions  as  to  the  conduct  of 
persons  in  their  individual  charade/.  It  i|» 
specifically  addressed  to  the  Children  ^Ji^ltet, 
That  it  contains  many  rules  of  coi|di|^l^lUieli 
all  men  ought  to  follow,  may  bt»4f0M^^ 
that  it  was  originally  intended  as  a^^  lo.tliil^

but  he  adds  that  to  accept  the  latter  version  of 
the  original  is  by  implication  to  limit  the  om- 
nipotence of  the  Deity.  We  venture  to  think- 
that  it  is  much  more  reasonable  to  suggest  that 
Joshua  in  his  hour  of  victory  called  upon  the 
Sun  and  Moon  to  witness  his  triumph,  than  that 
a  merciful  God  stopped  the  whole  solar  system 
in  order  that  tiie  Israelitish  general  might  have 
light  enough  to  enable  him  to  kill  more  people. 
The  story  of  the  standing  still  of  the  Sun  is  not 
original  with  the  writer  of  the  Book  of  Joshua, 
in  which  it  occurs,  but  is  tliere  credited  to  a  lost 
book  known  Ss  Jasher.  This  book  is  also  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Second  Book  of  Samuel,  wliere 
it  is  quoted  as  authority  for  the  statement  that 
David  taught  the  people  the  use  of  the  bow. 
There  has  naturally  been  a  good  deal  of  specu- 
lation as  to  what  the  13ook  of  Jasher  really 
was,  but  scholars  are  inclined  to  the  opinion 
that  it  was  a  collection  of  Hebrew  minstrelsy, 
such  as  all  ancient  races  delighted  in.  Cer- 
tainly it  has  no  bearing  at  all  upon  the  Gospel. 
The  third  article,  that  which  dealt  with  the 
supposed  resting  place  of  the  souls  of  men,  is 
such  a  weird  and  fantastic  thing  that  it  is  sur- 
prising how  any  intelligent,  educated  person 
should  think  it  worth  while  to  argue  about  it 
seriously.  It  is  quite  true  tliat  many  persons- 
have  ;>(iughi  tu  explain  where  the  souls  of  the 
dead  are.  If  is  also  true  that  many  ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities  have  accepted  as  true  the  most 
fanciful  conceptions  on  this  subject,  but  surely 
no  good  purpose  can  be  served  by  asking 
reasonable  beings  to  believe  things  so  amazingly 
grotesque. 

A  weakness  of  much  religious  teaching 
arises  out  of  the  fact  that  we  are  asked  to  make 
the  knowledge  of  today  square  with  the  ignor- 
ance of  past  generations.  The  human  race  has 
learned  many  things  during  tlic -last  tifteen 
centuries,  and  yet  many  religious  teachers  would 
have  us  accept  such  explanations  of  things  re- 
lating to  the  creation  of  the  world,; the  nature 
of  the  relations  of  men  to  the  Creator,  the 
problem  of  future  existence  and  all  such  sub- 
jects as  seemed  adequate  to  people,  whose 
knowledge  on  nearly  every  other  su|3ject  was 
exceedingly  inadequate,  and  whose  opinions  as 
to  natural  phenomen  a  were  alrtiost  always 
wrong.  They  even  insist  that  we  should  inter- 
pret the  simple  teachings  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
according  to  the  ideas  held  by  certain  Jewish 
writers,  who  lived  centuries  before  He  did.  The 
result  is  that  the  progress  of  religion  is  handi- 
capped, and  the  simple  f^ith  which  Jesus 
taught  is  beclouded  so  that  it  cannot  be  recog- 
nized. 

It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  the 
Gospel  is  complete   in   itself.      The   teachings 
of  the  Divine  Founder  of  our  religion  do  not  re- 
quire to  be  bolstered  up  by  what  may  be  only 
legends,  poems,  songs  or  ceremonial  rules  of  a 
people,  who  as  a  body  have  refused  to  accept 
Christianity.     If  it  were  necessary  in  order  to 
understand  His  teachings  that  we  should  apply 
the  rules  laid  down  in  Levitltus,  is  it  not  reason- 
able to  assume  that  in  such  a  discourse  as  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount  or  in  His  memorable  ad- 
dress to  the  Disciples  after. the  Last  Supper, 
Jesus   would   have  given   some  intimation   to 
that  effect.'      If  it  is  necessary  to  dig  into  an- 
cient Jewish  literature  to  find  the  way  of  salva- 
tion, is  it  not  probable  that  Jesus  would  have 
said  so,  instead  of  leaving  it  for  Church  Fathers 
centuries  after  His  death  to  so  declare.?  To  ask 
these  questions  is  not  to  suggest  that  the  Old 
Testament  may  not  be  read  and  studied  with 
great  profit.     Quite  the  contrary,  for  there  is 
no  more  valuable  record  of  human  experience, 
either  nationally  or  individually,  than  is  to  be 
found  in  its  pages.     It  is  full  of  lessons  which 
persons  in  the  highest  and  lowest  walk  of  life 
would  be  well  to  study.  It  lays  bare  the  facts 
relating  to  the  history  of  a  people  in  a  manner 
that  no  other  history  does.     It  gives  an  insight 
into  the  mainsprings  of  human  action  that  is 
unequalled  in  all  literature.     It  presents  a  pic- 
ture of  an  immanent  Providence  such  as  no 
other  record  gives.    It  voices  the  sentiments  of 
the  soul  in  a  manner  that  cannot  be  rivalled. 
But  while  these  things  are  true,  and  while  much 
more  of  the  same  kind  can  be  said  of  this  re- 
markable collection  of  writings,  it  is  not  neots- 
sary  to  accept  as  literally  true  every  word  con- 
tained in  our  version  of  them.    That  idea  is  as'' 
invention,  devised  by  persons  to  whoitf  i||| 
Gospel  of  Jesus  seemed  too  siipl^  a^  ir{' 
sought  to  make  a  difficult' science  out<o^|i,'if 
self-evident  truths.

/OREST  FIRE  PROTECTION 

Coert  du  Bois,  District  Forester  of  the 
State  of  California,  is  working  out  a  wonder- 
ful system  of  forest  fire  protection  in  his  ter- 
ritory. He  describes  one  part  of  his  organiza- 
tion as  follows: 

"On  one  of  the  heavily  timbered  forests  in 
Northern  California  the  district  rangers  have 
perfected  volunteer  fire  organizations  from 
among  the  residents  of  their  districts — each 
volunteer  company  being  assigned  a  definite 
area  within  which  it  is  responsible.  For  each 
company  there  is  one  chief  wHo  receives  4o 
cents  an  hour  fighting  time,  one  quartermaster 
and  one  packer,  each  paid  35  cents  an  hour, 
and  from  15  to  3o  firemen  who  arc  paid  3o 
cents.  Any  additional  men,  not  members  of 
the  volunteer  crews,  who  are  employed  on  a 
fire,  are  paid  25  cents  an  hour.  At  the  he- 
Ifirinini:  of  the  fire  season  each  member  re- 
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tear  them  asunder,  yet,  in  future  years,  the 
sight  of  the  withered  blossoms  will  breathe 
once  more,  in  their  soft  fragrance,  the  sweet 
words  of  love  spoken  long  ago.  1  hear  some 
one  say — What  a  fuss  to  make  about  a  dead 
flower!  Be  it  so.  It  is.  in  \cry  truth,  only 
a  faded  flower,  but  dearer  to  me,  is  one  of 
these,  than  the  most  precious  jewel  set  in  the 
most  costly  setting;  for  the  flower  has  lived 
and  shed  its  fragrance  around  a  loved  one; 
it  has  lain  on  the  breast  and  nestled  close  to 
the  heart,  and  it  has  an  individuality  about  it 
that  nothing  can  destroy. 

The  Savious  was  the  "Rose  of  Sharon" 
and  the  "Lily  of  the  Valley,"  and  if  He  is  con- 
tent to  represent  His  Divine  Self  as  an  humble 
flower  how  can  a  poor  mortal  like  myself 
help  loving  them. 

Has  it  ever  occurred  to  you  what  the 
world  would  be  without  a  flower?  Can  ypu 
imagine  it?  No!  1  think  not;  it  is  almost 
impossible.  No  color,  fragrance,  or  beauty — 
nothing.  Aye,  what  would  Heaven  itself  be 
without  flowers?  Here,  we  have  an'  abund- 
ance of  flowers,  but,  have  you  ever  been  in 
a  huge,  crowded  city,  amongst  the  poorest  of 
the  poor,  amongst  the  "most  abject  of  the 
wretched;  the  sick  and  the  dying,  who  have 
never  seen  a  flower,  and  seen'the  poor,  weak 
hands  stretched  out  to  grasp  a  bunch  of  vio- 
lets, a  piece  of  sweet  smelling  wallflower,  a 
rose,  a  carnation,  or  whatever  it  might  be, 
and  seen  the  smile  come  over  the  face,  light- 
ing it  up  with  a  heavenly  .glory;  and  the  flush 
of  exquisite  pain  arise'l^n  the  'pallid  brow, 
at  the  keen  delight  of  beholding  one  of  God's 
jewels,  perhaps  for  the  first  time?  How 
they  will  lovingly  gaze  at  them,  and  caress 
them,  and  when  they  are  theirs,  how  they  will 
treasure  them,  and  almost  their  last  earthly 
look  is  fixed  on  them. 

Take  also,  for  example,  the  delight  of  a 
little  child  after  it  can  just  toddle,  and  is  taken 
for  a  walk  into  the  garden,  how  eagerly  it  will 
reach  out  to  grasp  every  flower,  and  joyfully 
play  with  them.  "  Baby  treads  on  them,  but 
seems  to  know — 

"As  aromatic  plants  bestow, 

No  spicy  fragrance  while  they  grow, 

But  crushed  or  trodden  to  the  ground 
Diffuse  their  balmy  sweets  around." 

and  so  Baby  goes  on  with  tiny  feet,  diffusing 
the  love  of  God,  so  to  speak,  by  its  gentle 
tread. 

Flowers  have  been  since  all  time,  and 
•used  for  all  purposes.  The  sacrifices  made  to 
God  by  the  Jews  were  decorated  with  flowers. 
The  sacrifices  of  the  heathen  are  made  in  the 
same  way.  In  peace,  or  war,  love  or  hate; 
life  or  death;  the  flower  has  been  u^ed.  In 
ancient  times  they  took  the  secret  message — 
their  color,  variety,  and  fragrance — all  had  a 
meaning.  Today  they  speak  in  the  language 
of  Love  only.  In  Switzerland,  the  most  prized 
gift  that  the  peasant  can  give  his  pretty  sweet- 
heart is  an  Eidelweiss,  which  is  a  small,  white, 
starry  flower,  that  is  found  on  the  highest 
peaks,  just  on  the  line  where  snow  and  earth 
meet,  nestling  in  its  soft  mantle  of  snow.  It 
costs  him  hard  hard  toil  to  obtain  this  "Angel's 
Eye"  (its  meaning)  and  sometimes  his  life  is 
lost  in  the  attempt,  but  should  success  crown 
his  efforts,  he  is  the  proudest  man  in  the 
world,  and  no  Queetj^  or  Empress  wears  her 
crown  with  more  gracife  or  pleasure,  than  the 
lowly  sweetheart  of  the  Swiss  peasant  wears 
her  Eidelweiss. 

The  love  of  flowers  is  everywhere — the 
natives  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  that  land  of 
flowers,  decorate  themselves  profusely  with  a 
flowery  wealth  of  color  that  is  dazzling,  the 
Persian  will  offer  you  a  bunch  of  violets,  those 
sweetest  of  flowers — with  the  grateful  cup  of 
sherbert  that  he  proffers  you,  as  the  -"most 
delicate  compliment  he  could  pay  you.  In 
every  country,  every  clime,  flowers  are  used. 
If  we  have  a  friend  or  a  loved  one  returning 
to  us  from  a  sojourn,  we  beautify  our  home 
with  flowers.  If  we  have  a  dear  one  leaving 
us,  we  give  a  flower.  We  use  flowers  at  all 
our  religious  festivals.  At. a  christening,  baby 
must  have  a  flower^  we  weave  a  garland  of 
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ceives  a  circular  letter  from  the  district*  ran- 
ger, telling  him  the  names,  addresses  and  of- 
ficers of  his  company,  and  the  boundary  of 
its  fire  division,  the  number  of  pack  horses 
and  saddle  horses  available  at  each  ranch,  the 
duties  of  each  member  on  report  of  a  fire,  the 
rates  of  pay  for  labor,  horses  and  teams,  the 
location  or  tool  and  grub  caches,  a  brief  re- 
sume of  the  district  fire  plan  and  a  statement 
of  the  objects. of  the  organization,  and  the 
bearing  of  fire  protection  on  local  interests. 
As  the  men  selected  are  all  small  local  ranch- 
ers, and  are  all  'connected  on  farmer  phone 
lines,  these  organizations  have  worked  almost 
automatically.  Although  20  or  more  fires  have 
occurrfed  in  the  area  covered  by  these  volun- 
teer companies,.<4^e  have  never  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  how  they  work  in  a  bad  fire  be- 
cause they  have  never  let  one  get  bj^d. 

In  sparsely  settled  locaMUes,  hlghly-orjan- 
izti  voluntecjj.  help  is  out  of  the  question,  of 


brange  blossoms  for  the  bride,  and  at  our 
death,  loving  hands  place  around  our  still  form 
those  emblems  of  love.  There  are  many  rich 
poems  and  legends  concerning  flowers  which 
1  quote,  perhaps  the  first  is  the  prettiest— told 
in  Palestine,  regarding  the  Red  Lily: 

This  Lily  was  at  one  time  pure  white,  and 
held  up  its  head  above  all  other  flowers  in  the 
garden.  The  Saviour  one  day  walked  through 
the  garden,  and  as  He  passed,  every  flower 
lowered  its  head  in  homage  to  Him  who  made 
them — all  but  the  Lily,  who  in  conscious  pride 
and  beauty,  could  not  condescend  to  lower  its 
haughty  head,  even  for  Him.  The  Saviour 
stopped  and  let  His  glance  of  divine  compas- 
sion rest  on  the  haughty  flower,  for  its  pride. 
It  could  not  stand  that  look  of  mild  reproof 
and  yet  all  compassionate  love,  lower  and 
lower  drooped  the  lovely  head,  whilst  a  blush 
of  burning  shame  diffused  itself  on  its  petals, 
ajid  to  this  day  it  stands  an  evidence  of  sub- 
dued pride,  killed  by  the  loving  compassion- 
ate glance  of  Him  before  whom  all  flowers 
bent  their  heads  in  silent  homage. 

In  the  dear  land  I  come  from,  May  is  the 
Spring  month  of  flowers.  Then  Dame  Nature 
dens  her  full  attire,  and  England's  emblem — 
the  Rose — i.s  resplendent  in  all  its  beauty.  The 
Hawthorn  glistens  with  its  white  and  red  blos- 
soms, the  woods  are  full  of  primroses,  violets, 
forget-me-nots,  anemones,  etc.,  the  cherry  and 
apple  orchards  are  glorious  with  masses  of 
bloom,, and  Summer  has  returned  to  once  more 
gladden  the  hearts  of  aH. 

1  could  fill  page  after  page,  were  I  to  at- 
tempt to  describe  one-tenth  of  all  the  flpwers 
that  exist,  and  the  legends  and  poems  that 
have  been  written  about  them.     I  will,  how- 


ever, relate  a  few,  for  they  are  most  beauti- 
ful:  . 

A  FABLE 

"It  was  mid-Winter  in  the  garden,  and  no 
flowers  bloomed  about  the  dark  beds  or  lonely 
paths.  Only  a  few  evergreen  shrubs  bravely 
faced  the  cold  with  drooping  leaves,  and  the 
bulbs  were  all  waiting  underground  afraid  to 
show  their  pretty  faces  before  the  sun  had 
told  them  he  was  ready.  One  flower,  and 
one  only — the  Christmas  Rosc-:-shone  in  its 
clump  of  green  leaves,  as  white  as  the  snow 
thaflay  in  drifts  around  it,  and  all  the  other 
flowers  under  the  warm  earth  laughed  her  to 
scorn  as  they  cried  up  from  their  warm  beds: 
"Oh!  foolish  Christmas  Rose,  why  do  you 
show  your  delicate  face  to  the  Winter  world? 
You  will  get  your  petals  frost-bitten,  and  die 
of  cold.  The  time  of  blossoming  is  not  yet 
come,  and  there  is  no  room  for  flowers  on  the 
inhospitable  earth.  We  never  go  where  no 
bright  sun  shines. 

The  Christmas  Rose  bent  above  the  ground 
where  the  voices  came  from,  and  her  voice 
was  low  and  sweet  as  the  under-ripple  of  a 
fast-frozen  stream,  as  it  flows  under  its  ice 
coat.  At  the  sound  of  it  the  bulbs  and  roots 
that  had  laughed  so  loud  at  its  owner  sudden- 
ly hushed.  "Nay,  sisters  of  the  Spring,  cro- 
cus, violet  and  snow-drop  is  there  no  need  for 
flowers,  think  ye,  in  a  Winter  world?  True, 
1  cannot  give  it  color  such  as  yours,  nor  lift 
gaudy  petals  like  the  tulip  to  the  sun.  But  I, 
alone,  in  these  dark  days,  when  all  around  is 
cheerless,  shine  in  the  garden  like  a  star  of 
hope.  It  is  the  cold  world  that  needs  a  com- 
forter most,  and  to  cheer  it  1  brave  the  winds 
of  Winter  and  the  fetters  of  the  frosL" 
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course.  *Wc  are  meeting  such  conditions  with 
what  we  call  the  stationary  patrol  During 
the  peak  of  the  fire  season  as  large  a  number 
of  short  term  forest  guards  are  employed  a« 
can  be  squeezed  out  of  the  forest  allotment. 
These  are  stationed  at  centres  of  accessibility 
throughout  the  ranger  district  and  in  every 
case  at  a  phone.  They  are  given  strict  orders 
not  to  get  out  of  earshot  of  the  phone  bell, 
and  never  to  leave  their  stations  except  under 
orders  from  the  district  ranger.  Each  station 
is  fully  equipped  with  tools,  and  kept  prpvis- 
loned  for  two  weeks  ahead.  The  entire  dis- 
trict is  commanded  by  Ibokouts,  who  are  in 
communication  with  the  district  ranger. 

A  lookout  locates  a  fire.  He  reports  it  to 
the  district  ranger,  giving  its  size,  exact  where- 
abouts, and  the  speed  with  which  it  is  spread- 
ing. The  district  ranger  telephones  one  or 
generally  two  of  the  nearest  guards,  who  stort 
immediately  with  two  clays'  grub  pf^  tmr^jad- 
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dles. The  ranger  then  organizes  a  crew  and 
a  commissary  to  follow  the  guards  and  hold 
them  until  the  lookout,  who  is  watching  the 
progress"  of  the  fire,  advises  him  to  forward 
the  reserves.  In  a  remarkably  large  number 
of  instances  the  first  detachment  controlled  the 
fire.  In  orie  instance  where  it  did  not,  the  ex- 
cellent team  work  on  the  part  of  lookout,  ran- 
ger, guards  and  i  hastily  drafted  volunteer 
crew  put  25  men  on  a  fire  line  far  back  in  an 
Inaccessible  gulch  six  hours  and  a  half  after  the 
first  smoke  raised,  or  at  m'idnlght.  The  fire 
was  under  control  by  daylight,  and  wheh  the 
men  had  eaten  br'eakfist  they  finished  the  list 
of  the  supplies'  that  went  out  with  the  crew. 
The  pack  trkin,  with  a  reserve  of  grub,  sent 
out  by  the  ranger  laime^lately  after  th^  men 
had  started,  arrived  before  dihiier."

A  poor  girl  who  had  lost  every  human 
creature  she  loved  on  earth,  had  a  rose  tree 
she  was  fond  of,  and  every  day  she  found 
upon  it  just  one  bloom,  and  though  she  longed 
to  gather  the  flower  for  herself,  she  would 
not  do  so,  but  always  placed  it  before  the  pic- 
ture of  the  Christ.  And  God  saw  her  do  this, 
as  He  sees  everything;  at  last,  quite  suddenly, 
she  died,  and  when  she  found  herself  in  Hea- 
ven, there  were  such  crowds  and  crowds  of 
Angels  about  her  that  she  was  quite  bewil- 
dered and  could  not  find  her  way.  And  all  at 
once  she  saw  a  pathway  edged  with  roses  be- 
fore her,  and  one  of  the  Angels  said — 
"these  are  all  of  the  roses  you  gave  to  our 
Lord  on  earth,  and  He  has  made  them  into  a 
pathway  for  you  which  will  lead  you  straight - 
to  those  you  love."  And  so  with  great  joy 
she  followed  the  windings  of  the  path,  seeinj,- 
her  roses  blooming  all  the  way,  and  she  found 
all  those  whom  she  had  loved  and  lost'  on 
earth  waiting  to  welcome  her  at  the  end."

HEN  old  Edward  Fitzgerald  took 
up  the  self-imposed  task  of 
translating  Omar  Khayyam's 
Rubaiyat  he  little  realized  the 
popularity  that  this  little  w,ork 
would  acquire.  He  looked  for  neither 
fame  nor  fortune,  but  considered  rather, 
ihat  the  beauty  of  the  verses  of  the 
Persian  Poet  would  find  favor  with  a  few- 
personal  friends  whose  interests  were  worth 
exciting,  and  sufficient  tu  compensate  him  for 
any  time  and  trouble  lie  expended.  He  under- 
rated his  theme  and  his  readers,  for  today  this 
inspired  work  is  perhaps  as  widely-  popular 
amongst  readers  as  any  poem  ever  written. 
The  first  edition,  which  appeared  in  t859,  con- 
tained only  seventy-five  Quatrains  or  four  line 
verses.  It  was  published  anonymous!},  for, 
with  a  modesty *that  characterized  every  action 
of  his  life,  Fitzgerald  refused  to  allow  his  name 
to  appear.  But  his  name  could  not  remain 
long  unknown.  The  poem  was  printed  first  at 
five  shillings  a  copy,  but  its  sale  at  this  price 
was  so  uncertain  that  almost  the  whole  of  the 
two  iuindred  copies  that  comprised  the  edi- 
tion v.-ere  put  into'  the  bargain  box  of  the  book- 
~sAller  at  one  penny  the  piece — tlather  a  big- 


fall  from  five  shillings  to  a  penny,  but  it  saved 
the  Rubaiyat.  The  edition  was  quickly  ex- 
liausted  at  this  price.  Perhaps  curiosity  took 
many  of  llem~away7"but  the  beauties  of  the 
Oriental  poerh  could  not  be  denied,  and  soon 
found  a  multitude  of  readers  and  .  inquirers. 
Speculation  as  to  its  origin  was  rife,  and  many 
refused  to  believe  it  a  translation  but  rather  as 
as  an  original  in  English,  disguised  by  a  whim 
of  the  author.  After  the  first  edition  was  ex- 
hausted, calls  were  made  for  it,  and  in  1868' 
a  second  edition  was  brought  out.  This  was  en- 
larged a  little,  and  altered  in  some  places  by 
improvement,  as  Fitzgerald  considered.  This 
would  appear  unnecessary  to  the  general  read- 
er, who  might  find  all  that  could  be  desired 
in  the  first  edition.  The  captivating  beauties 
of  the  poem  are  impressed  upon  the  mind 
at  the  first  reading,  and  it  comes  somewhat  as 
a  disappointment  to  find  the  well  known  lines 
altered  in  another  edition.  Whether  for  better 
or  worse  it  does  not  matter  much.  It  might 
have  been  better  to  have  them  remain  in  their 
original  version.  How  few  of  us  are  privi- 
leged to  read  them  in  the  Persian!  How  fewer 
still  are  capable  of  criticizing  the  eminent 
scholar  whose  learning  has  been  the  key  by 
which  the  Eastern  mind  has  been  opened  for 
the  Western?  who  has  saved  from  oblivion 
perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  poets. 

How  much  does  Omar  Kayyam  owe  to  Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald,  In  a  translation  of  this  char- 
acter, a  literal  work  is  out  of  the  question. 
The  poetic  instincts  and  sympathy  of  the  trans- 
lator must  at  least  equal  those  of  the  author. 
and  if  old  Omar  could  visit  us  again  and  read 
in  Engl'sh  he  might  wish  for  no  more  staunch 
or  artistic  champion  than  Fitzgerald. 

Fitzgerald  was  quiet,  unoffending,  making- 
friends  with  all  classes  under  all  condilioiiS, 
but  favoring  that  cultured  portion  of  the  Eng- 
lish gentrVj,.  the  decline  of  which  he  consiJeve.i 
as  an  actual  and  regrettable  fact.  A  di.>ap- 
pointing  marriage  seems  to  have  altered  his 
view  of  life.  Any  man  or  woman  of  his  ex- 
treme refinement,  intelligence  and  simple  tastes 
might  easily  make  a  mistake  in  choosing  their 
life  partner.  Fitzgerald  did  so.  He  chose 
a  temperament  antagonistic  to  his  own,  master- 
ful and  unsympathetic.  A  separation  was  very 
soon  the  inevitable  result,  and  Fitzgerald  never 
wholly  recovered  from  the  disappointment. 

His  reputation  as  one  of  the  foremost  poets 
of  the  century  is  based  upon  very  small  re- 
cords. The  whole  of  hjis  writings  would  hard- 
ly fill  a  good  sized  volume,  but  what  they  lack 
in  bulk  they  are  fully  compensated  for  by  their 
beauty  and  sincerity.  We  are  concerned  with 
his  translation  of  the  Rubaiyat,  liowever,  and 
more  concerned  with  Omar  Khayyam  than 
Fitzgerald. 

Omar  Khayyam  was  a  Persian,  born  in 
Naishapur,  about  1060,  and  died  about  1120. 
Very  little  is  known  about  his  life.  His  philo- 
sophical and  atheistic  teachings  were  looked 
upon  with  a  good  amount  of  suspicion  by  those 
wha  accepted  the  mystic  and  extravagant  doc- 
trines of  the  religious  enthusiasts  of  those  su- 
pierstitious  times.  His  ideas  were  in  direct  var- 
iance with  accepted  dogma,  and  that  he  was  to 
s  certain  extent  ostracized  was  not  under  these 
circumstances  a  matter  to  wonder  at.  It  might 
Indeed  be  by  a  lucky  chance  that  he  died  a 
Mtural  death.

And  that  inverted  Bowl  we  call  the  Sky, 
Whereundcr  crawling  coop'd  we  live  and  die, 
Lift  not  your  hands  to  It  for  help — ^for  it 
As  impotently  moves  as  you  or  1. 

The  name  Khayyam  means  "tentmakcr," 
and  he  seems  to  have  taken  the  name  from  the 
business  that  he  in  early  life  followed.  He  al- 
ludes in  one  of  his  verses  to: 

Khayyam   who  stitched   the  tents  of  science. 

This  practice  of  naming  themselves  after 
the  business  they  followed  seems  to  have  been 
the  general  practice  amongst  the  Persian  poets. 

Omar  showed  at  an  early  age  that  he  pos- 
.sessed  a  keen  wit  and  intelligence,  and  formed 


a  close  friendship  with  two  others  of  like  abil- 
ity while  all  three  were  ^taying  under  th^ 
same  master.  Omar  acquired  notoriety  as  a 
peaceful  poet  and  astronomer,  but  one  of  the 
other  friends  acquired  an  equal  notoriety  in 
quite  .another  branch  of 'endeavor.  This  was 
Hassan  ben  Sabbah,  who  goes  down  in  his- 
tory as  "The  old  man  of  the  mountains."  This 
Hassan  ben  Sabbah  founded,  in  1090,  a  notori- 
ous band  of  "Assassins."  (Our  word  "assas- 
sin" is  derived  from  this  source).  They  were 
a  military  order  fired  by  a  religious  fanaticism 
following  Mohammedanism,  and  had  as  their 
enemies  all  the  heads  of  Europe  and  Asia.  The 
Crusaders,  on  their  journeys  to  the  Holy  Land, 
came  constantly   into   strife   with   these  assas- 


sins, and  they  soon  acquired  an  exceptional  and 
fearful  notoriety.  One  of  the  innumerable  vic- 
tims of  this  Hassan  ben  Sabbah  was  the  third 
friend  of  his  and  Omar's  school  days.  They 
were  routed  in  1270,  but  almost  up  to  the 
present  time  bands  claiming  allegiance  to  the 
order  still  remained. 

It  must  be  said  of  Omar  that  he  never 
knew  what  poverty  was,  and,  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, it  was  perhaps  easier  to  follow,  as 
well  as  preach  his  philosophy.  He  was  given 
a  position  in  tlie  government  at  Naishapur, 
where  a  pension  was  grantecj  him.  "Thus  he 
lived,"  says  his  biographer,  "in  winning  know- 
ledge of  every  kind,  especially  in  Astronomy, 
where  he  obtained  a  very  high  pre-eminence, 
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he  obtained  great  praise  for  his  proficiency  in 
science,  and  the  Sultan  showered  favors  upon 
him." 

His  knowledge,  of  Astronomy  caused  him 
to  be  included  amongst  eight  scientists  who 
were  appointed  by  Sultan  Malik  Shah  to  re- 
vise the  calendar,  when  a  computation  of  time 
of  great  accura,cy  was  the  result.  He  makes 
jocular  reference  to  this  in  one  of  his  verses: 


Ah,  but  my' computations.  People  say, 
Reduced  the  year  to  better  reckoning  ?- 

'Twas  only  :jtriking  from  the  Calendar 
Unborn  To-morrow  and  dead  Yesterday. 


-Nay 
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Whatever  Omar's  attainments  were  it  is  as 
a  poet  twith  a  soul  of  deepest  sympathy  for 
humankind  that  we  know  and  reverence  htm. 
Disappointed  and  discouraged  by  the  hopeless 
problem  of  solving  the  Why  of  this  life,  with 
a  heart  full  of  compassion  for  the  iniquities 
under  which  he  saw  mankind  suffering  upon 
every  hand,  and  which  he  found  himself  pow- 
erless to  alleviate,  he  turned  to  philosophy  and 
found  therein  a  citadel  past  which  the  aggra- 
vating pangs  of  misfortune  could  not  go.  He 
told  his  discovery  to  all  from  a  soul  .full  oT 
pilv.  He  has  opened  a  door  to  happiness  that 
we  might  do  much-woTse-than  eiilei'.       .. '  • 
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IeNVENUTO  CELLINI  who  has. 
been  described  as  the  greatest  of 
ItaHan  artificers  in  gold  during  the 
si  period  of  the  Renaissance,  is  best 
remembered  today  by  hjs  bronze 
statue  of  "Perseus,"  which  stands  in  the  Log- 
gia de  Lanzi  at  Florence,  and  before  which  the 
many  English  and  American  tourists  stand  with 
admiring  eyes. 

The  work  was  completed  by  Cellini  in 
1554,  fifteen  years  before  he  died,  so  that  it 
might  well  be  claimed  in  his  case  that  "he  kept 
the  best  wine  till  last."  He  was  then  under 
the  patronage  of  Cosmo  di  Medici. 

Only  recently  a  curious  story  has  been  told 
in  connection  with  the  famous  statue.  Al- 
though its  authorship  has  always  been  known, 
it  does  not  l)ear  the  name  of  Cellini.  I3ut  a 
well-known  antiquarian  has  just  discovered  a 
wonderful  resemblance  between  the  face  on  the 
rear  of  the  helmet  and  that  of  the  modeller, 
and  it  is  believed  by  many  that  owing  to  the 
jealousy  of  his  patron,  Cellihi  dai^  not  aftix 
his  name  to  th'e  statue,  so  sought  this  means 
of  establishing  his  conneclion  witli  it  for  all 
time.  Those  who  have  read  the  autobiography 
of  this  extraordinary  man,  or  even  a  sketch  of 
his  life,  will  be  well  able  to  believe  this. 

In  his  way  he  was. a  characteristic  product 
of  his  time.  H^  had  rare  artistic  gifts,  but  he 
combined  with  them  a  violent  temper  and  an 
obstinate  will.  He  was  inordinately  vaiii,  and 
his  undoubted  courage  was  impaired  by  swag- 
gering bravado. 

He  was  a  libertine  in  an  age  when  liber- 
tinism was  an  accepted  fact  and  moral  reform 
associations  were  not  known. 

Yet,  in  his  own  way,  he  was  intensely  re- 
ligious. When  he  lay  in  the  dungeons  of  the 
Castle  of  St.  Angeld  he  vowed  that  if  he  could 
see  the  su  nagain  he  would  set  off  on  a  pilgrim- 
age to  the  Holy  Sepulchre.  Yet  when  the  time 
came  for  him  ta  start,  a  sudden  bequett  of 
money  turned  his  thoughts  into  quite  another 
channel. 

Benvenuto  Cellini  was  bom  at  Florence  on 
All  Saints'  Day,  November  l,  1500,  the  son 
of  (jiovanni  Cellini.  His  father  wished  him  to 
become  a  musician,  and  sorely  against  his  own 
v.'lll  he  practiced  the  flu le  lor  many  years.    At 


the  age  of  fifteen,  however,  he  so  much  want- 
ed to  learn  the  arts  of  design  that  his  father 
placed  him  under  the  care  of  Marcone,  the  gold- 
smith. But  he  seems  to  have  been  a  bit  of  a 
martinet,  for  in  his  autobiography  Cellini  says: 
continued  to  play  sorfietimes  through  com- 
plaisance to  my  father,  either  upon  the  flute  or 
the  horn,  and  1  constantly  drew  tears  and  deep 
sighs  from  him  every  time  he  heard  me."  The 
latter  part  of  the  sentence  would  seem  to  imply 
4hat  the  lad  \\2^  his  own  revenge.  While  in 
Marcone's  workshop  the  hoy  assaulted  a  fellow- 
worker  who  had  insulted  his  brother,  and  it  was 
deemed  advisable  for  him  to  leave  Florence  for 
a  time.  He  visited  Sienna,  Bologna  and  Piso, 
where  he  gained  much  valuable  knowledge  of 
his  trade  by  working  in  the  shops  of  difVerent 
goldsmiths. 

In  15  18  he  returned  to  Florence  and  began 
to  study  the  cartoons  of  Michael  Angelo.  It 
was  about  this  time  that  Torrigiani  invited  him 
to  accompany  him  to  England,  there  to  enter 
the  service  of  Henry  the  Eighth.  But  Cellini 
had  no  love  for  Torrigiani,  because  of  the, tat- 
ter's hatred  of  Michael  Angelo,  and  he  refused 
to  accompany  him,  an. act  which  v/ould  seem 
at  any  rale  to  lift  him  out  of  the  ranks  of  the 
mercenary. 

Instead,  he  and  a  friend  ran  off  to  Rome, 
where  the  future  sculptor  of  Perseus  spent  two 
years. 

On  his  return  to  Florence  he  made  a  beauti- 
ful marriage  girdle  for  one  Raffaello  Lapac- 
cini,  and  roused  great  envy  and  malice  in  the 
hearts  of  the  elder  galdsmiths  of  the  city.  There 
followed  a  brawl,  in  which  he  assauUed  a  young 
man  and  had  to  flee  to  Rome  disguised  as  a 
monk. 

The  life  of  Benvenuto  Cellini- should  be 
divided  into  three  periods  .  The  first  period  he 
spent  in  the  service  of  Popes  Clement  VII.  and 
Paul  111.;  the  second,  in  Paris  at  the  Court  of 
France;  the  third,  at  Florence  under  Cosmo 
Medici.  The  great  masters  of  the  age  of  the 
Renaissance  were  animated  by  a  passionate 
love  of  beauty.  But  in  the  less  elevated  natures 
of  the  craftsmen  who  succeeded  them,  and  un- 
der conditions  of  advanced  national  corrup- 
tion, this  same  love  of  the  beatutiful  was  often 
allowed  to  degenerate  into  mere  soulless  ani- 
malism. 

Even  of  Cellini  it  Is  claimed  that  he  did  not 
attempt  to  animate  his  Perseus  or  his  Ganymede 
with  a  vestige  either  of  intellect  or  moral  love- 
liness. 

In  1527,  when  Rome  was  besieged  by  the 
Constable  of  Bourbon,  Cellini  took  a  valiant 
part  in  the  protection  of  the  Eternal  City,  and 
is  said  to  have  himself  killed  both  the  Constable 
and  the  Priat:e  of  OraAigc. 
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Some  years  afterwards  he  was  accused  of 
theft  and  thrown  into  the  dungeons  of  the  Cas- 
tle of  St.  .Angelo,  where,  according  to  his  own 
story,  he  saw  many  wonderful  visions,  and  fol- 
lowing upon  one  of  them,  drew  upon  his  prison 
wall  a  large  picture  of  God  surrounded  by 
angels.  At  the  end  of  1539  he  was  released 
through  the  solicitations  of  Francis  I.  to  the 
Pope.  He  went  to  live  in  France,  as  the  King's 
goldsmith,  and  was  presented  by  that  monarch 
with  a  castle  called  Le  Petit  Nesle.  While  there 
he  restored  the  castle  gate  at  Fontainebleau  and 
executed  a  beautiful  nymph  in  bronze  for  the 
chateau  there,  which  may  be  seen  in  the 
Louvre  today. 

He  made  one  of  the  most  serious  mistakes 
in  his  life  by  leaving  France  to  enter  the  service 
of  Cosmo  de  Medici,  who,  although  he  created 
his  masterpiece  under  his  patronage,  proved  but 
a  hard  and  niggardly  patron.  Of  this  same 
statue  of  Perseus  it  has  been  claimed  by  some 
that  it  is  lacking  in  simplicity  of  modeHng  and 
breadth  of  treatment  and  overwrought  in  de- 
tail. In  the  Vienna  Art  Museum  there  is  pre- 
served a  salt  cellar  which  is  regarded  as  his 
masterpiece  in  goldsmith  work — a  beautiful 
thing  of  embossed  gold  and  enamel  with  figures 
of  Neptune  and  Cybele  in  high  relief.  Many 
also  believe  that  his  bronze  portrait  of  Bindo 
Altoviti,  which  was  much  admired  by  Michael 
Angefo,  is  a  much  finer  piece  of  work  than  the 
famous  statue. 

In  1558  Cellini  retired  into  a  monastery, 
received  the  tonsure  and  the  first  ecclesiastical 
orders.  But  two  years  later  he  shook  the  dust 
of  the  cloisters  off  his  feet,  and  went  back  into 
the  world,  married,  and  died  at  the  age  of  69, 
leaving  three  children. 

He  was  buried  in  the  chapter  house  of  the 
Church  of  St.  Annunziata,'  and  the  usual  elabor- 
ate funeral  oration  of  the  day  was  pronounced 
over  his  remains. 

Yet  although  he  was  the  gYeatest  goldsmith 
of  his  time,  a  skilled  medallist  and  an  admir- 
able modeller  of  statues,  few  of  his  many 
masterpieces  are  still  in  existence,  and  those 
pieces  of  plate  and  armor  that  bear  his  name 
arc  only  in  rare  cases  genuine. 

Benvenuto  Cellini  left  behind  him  an  auto- 
biography which  not  only  gives  a  graphic  pic- 
ture o^hd  Hfc  Qi  the  author,  but  is  .also  ex- 
tremely descriptive  of  the  life  of  that  period. 


Come,  fill  the  Cun,  and  in  the  fire  of  Spring 
Your  Winter  garment  of  Repentance  fling; 
The  Bird  of  Time  has  but  a  little  way 
To  flutter — and  the  Bird  is  on  the  Wing. 

And  why  not  "fill  the  cun  that  clears  to- 
day of  past  regrets  and  "future  fears"  for  he 
tells  us: 

"Whether  the  Cup  with  sweet  or  bitter  run. 
The  Wine  of  Life  keeps  oozing  drop  by  drop, 
The  Leaves  of  Life  keen  dropping  one  by  one. 

What  is  this  life,  he  says: 

A  Moment's  halt — a  momentary  taste 
Of  Being  from  the  Well  amid  the  Waste-*- 
And  Lo — the  phantom  Caravan  has  reach'd 
The  Nothing  it  set  out  from — On,  make  haste. 

Omar  talks'k  lot  about  the  grape,  but  it  is 
generally  conceded  that  he  talked  of  it  much 
more  than  he  drank  of  it,  although  it  must  be 
allowed  that  the  real  juice  of  the  grape  found 
favor  in  Omar's  eyes — and  lips.

I    The  Grape  that  can  with  Logic  absolute 
The  Jwo-and-Seventy  jarring  Sects  confute; 
The  Sovereign  Alchemist  that  in  a  trice 
Life's  leaden  metal  into  Gold  transmute. 

It  is  of  course  foolish  to  imagine  that  in- 
toxication by  wine  was  the  poet's  theme.  In- 
toxication may  be,  but  with  the  happiness  of 
loving  and  living.  The  allegory  makes  the 
poem  all  the  more  interesting. 

Omar  is  not  always  in  this  happy  mood 
when  he  criticizes  the  work  of  the  Unseen, 
and  rebels  against  the  injustice  that  he  sees 
around  him  and  cannot  understand.  He  blames 
not  man,  but  man's  Maker  for  his  faulty  handi- 
craft. 

What,  from  his  helpless  Creature  be  repaid 
Pure   Gold   for  what   He  lent   him  dross — al- 

lay'd— 
Sue  for  a  debt  he  never  did  contract 
And  cannot  answer — on  the  sorry  trade. 

The  fault  is  not  all  to  tie  laid  upon  the 
back  of  suffering  humanity  he  sayS: 

0  thou  who  Man  of  baser  earth  didst  mkke 
And  ev'n  with  Paradise  devise  the  Snake 
For  all  the  Sin  wherewith  the  face  of  man 
Is    blackened — Man's    forgiveness    give — and 

take. 

He  can  be  in  a  happy  mood,  too,  and 
Starts  to  be  sorry  for  advocating  too  freely 
the  advantages  of  the  care  free  life. 

Indeed,  indeed.  Repentance  oft  before 

1  swore — but  was  I  sober  when  I  swore  .^ 
And  then  came  Spring  and  Rose  in  hand 
My    thread-bare    Penitences    apieces   tore. 

Aiid  lastly,  full  of  love  and  kindness  was 

ever  a  verse  penned  that  probed  deeper  into 

the  tragedy  of  life  than  this:   *

SPORTSMEN 

"Well,  George,  what  do  you  say  If  we  go 
down  to  the  Beaverfoot  this  Fall  and  kill  our 
Winter's  meal?" 

"That  sounds  good  to  me..  What  shall  we 
go  after?  " 

"There  are  lots  of  moose,  sheep  and 
goats,"  I  replied,  "hut  1  prefer  to  go  after  the 
moose." 

"All  right,  let  me  know  when  .^-ou  are 
ready  in  the  Fall,  and  1  will  get  what  pack 
horses  we  will  need  and  meet  you  at  the 
crossing  with  everything  in  readiness," 

For  several  years  1  have  not  hunted  moose 
and  I  was  therefore  anxious  to  have  another 
hunt,  and  once  again  partake  of  a  delicious 
moose  steak. 

It  seemed  a  long  time  to  wait,  but  finally 
the  appointed  time  arrived,  and,  having  fin- 
ished up  my  work,  1  got  ready  and  boarded 
the  train  at  Field,'  B.  C,  on  the  way  picking 
up  my  old  friend,  Billy,  who  was  to  be  one  of 
■  t he  p arty.— When  we  reached  our  destination 
we  found  George  looking  very  gloomy. 

"What's  the  matter,  old  chap,  been  los- 
ing all  your  good  money  in-a-pe-l^F^game?  " 
we  asked.  :  '  ■"  >■  -.^-■-  >vv-  '-  • 

"Worse  luck  than  that,"  was  the  melan- 
choly reply.  "1  can't  go  on  the  hunt  with 
you  two  as  I  have  to  leavfe  here  tomorrow 
to  be  gone  for  a  week." 

A  substitute,  however,  offered  himself  in 
the  person  of  our  friend  Charles,  and,  as  he 
was  a  fine  fellow,  and  also  a  first-class  man 
with  the  horses,  we  were  only  too  glad  to 
have  him  go  along  with  us. 

That  e^vening  we  bought  our  grub,  and 
got  the  rest  of  our  outfit  ready  to  start  on 
the  early  train  the  ne.xt  morning.  Charles 
was  to  drive  the  horses  down  and  meet  us 
at  the  station.  When  we  reached  there  the 
only  person  in  the  place  was  the  operator, 
and  when"  lie  found  out  that  we-  were  going 
after  moose  he  showed  us  whei^e  he  had  shot 
a  moose  a  few  days  before  from  the  station 
platform,  the  shot  being  fired  from  a  very 
ancient  .44.^  Just  as  the  mfflse  had  started 
to  cross  the' track  he  had  shot  him  in  the  eye, 
the  first  shot  killing  him  instantly,  i  was 
just  about  to  ask  him  if  he  always  aimed  for 
^  the  eye  when  Billy  took  me  around  behind 
the  station  and  said: 

"That  fellow  always  kills  the  moose  by 
shooting  it  in  the  eye." 

About  four  o'clock  Charles  showed  up, 
and.  we  packed  the  horses  a^nd  moved  up  the 
valley  about  three  miles  to  a  cabin  and 
camped  there  over  night.  The  next  morning 
we  were  up  early,  and  after  packing  the 
horses  we  each  took  one  and  started  up  the 
valley  to  the  hunting  grounds,  which  were 
some  twenty  miles  distant.  I  led  an  old  horse 
called  John,  who  was  over  twenty  years  of 
age,  but  still  a  good  packer,  though  you 
would  not  have  guessed  it  by  the  look  of  his 
back.  There  was  room  for  two  pack  saddles 
there.  Old  John  kept  us  amused  all  that  day. 
Every  little  while  he  would  emit  a  squeal  and 
a  grunt  and  up  would  go  hjs  heels;  this  would 
be  his  signal  for  a  bucking  performance  of 
no  insignificant  character.  Notwithstanding  his 
actions,  however,  I  grew  rather  fond  of  old 
John  before  the  hunt  was  over. 

We  arrived  on  the  edge  of  the  slough  on 
which  we  were  to  camp  at  about  four  p.m., 
and  found  that  the  beavers  had  most  of  it 
flooded.  Picking  out  the  most  likely  place 
we  started  across.  When  we  got  about  the 
middle  Charles  let  out  a  yell. 

"Look  boys,  see  the  moose  up  there!" 
When  we  got  sight  of  him  he  was  coming 
out  of  a  clump  of  willows  and  walking  slow- 
ly in  the  same  direction  in  which  we  were  go- 
ing, and  apparently  headed  for  the  spot  which 
we  had  picked  out  as  our  camp  site.  Billy 
and  I  started  out  on  the  run  after  Jjim,  and 
when  within  400  yards  of  his  mooseship  we 
began  to  fill  the  air  full  of  bullets.  In  the 
meantime  he  had  stopped  to  feed,  and  did  not 
pay  any  attention  to  the  reports  until  one  of 
the  bullets  hit  the  mud  close  to  his  nose. 
Then  he  turned  round,  and,  without  looking 
up,  kept  right  on  feeding.  That  wild  kind  of 
shooting,  however,  could  not  last,  forever.  I 
took  a  little  more  careful  aim  and  succeeded 
in  freaking  his  front  leg,  and  Billy's  next  shot 
hit  him  high  in  the  shoulders.  By  this  time 
'  he  was  on  the  move  for  cover.  At  this  junc- 
ture Charles  came  up  and  handed  him  one  in 
the  rear  just  as  he  was  getting  out  of  sight 
in  the  woods.  We  found  a  few  drops  of 
blood  where  he  had  disappeared,  and  Charles 
took  up  the  trail  while  Billy  and  I  went  back 
after  the  horses.  Just  as  we  weris  bejfinnlng 
to  doubt  that'  Charles  would  be  able  to  find 
him  we  heard  a  shot  anil  in  about  ten  minutes 
^  another  shot,  and  a  few  minutes  later  still 
another.-  Then  we  iieard  Charles  shout  to  us 
td  brlfif  a  knife.  I  went  up  and  cut  the 
y  moose's  throat.  He  was  a  nice,  fat,  thrcc- 
yetr-old,  and  we  considered  him  a  good  bag 
for  th^  first  day  out.     He  had'  been  secured 


not    more    than  a  quarter    of  a  mile    from 
camp. 

The  following  morning  we  started  out  to 
locate  a  small  lake  that  had  been  discovered 
by  a  party  a  few  years  previously,  and  which 
had  been  reported  to  be  full  of  large  trout. 
Billy  and  Charles  started  west,  and  I  went 
east  of  the  divide.  In  about  an  hour  I  came 
to  a  small  lake  in  the  slough  which  was  cov- 
ered with  ducks.  Look  as  1  would  however 
I  could  not  see  a  fish,  so  made  up  my  mind 
it  could  not  be  the  lake  for  v/hich  we  were 
searching.  1  kept  on  going  down,  and  when 
I  came  tO'  the  bend  of  the  slough  I  could  see 
what  was  the  gable  end  of  a  cabin  about  a 
mile  off.  After  a  ten  minutes'  walk  I  saw 
my  mistake.  Instead  of  a  cabin  there  were 
three  moose  standing  out  in  the  open  having 
not  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the 
a  sun  bath.  1  watched  them  for  about  five 
minutes,  and  they  seemed  to  be  asleep  stand- 
ing up.  1  kept  close  to  the  edge  of  the  woods 
after  that,  and  when  1  came  to  within  five 
hundred  yards  of  them  the  bull  shook  his  head 
and  looked  around  as  though  he  had  heard 
me.  I  could  see  that  he  had  a  pretty  fair 
-head,  and  decided  to  try  and  kill  him    from 


where  I  was.  After  taking  careful  aim  1  fired 
but  he  did  not  move.  After  I  had  fired  five 
more  shots  he  was  down  and  out,  for  I  hit 
him  three  times  in  the  shoulder,  once  in  the 
ribs  and  once  in  the  hip.  1  stepped  out  then, 
and  tried  to  get  a  photo  of  the  other  two,  but 
they  were  too  far  away,  and  when  they  saw 
me  they  started  for  the  woods  walking  slowly 
along.  I  got  busy  then,  and  cut  off  the  dead 
moose's  head  and  partly  skinned  him,  then 
started  for  camp  with  the  head.  Just  as  1 
reached  it  I  met  Charles  and  Billy  with  a 
stiing  of  fish,  and  they  told  me  they  had 
found  the  lake,  and  that  it  was  alive  with  big 
trout.  1  was  glad  to  hear  this,  as  I  did  not 
care  to  hunt  a.iy  more.  That  evening  Charles 
said  we  had  better,  pack  the  moose  to  camp 
the  following  morning,  and  if  the  weather 
proved  fine  he  would  pack  the  three  horses 
and  take  what  he  could  to  the  railroad,  and 
if  possible  get  more  horses  so  that  we  could 
take  out  everything  the  next  trip.  He  said 
he  would  try  and  make  the  trip  in. two  days. 

The  next  morning  we  went  down  and 
packed  in  the  moose.  That  afternoon  Billy 
took  his  fish  line,  and  ^aid  he  would  try  and 
get  a  tew  brook  trout  down  in  the  beaver 
meadow.  About  three  o'clock  we  heard  some 
shooting,  and  we  were  pretty  sure  that  Billy 
was  after  moose.  Not  very  long  afterwards 
he  came  in  with  a  big  smile  ornamenting  his 
face  and  told  us  all  about  it.  He  had  caught 
all  the  fish  he  wanted,  and  thought  he  would 
look  around  a  little  while.  Going  through 
some  alders  he  heard  something  grunting  out 
in  the  open,  and  when  he  got  to  the  edge  of 
the  slough  there  was  a  big  bull  coming  for 
him,  letting  out  a  grunt  at  every*  step.  He 
opened  up  on  him  at  close  range,  put  three 
bullets  into  his  neck  before  he  stopped,  and 
when  he  turned  put  two  more  through  his 
ribs  which  laid  him  low.  After  waiting  a  few 
minutes  to  be  sure  he  was  dead  Billy  started 
out  to  have  a  look  at  him.  As  he  got  close 
up  to  the  dead  moose  he  was  much  surprised 
to  see  a  couple  of  hundred  feet  distant  an- 
other bull  feeding  away  as  if  nothing  had  hap- 
pened. Near  the  bull  was  a  cow,  and  when 
she  saw  him  she  laid  back  her  ears  and  started 
for  him  on  the  run.  Billy,  not  understanding 
female  tactics  very  well,  took  this  to  be  a  hos- 
tile move,  and  broke  the  record  in  getting 
back  to  the  shelter  of  the  tall  timbers.  After 
things  got  quieted  down  somewhat  he  went 
out  expecting  to  find  her  gone,  but  she  was 
back  at  her  old  place  again  feeding  as  before. 
He  shouted  and  whistled  but  neither  the  bull 
nor  the  cow  paid  the  slightest  attention  to 
him.  j^fter  watching  the  cow  for  some  time, 
he  went  out  and  cut  off  the  moose's  head,  a 
rather  hard  job  when  it  had  to  be  performed 
in  a  foot  of  water  with  a  hostile  moosd  close 
by.  Just  as  he  started  to  pack  the  head  to  the 
woods'  the  cow  started  once  more  to  charge, 
and  Billy  was  again  forced  to  seek  the  squir- 
rel's company.  He  succeeded  in  getting  his 
trophy  at  last,  however,  and  great  was  our 
elation  at  having  secured  a  moose  each. 

The  next  day  Charles  started  out  with  the 
three  horses,  who  were  loaded  down  with  all 
they  could  carry.  That  afternoon  Billy  and 
I  went  over  to  the  lake  to  try  our  luck.  The 
lake  was  on  top  of  a  hill  in  the  centre  of  the 
valley.

After  baiting  the 
hook  with  a  chunk  of  meit  the  Siie  of  a  chip- 
munk I  dropped  it  rif'ht  over  him.  there  was 
a  rush,  and  you  can  fvesi  tlie  rest,  the  take 
seemed  to  be  alive  with  1%'  trbut,  and  in  a 
siiort  time  1  heard  a  yell  from-  Biify,  and  look* 


ing  across  the  lake  1  could  see  him  trying  not 
to  fall  in.     Suddenly  he  shouted: 

"There  goes  my  silk  line." 

By  this  time  we  had  about  .all  we  could 
carry,  and  we  started  for  camp.  Some  of  the 
trout  were  two  feet  long,  and  had  two  very 
bright  stripes  of  red  on  their  bellies.  1  had 
never  reen  any  trout  like  them  before.  We 
stayed  in  camp  all  the  next  day,  and  a  couple 
of  hours  after  dark  Charles  came  in  with 
three  more  pack  horses,  making  six  in  all. 

At  day  light  the  next  morning  we  sallied 

for   the   railroad.      We  camped   at   Leanciioii 

station  for  a  day,  and  the  next  day  we  set  out 

for  Field,  whicli  had  been  our  starting  place. 

Needless  to  say  we  were    well    pleased  with 

our   hunt,   and   we   hope   to    get    back   again 

some  time  to  the  little  lake  with  the  big  trout.

TEMPORARY  INSANITY 


Some  of  us  have  had  days,  or  more 
probably  hours,  when  "they  went  like  mad," 
but  it  is  a  more  unusual  experience  than  the 
beginner  will  credit.  During  nearly  half  a 
century,  a  fair  proportion- of  which  has  been 
spent  in  handling  a  rod,  1  cannot  recall  many 
instances  when  fresh-water  fish  displayed  any 
very  ostentatious  eagerness  to  annex  the  fly 


the  fifty  yards  of  water  included  between  its 
outlet  from  the  mill  and  the  stone  bridge  be- 
low. Hardly  one  of  his  casts  failed  to  cap- 
ture something.  Chub,  dace,  and  bleak  would 
visibly  compete  for  the  honor  of  being  landed. 
No  less  than  three  more  trout  were  risen  and 
netted.  I  verily  believe  that  these  were  the 
only  trout  in  that  part  of  the  rivtfr.  Never 
before  had  even  the  existence  of  so  many  been 
suspected.  The  coarse  fish  collected  before 
being  distributed  to  the  villagers  nearly  filled 
a  garden  basket. 

After  this  a  gap  of  several  years  before 
the  next  big  day.  Grown  to  schoolboy  size, 
the  writer  and  three  .companions,  on  a  blaz- 
ing hot  August  morning,  took  rods  and  tackle 
to  a  tiny  tributary,  famous  for  its  eels,  and  it 
was  also  intended  to  put  down  a  number  of 
night  lines,  baited  with  dead  minnows.  The 
taking  up  of  these  would  provide  occupation 
for  the  morrow.  We  spent  an  hour  or  two 
distributing  fifty  along  half  a  mile  of  bank. 
Then  a  basket  filled  by  someone  who  knew 
schocrlboy  tastes  to  a  nicety  was  unpacked. 
The  shade  of  a  big  chestnut  tree  on  the  bank 
of  the  stream  was  an  ideal  spot  for  the  re- 
past, and-  here  projecting  over  the  water  rest? 
ed  our  rods  baited  with  live  minnows  or 
worms,  according  to  their  owners'  theories  of 
"best  bait."     For  some  time  after  lunch  the

or  bait  offered  to  them.  Memory  may  play 
me  false  as  to  the  incidents  of  the  first  event 
of  this  sort,  for  I  was  then  an  extremely  ju- 
venile angler,  still  in  brown  Holland  frock, 
with  a  promise  of  "knickerbockers  next  year," 
contingent  on  present  good  behavior.  A 
parent  was  directing  my  methods  in  a  branch 
of  sport  which  he  called  "whipping  for  bleak," 
and  thus  training  me  to  use  a  fly  rod.  The 
lesson  was  being  given  on  the  Wiltshire  Avon, 
in  a  mill  tail  at  Staverton,  some  three  miles 
from  Bradford.  There  were  plenty  of  coarse 
fish,  and  perhaps  once  in  two  or  three  years 
a  trout  might  be  caught,  but  the  latter  were . 
very  rare  Indeed.  We  stood  on  a  high-walled 
bank  In  full  sight  of  every  fish  In  the  water, 
and  my  childish  efforts  could  not  get  the  black 
gnat  more  than  a  few  yards  out.  Some  bleak 
had  been  bold  enough  to  hook  themselves. 
Suddenly  a  large  trout  snatched  at  the  fly  and 
was  fast.  Timely  parental  assistance  prevent* 
ed  a  breakage,  and,  after  a  period  of  thrill- 
ing hopes  and  fears,  an  enterprising  mill  hand 
climbed  down  the  wall,  and  a  2>4  lb:  trout 
was  landed.  Jhe  first  large  f|sh  that  the  boy 
had  caught,  it  was,  indeed,  a  proud  moment. 
The  instructor,  whose  rod  had  hitherta  been 
^ing^  idle,  itarted' to  f  teh  syst^metlcJiUy  down . 


floats  did  not  indicate  a  bite.  A  sudden  shad- 
ing of  the  sun,  a  growl  of  thiinder,  and  we 
.  ran  h^rd  to  a  linhay  not  far  away.  There  was 
about  half  an  hour  of  pelting  rain,  then  the 
sun  reappeared,  and  we  went  back  to  the 
chestnut  tree.*  Two  rods  had  disappeared. 
From  the  9thers  extended  taut  lines,  and  a 
perch  was  landed  from  each.  The  missing 
rods  were  found  after  some  raking  with  a 
pole,  and  two  good  eels  had  maue  a  terrible 
mess  of  the  tackle.  For  about  two  hours  there 
was,  seldom  a  moment  without '  a  bite,  and 
worm  or  minnow  was  taken  as  soon  as  it  was 
fairly  under  water.  The  fish  gradually  stopped 
biting,  but  the  heap  of  perch  on  the  bank  was 
a  big  one-  before  the  madness  of  food  desire 
left  them. 

The  nearest  nightline  was  inspected  prior 
to  preparations  for  departure,  and,  behold !  an 
eel  was  on  it.  Eel  lines  with  baits  of  dead  fish 
are  seldom  successful  during  daylight,  but  on 
investigations  being  extended  it  was  found 
that  nearly  all  that  had  been  lai4  ha4  either 
captufed  an  eel  or  had  their  baits  ea^ten  off. 
They  were  reset  and  visited  with  hifh  hopes 
,next  day,  but  thtfJsh  had  become  sane  once 
more,  and  only  a  i^ngle  insignificant  eel  was 
the  totit  ffwtrd  of  that  haut  Iq. 


On  the  Wylye  at  Codford,  about  four 
years  later,  two  of  us  had  a  somewhat  shnilar 
experience.  A  bright,  hot  day,  the  trout  ware  ^ 
utterly  indifferent  to  any  fly  cast  over  them* 
Then  came  a  warning  of  thunder,  and  a  re- 
treat to  the  village  inn,  where  for  about  two 
hours  we  were  weather  bound.  The  skies 
cleared,  and  we  went  down  to  the  river  again. 
Fishing  wet,  as  was  usual  in  those  days,  with 
two  flies  (I  think  a  yellow  dun  and  a  red 
spinner)  we  hooked  a  fish,  or  occasionally 
two,  at  every  cast,  and  in  a  couple  of  hours 
had  twenty  brace  of  trout  of  54  lb.  or  over, 
besides  more  than  that  numt>er  of  good  size- 
able fish  returned  to  the  river.  They  were 
mostly  taken  on  the  red  spinner,  which  was 
a  rather  peculiar  pattern,  a  little  resembling 
a  rusty  palmer,  and  dressed,  I  fancy,  by  Gib- 
bons, of  Salisbury.  Nearly  all  of  them  were 
well  hooked,  and  but  few  were  lost. 

Of  the  same  year  I  have  a  shameful  re- 
collection that  an  afterwards  revered  and  rev- 
erend and  noted  oarsman,  and  myself,  both 
being  at  that  time  ornaments,  or  the  reverse, 
of  the  school  on  the  Kennet,  hastened  after 
Hall  to  a  by-stream,  and,  with  a  pliant  withy, 
string,  a  link  of  gut,  and  a  rough  fly,  made  on— 
an  eel  hook  with  chicken  feathers,  enjoyed  a 
veritable  glut  of  uneducated  big  trout,  till  a 
valiant  keeper  disturbed- us  from  our  lair  in  a 
withy  bed.  He  was  a  fine  runner,  too,  but 
youth  was  on  our  side,  and  justice  was  evaded. 

As  a  young  man  I  had  a  first-rate  half  day 
on  the  Yore  with  trout  and  grayling  a  few 
miles  from  Ripon.  A  large  creel  was  filled 
twice.  A  cast  of  three  flies  was  used,  and 
•ven  when  they  were  worn  put  these  flies 
continued  to  catch  fish,  although  little  but  the 
bar£  hook  remained  as  an  attraction.  The 
weather  was  cloudy  after  a  day  or  two  of 
light  rain. 

On  the  Kennet  in  the  'nineties  during  a 
Mayfly  carnival  there  was  heavy  thunder  rain, 
and  road  washings  made  the  water  quite  un- 
fishable  with  fly.  A  friendly  ipiller,  meeting 
us  disconsolate  on  the  bank,  suggested  that 
we  should  leave  the  fly  water  we  were  on  and 
adjourn  to  his  mill  tail,  and  try  the  pool  there 
with  a  worm  till  the  upper  water  had  cleared. 
He  hinted  at  barbel,  perch,  and  mighty  ch\ib. 
We  had  no  floats  or  worm  hooks.  The  best 
thing  was  a  Mayfly  stripped  of  its  dressing. 
Baited  with  the  products  of  an  old  manure 
heap,  the  hook  was  taken  before  it  reached 
the  bottom.  The  first  victim  was  a  3  lb. 
chub,  and  a  series  of  perch  of  round  about  .a 
pound  came  next.  Two  barbel  of  4  lb.  and 
5  lb.,  caught  a  little  lower  down,  made  pretty 
rough  work  for  the  fly  rod,  and  dozens  of 
smaller  coarse  fish  filled  up  gaps.  There  was 
never  a  pause  in  the  sport  for  about  four 
hours. 

There  was  a  lapse  of  fifteen  years  before 
I  again  encountered  mad  fish.  It  was  a  Whit 
Monday  on  a  Devon  river,  which,  through- 
out most  of  the  day,  was  invaded  by  veritable 
hosts  of  trippers.  Not  a  cloud  in  the  sky,  no 
wind,  and  the  water  low  and  gin  clear.  I  cast 
a  red  quill  up  stream,  and  let  it  float  towards 
me  over  likely  spots.  No  fish  were  rising, 
and  they  ignored  my  fly  until  about  one 
o'clock.  I  stood  then  on  the  rocky  margin  of 
the  river  casting  very  hopelessly  into  the  tail 
of  a  pool.  Several  holiday  folk  stood  prom- 
inent on  the  high  bank,  which  commanded  the 
spot  where  my  fly  floated.  Those  of  them 
belonging  to  the  gentle  sex  wore  white  or 
vividly  colored  blouses.  Nevertheless,  I  caught 
my  first  fish  of  the  day,  and,  without  mbvinjf, 
another,  and  yet  another.  The  steep  bank 
was  ascended,  and  a  move  made  to  a  run 
above  where  the  water  was  but  a  few  inches 
deep.  The  "gallery"  becaipe  larger,  and  1 
grew  tired  of  begging  it  to  keep  a  little  way 
from  the  water.  A  very  keen  lot,  but  not 
versed  in  the  way  of  fish,  they  edged  coiw 
tinually  forward  and  stood  well  over  the  fly. 
Bless  you;  it  did  not  seem  to  matter  in  the 
least.  Good  cast,  bad  cist;  likely  place,  un- 
likely place,  the  results  were  the  same.  Fish 
seized  the  red  quill  on  the  sligh:^st  oppor- 
tunity. A  queer  thing  was  that,  whereas  the 
trout  here  usually  run  five  or  six  to  the  pound 
I  caught  several  pouncfers,  and  many  of  J4 
lb.  and  intermediate  sizes.  More  of  these 
monsters  were  landed  during  the  afternoon 
than  I  could  capture  in  a  decade  of  ordinary 
fishing  on  this  Devon  stream^  Were  these 
fish  really  sane,  on  thai  day?  If  not,  What 
was  the  cause  of  their  temporary  faitelleduil 
aberration? 

On  most  of  the  other  occasions  recofM 
there  had  bean  a  thunderstorm,  and  an  elee^ 
trie  currenA  may  have  stimulated  them.  But 
these  Devonian  trout  rdse  when  there  was  no 
visible  natural  food,  ^and  under  grotiMiaiiy 
unfavora|>le  conditions  of  water,  wufSMt  Iflid: 
surroundinfs.  to  follow  the.  crn|0e 
in|ts  of  tbe  min^d,  of  «n  4v<  ^' 
iitlltations  of  liis  nerve  entries 
ficutt  mi^r.  I  givf  it  up.-»-K.

E  wore  the  clothing  prescribed  by 
the  conventions  of  Western  civil- 
ization. There  was  nothing  un- 
couth in  his  appearance  or  barbar- 
ian in  his  manners.

THE    LLOYD    GEORGE    LEGEND 

The   Lloyd   George  legend  that  has  been 
constructed  by  ignorant  prejudice  reminds  one 
of  similar  fanciful  notions  about  previous  Lib- 
eral leaders.     The  story  is  told  of  an  old  lady 
who  was  informed,  at  a  certain  royal  funeral, 
that  Gladstone  had  just  entered  the  church. 
"Dear  me,"  she  exclaimed;  "I  hope  he  won't 
make  a  disturbance."    When  Joseph  Chamber- 
lain first  rose  to  address  the  House  of  Com- 
mons the  contrast  between  his  actual  appear- 
ance and  what  hid  been  anticipated  struck  the 
occupants   of  the   Conservative   benches  with 
astonishment.     "Judging     from     his     political 
speeches,"   reported   Justin   McCarthy,    in   his 
description   of  the  scene,    "they  had  set  him 
down  as  a  wild  Republican,  and  they  expected 
to  5ee  a  rough  and  shaggy  man,  dressed  with 
an  uncouth  regard    for    the  ways  of  society, 
a  sort  of  Birmingham  Orson,  who  would  prob- 
ably scowl  fiercely  at    his    opponents  in  the 
House,  and  would  deliver  his  opinions  in  tones 
of  thunder.     The  man  who  rose  to  address  the 
House  was  a  pale,    slender,    delicate-looking 
and    closely    shaven    personage,    very    neatly 
drej-.sed,    with   short   and  neatly   brushed    hair, 
and  v/earing  a  dainty  eyeglass  constantly  fixed 
in  his  eye.'"'     He  looks  like  a  lady's  doctor," 
commented  one  stout  Tory.     "Seems  like  the 
model  of  a  head  clerk  at  a  West  End  draper's," 
remarked  another. 

Those  who  saw  and  heard  Lloyd  George 
last  Friday  had  a  twofold  opportunity  of  gain, 
ing  an  impression  of  him.  The  first  occasion 
Avas  the  unveiling  of  a  portrait  of  him.  which 
had  been  subscribed  for  by  fellow-Welshmen 
without  distinction  of  party.  This  pleasing  in- 
cident drew  from  the  hero  of  the  day  a  grace- 
ful acknowledgment,  which  was,  of  course, 
quite  non-controversial.  Later  in  the  evening, 
after  a  dinner  given  in  his  honor  at  a  political 
club,  he  was  able  to  let  himself  go  in  a  speech 
that  sounded  the  battle-cry  for  a  new  campaign 
and  that  was  recognized  the  next  morning  by 
papers  of  both  parties  as  marking  a  new  de- 
velopment in  Liberal  policy. 

APPRECIATES  A  JOKE 
The  speaker  who  formally  unveiled  the 
portrait  remarked  that  for  some  weeks  past 
the  problem,  "Where  shall  we  hang  Lloyd 
George?"  had  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
subscribers.  The  joke  was  capped  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  himself.  He  had 
heard  a  story  about  a  ceremonial  occasion 
which  attracted  great  crowds  in  the  streets  of 
London  not  long  ago.  Somebody  said,  "1  have 
never  seen  such  a  crowd  in  the  streets  of  Lon- 
don before."  "Crowd?"  remarked  an  old 
Tory,  who  was  standing  by:  "this  is  nothing 
to  the  crowd  you  would  see  if  they  were  hang- 
ing Lloyd  George." 

No  one  laughs  more  merrily  over  these 
stories  than  the  victim  himself.  It  is  to  him 
that  we  owe  the  delightful  tale  of  the  man  who 
was  being  presented  with  a  public  testimonial 
for  saving  some  one  from  drowning.  When 
the  recipient  was  called  on  to  acknowledge  the 
eulogies  that  had  been  passed  on  his  brave 
deed,  he  replied:  "Really,  1  have  done  noth- 
ing to  deserve  this  reward.  I  saw  the  man 
struggling  in  the  water,  and,  as  no  one  else 
was  by,  1  saw  he  would  be  drowned  if  I  didn't 
save  him.  So  I  jumped  in,  swam  to  him,  turn- 
ed him  over  to  see  he  wasn't  Lloyd  George^ 
and  then  pulled  him  ou4." 

At  the  club  dinner  that  followed,  Lloyd 
George's  speech  was  thoroughly  characteristic 
but  of  necessity  there  was  one  weapon  in  his 
oratorical  equipment  that  had  to  remain  un- 
usedt  A  lathering  of  enthusiastic  party  allies 
gave  him  no  chance  o(  practicing  his  skill  in 
retort,  which  he  uses  with  such  deadly  effect 
when  Interrupted  at  a  public  meeting  or  when 
ci|gt|^  in  a  f-iouse  of  Commons  debate.  One 
day,  as  the    Chancellor    was'»  addressing  the 


House,  Timothy  Healy,  silting  isolated  in  his 
corner  seat,  interposed  the  remark,  "There  are 
fanatics  in  every  party."  "Yes,"  came  the 
swift  reply,  "even  in  a  party  of  one." 

But,  though  there  was  no  opportunity  on 
Friday  night  for  such  sword-thrusts,  there  was 
ample  evideiKe  of  the  qualities  that  have  made 
Lloyd  George  the  best  loved  and  the  most 
greatly  feared  of  present-day  politicians.  First 
of  all  came  a  revelation  of  the  spirit  that  has 
animated  him  through  his  career.  When  he 
first  came  to  London,  tv/enty-five  years  ago, 
as  "a  raw   vouth,"  he  felt,  like  most  young 


oeople.  that  things  generally  needed  stirrmg 
up.  "I  am  still  of  the  same  opinion,"  he  con- 
tinued, and  men  who  hold  that  view  and  stick 
to  it,  lead  strenuous  and  troublous  lives."  The 
life  of  a  fighting  politician  was  not  altogether 
a  merry  one.  "He  has  to  work  with  arrows 
whistling  round    his    head,    arrows  too  often

steeped  in  burning  and  rankling  poison,  1  am 
not  sure  that  1  have  not  had  more  of  these 
venom-drenched  javelins  than  any  politician 
on  the  active  list,  but  I  have  taken  them  cheer- 
fully, and  1  have  wasted  very  little  ammuni- 
tion on  those  who  line  the  gutters  on  the  en- 
emy's side.  A  soldier  will  not  worry  much 
even  about  missiles  condemned  by  the  conven- 
tions of  civilized  warfare  if  he  is  keen  on  the 
fight,  proud  of  the  banner  waving  over  him, 
and  devoted  to  the  cause  to  which  he  has  con- 
secrated his  life.     And  1  mean  to  go  on." 

Another  characteristic  touch,  was  the  gra- 
phic and  simple  metaphor  by  which  he  pic- 
tured the  present  relation  of  the  Liberal  parly 
to  the  House  of  Lords.  The  night. before  the 
dinner,  the  Lords  had  thrown  out  the  'Home, 
Rule  Bill  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  This 
defeat,  which  a  few  years  ago  would  have 
been  a  fatal  blow  to  the  measure,  has  now 
aroused  scarcely  any  public  notice,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  Parliament  Act  now  makes  it 
possible  for  a  bill,  if  reaffirmed  by  the  Com- 
mons in  two  successive  sessions,  to  become 
law  in  spite  of  the  Lords'  opposition. 

This  is  the  outright  way  in  which  Lloyd 
George  dealt  with  the  hostile  vote  in  the  Up- 
per House.  "If  you  chain  a  dog  he  is  less  dan- 
gerous, but  he  is  more  savage.  But  there  is 
this  satisfaction — he  can  bark  and  snarl,  but 
you  know  he  can  only  bite  the  length  of  his 
chain.  It  is  much  longer  than  1  would  wish  to 
see  it,  I  hope  to  see  it  shorter.  But  still  it  is 
not  very  long,  and  we  will  pass  the  kennel  all 
right." 

DEMOCRATIC  SYMPATHIES 
But  still  greater  assets  than  his  readiness 
in  repartee  or  his  directness  of  metaphor  are 
his  warmth  of  democratic  sympathies  and  his 
close  touch  with  facts.  Lloyd  George  sprang 
from  the  people,  and  he  has  never  forgotten 
the  pit  from  which  he  was  digged  and  the 
rock  from  which  he'  was  hewn.  The  inefface- 
able memory  of  what  it  means  to  struggle  for 
a  bare  livelihood  inspired  his  old»age  pension 
scheme  and  his  national  insurance  legislation, 
and  it  is  now  quickening  his  zeal  for  the  great 
work  of  land  reform  foreshadowed  in  this 
speech.  He  has  just  conducted  by  means  of 
skilled  investigators,  an  inquiry  into  the  pres- 
ent conditions  of  land  tenure  in  England.  The 
outstanding  result  is  the  discovery  that  "this 
rich  country,  the  richest  the  world  has  ever 
seen,  does  not  provide — I  will  nof  say  ade- 
quate, 1  will  not  say  sufficient — it  does  not 
provide  decent-— decent — homes  for  the  lab- 
oicrs  engaged  in  an  occupation  which  is  vital 
to  Its  very  existence."  in  the  whole  speech 
this  utterance  will  be  remembered  by  the  au- 
dience if  all  'th^  rest  is  forgotten.  The  sen- 
tence began  quietly  and  slowly  with  no.  trace 
of  passion,  but  out  of  the  calm  there  came  sud- 
denly that  word  "decent,"  uttered — twice  ut- 
tered—with  an  amazing  yehljmence  and  smit- 
ing  tone  like  a  blow  betwWU  the  eyes. — H.

Why  had  I  never 
happened  to  walk  out  this  way  with  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  in  my  pocket  and  buy  all  this 
beautiful  mud?- 

The  real  estate  man  smiled  complacently 
at  my  grief. 

"I  can  show  you  more  than  that,"  he  said. 
"Do  you  see  that  big  stretch  of. empty  ground 
out  there  past  that  last  fence?  ";^,^

"No,"  I  answered,  "but  1  have  a  poetic 
mind,  and  1  begin  to  see  the  poetry,  the  majesty 
of  real  estate." 

"Oh,  is  that  it,"  he  answered.     "Well,  that 
land  out  there — it's  an  acre  and  a  half — was 
sold  yesterday  for  three  million  dollars!!" 
"For  what!" 

"For  three  million  dollars,   cold." 
"Not  cold!"   1  said;  don't  tell  me  it  was 
cold." 

"Yes,"  went  on  the  real  estate  man,  "and 
only  three  years  ago  you  could  have  come  out 
here  and  had  it  for  a  song!" 
"For  a  song!"  1  repeated. 
Just  think  of  it!  And  I  had  missed  it! 
With  a  voice  like  mine.  If  1  had  known  what 
1  know  now,  1  would  have  come  out  to  that  land 
and  sung  to  it  all  night.  1  never  knew  in  the 
days  when  1  was  content  with  fifteen  dollars  a 
week  what  a  hidden  gift  my  voice  was.  1 
should  have  taken  up  land-singing  and  made  a 
fortune  out  of  it. 

The  thought  of  it  saddened  me  all  the  way 
home;  and  the  talk  of  the  real  estate  man  as  he 
went  made  me  feel  still  worse. 

He  showed  me  a  church  that  1  could  have 
bought  for  a  hundred  thousand  and  sold  now 
at  half  a  million  for  a  motor  garage.  If  1  had 
started  buying  churches  instead  of  working  on 
a  newspaper,  I'd  have  been  rich  today. 

There  was  a  skating  rink  1  could  have 
bought,  and  a  theatre  and  a  fruit  store,  a  beau- 
tiful little  one-storey  wooden  fruit  store,  right 
on  a  corner,  with  the  darlingest  Italian  in  it 
that  you  ever  saw.  There  was  the  cutest  little 
pet  of  a  cow-stable  that  1  could  have  turned 
into  an  apartment  store  and  made  a  million — at 
the  time  when  1  was  studying  Greek  and  forget- 
ting it.  Oh!  the  wasted'  opportunities  of  life! 
And  that  evening  when  I  got  back  to  the 
club  and.  talked  about  it  at  dinner  to  my  busi- 
ness friends,  1  found  that  1  had  only  heard  a 
small  part  of  it. 

Real  estate!  That's  nothing!  Why,  they 
told  me.  that  fifteen  years  ago  1  could  have  had 
all  sorts  of  things — trunk  line  railways,  sugar 
refineries,  silver  mines — any  of  them  for  a 
song.  When  I  heard  it  I  was  half  glad  1  hadn't 
sung  for  the  land.  They  told  me  that  there 
was  a  time  when  1  could  have  bought  out  the 
Federal  Steel  Company  for  twenty  million  dol- 
lars!    And  1  let  it  go. 

The  whole  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  they 
i;aid,  \yas  thrown  on  the  market  for  fifty  mil- 
Uons.  1  left  it  there  writhing,  and  didn't  pick 
it  up.  Sheer  lack  of  confidence!  I  see  now 
why  these  men  get  rich.  It's  their  sheer,  glori- 
ous confidence,  that  enables  them  to  write  out 
a  cheque  for  fifty  million  dollars  and  think 
nothing  of  it. 

If  I  wrote  a  cheque  like  that,  I'd  be  afraid 
of  going  to  Sing  Sing.  But  they  aren't,  and  so 
they  get  what  they  deserve. 

Forty-five  years  ago — a  man  at  the  club 
told  me  this  with  almost  a  sob  in  his  voice — 
either  Rockefeller  or  Carnegie  could  have  been 
bought  clean  up  for  a  thousand  dollars! 
Think  of  it! 

Why  didn't  my  father  buy  them  for  me,  as 
pets,  for  my  birthday  and  let  me  keep  them  till 
I  grew  up? 

If  I  had  my  life  over  again,  no  school  or 
education  for  me!  Not  with  all  this  beautiful 
mud  and  these  tar-paper  shacks  and  corner  lot 
fruit  stores  lying  round!  I'd  buy  out  the  whole 
United  Siaies  and  take  a  chance,  a  sporting 
chance,  on  the  rise  in  values.

From  beginning  to  end 
his  sense  of  the  theatre  never  fails  him.  His 
descriptive  faculties  are  as  pronounced  as  ever. 
Where  the  action  quickens  or  opportunities  for 
caricature,  rather  than  characterization,  arise, 
he  is  never  at  a  loss  for  the  right  figure  of. 
phrase.  He  satirizes  every  one  and  everything 
in  turn.  He  coquettes  with  Mozart,  flirts  with 
young  Italy,  and  addresses  violent  overtures  to

the  Viennese  waltz  makers,  though  he  is  always 
careful  to  sign  such  addresses  with  some  essen- 
tially Straussian  kick  or  harmonic  protest.  All 
this  borrowing  from  the  past  and  present  re- 
lieves him 'to  some  extent  from  having  to  in- 
vent original  themes  of  his  own.  It  is  largely 
a  case  of  old  wine  in  new  bottles.  Where  the 
melodic  line  is  dependent  upon  his  inner  con- 
^^ciousness  the  same  lack  of  distinction  that  is 
characteristic  of  so  much  of  his  work  is  observa- 
ble, notwithstanding  that  it  is  supported  by^an 
illimitable  stock  of  brilliant  orchestral  flights

and  fancies. 

Of  romance,  however^— and  one  character 
at  least,  that  of  the  MarschalHn,  is  romantically 
conditioned — there  is.Httle — of  passion,   next 
to  none.    Thus  the  love  scenes  as  a  whole  hang 
fire.     They  contain  some  charming  music,  but 
it  is  much  of  a  color,  and  when  it  does  not  end 
where  it  began,  an  anti-climax"is  often  the  re- 
sult.    When   he  deals  with   the  alarums  and 
scarums,  the  hurly-burly  of  farce,  he  lays  on 
the  paint  prodigiously  thick,  the  pursuit  of  a 
serving-maid  in  the  second  act  by  a  sensually- 
minded  and  lubberly  retainer  being  made  the 
occasion  of  a  babel  of  sound  worthy  o^  "Elek- 
tra'  'in  its  most  horrific  and  frenetic  moods. 
GLORIFICATION  OF  DETAIL 
The  hbrettist  seems  to  regard  the  glorifica-  « 
tion  of  detail — and  not  always  particularly  sa- 
vory detail — and  the  multiplication  of"  every- 
thing  by   ten    as   the  quintessence   of   artistic 
achievement.     Here  again  Strauss  comes  to  his 
aid,  and  by  the  exercise  of  sheer  genius,  which 
removes  interest  from  the  stage  to  the  orches-  ^ 
tra,  he  at  least  lightens  the  occasional  longueurs 
we  otherwise  might  experience. 

Octavian,  a  youth,  and  the  Princess  von 
Werdenberg,  the  wife  of- a  certain  field  marshal, 
are  engaged  in  a  love  scene  of  a  realistically 
urgent  character.  The  music  scarcely,  sup- 
ports their  actions  and  declarations,  and  here 
some  wilt  feel  the  composer  has  failed  to  rise 
to  the  occasion,  though  a  beautiful  effect  is  se- 
cured by  a  bird-like  accompaniment,  that  re- 
calls memories  of  "Siegfried." 

Voices  are  heard  outside,  and  the  princess, 
thinking  her  husband  has  returned,  urges  Oc- 
tavian to  conceal  himself.  Heavy  footsteps — 
on  the  bassoon,  of  course — are  next  heard,  and 
the  excitement  increases.  The  strain  of  the  sit- 
uation is  relieved  by  the  princess  recognitlng 
the  voice  as  that  of  her  kinsman,  Baron  Ochs, 
and  then  it  is  that' we  hear  the  first  of  a  number 
of  tuneful  Viennese  valses  in  which  the  score 
abounds,  and  which  are  mainly  assoeiated  with 
the  sensual  propensities  of  Qcha*    He  hat  come 


to  consult  the  princess  in  regard  to  a  prospective 
match  with  Sophie,  the  daughter  of  a  lately  en- 
nobled parvenu,  Faninal.  Meanwhile,  Octavian  • 
has  emerged  from  his  hiding  place,  dressed  in 
woman's  clothes,  and  the  baron,  whose  morals 
are  nothing  if  not  elastic,  immediately  begins  to 
make  advances  to  one  whom  he  is  led  to.bciieve 
is  the  princess'  maid. 

A  WONDERFUL  SCENE 
The  next  situation  of  note  is  the  arrival  of 
the  host  of  dependants  and  hangers-on  which 
in  those  days  were  the  inevitable  heritage  of  all 
g.randes  dames — a  wonderful  scene  it  is,  per- 
haps the  most  wonderful  in  the  opera,  with  its 
crowd  of  importunates  and  sycophants.     Amid 
the  medley  of  sound  a  trio  of  orphans  beg  alms, 
a  flute  player  starts  a  long  cadenza,  a  tenor 
sings  an  Itahan  song,  a  milhner  extols  her  hats, 
an   animal  dealer  cries  his  wares,  a  scandal- 
monger lets  loose  his  tongue,  and  with  an'at- 
torney  discusses  marriage  settlements  with  the 
baron,  while  during  all  this  the  princess  is  re- 
ceiving the  attentions  of  a  hairdresser.    Strauss 
has  never  displayed  his  genius  for  characteriza- 
tion more  conspicuously  than  here.    The  whole 
thing  is  an  amazingly  complex  web  of  sound, 
but  everything  comes  through  and  comes  off 
into  the  bargain. 

The  princess  beforejhls.ha?  suggested  that 

her  young  cousin,  Octavian,  should  become  the 
baron's  rose-bearer — a  custom  of  the  period — 
and  the  baron,  little  guessing  the  identity  of 
his  champion,  accepts.  Subsequently,  there  is 
a  charming  soliloquy,  in  which  the  princess  be- 
gins to  recognize  that  she  is  no  longer  in  the 
Spring  of  life.  ■ 

What  is,  musically  speaking,  the  finest  mo- 
ment in  the  opera  comes  with  the  entrance  in 
the  second  act  of  Octavian,  bearing  the  silver 
rose.  Numberless  extraneous  iridescent  chords, 
which  suggest  the  tinkling  of  crystal  prisms — 
we  are  reminded  here  of  the  flashing  jewels  of 
Klytamnestra — accompany  music  which  in  its 
pure  and  ethereal  beauty  has  not  been  surpassed 
by  the  composer.  The  effect  is  bizarre  and 
magical. 

UNDOING  OF  THE  PROFLIGATE 
The  baron  subsequently  arrives  and  treats 
his  fiance  with  brutal  freedom.    The  inevitable 
happens — Octavian  and  Sophie  fall  madly  in 
love.     The  baron  insults  Octavian,  who,  in  a 
rough  and  tumble,  wounds  his  adversary.  Pan- 
demonium reigns,  and  in  consequence  we  ure 
treated  to  an  orgy  worthy  of  Strauss  in  his 
most  unbridled  mood.     Eventually  the  barpn's 
undoing  is  the  outcome  of  a  carefully  laid  plot. 
Octavian  decides  once  more  to  play  the  part  of 
a  girl  and  hoist  his  rival  with  his  own  petard. 
He  consequently  makes  an  assignation  with  the 
baron,  the  clandestine  meeting  place — the  any- 
thing but  private  room  of  an  inn,  as  it  turns  out 
being  shown  in  the  next  act.    There  is  an  in- 
troductory fugato,  followed  by  some  incidental 
music,   during   which   the  scandal-loving  Val- 
zacchi,  who  has  transferred  his  allegiance  to  Oc- 
tavian,  secretes  various  villainous-looking  in- 
dividuals beneath  the  panels  and  beneath  trap- 
doors, with  a  view  to  frightening  the  baron  out 
of  his  wits. 

The  profligate  arrives,  and  henceforth  until 
his  final  dismissal  there  is  a  veritable  riot  of 
light  waltz  rhythms.  The  end  is  easily  foreseen. 
The  baron  does  not  cut  any  time  to  waste,  but 
on  every  occasion  when  his  attentions  become 
pressing  he  is  startled  by  the  sudden  apparition 
of  heads  popping  out  of  trap-doors  and  other 
secret  hiding  places.  The  hour  of  his  undoing, 
however,  is  at  hand.  Just  when  things  reach 
the  most  compromising  pass  there  is  a  general 
entrance,  and. his  discomfiture  is  complete. 

Then  follows  the  trio  which  is  the  talk  of 
the  opera.  Musically  it  reaches  a  higher  plane 
than  anything  else  in  the  work,  always  except- 
ing the  silver  rose  music,  with  which  it  does  not 
compare  either  melodically  or  in  point  of  color 
and  originality. 

THE  CASTE 
Mme:  Siems,  as  the  princess,  looked  the  wo- 
man of  the  world  to  perfection,  and  the  tired 
note  in  her  voice  gave  character  to  her  per- 
formance.   Octavian  is  a  difficult  part,  and  In 
a  sense  ^  unenviable  one.    Mme.  Eva  von  der 
Osten  had  to  look  gauche  in  petticoats,  and  she 
was  called  upon  to  face  the  ordeal  0*  rnih^s  at- 
tire none  too  romantic,  even  gratithtiflt  'ifisi 
old-world  attire.     She  has  a  splendidly  "%*nn 
and  full-bodied  voice,  and  is  obviously  ittic- 
tress  of  exceptional  talent.     Herr  Kottpfer  iSj 
par  excellence  a  farceur.     His  baron  Is  purC' 
extravaganza,   and   very   amusing  It  Is.    He 
seems  to  have  struck  the  happy  medliito  be-, 
tween  vocalization  and  declamation  #ith  (JW* 
extraordinary  success,  and  there  weire  *.O0Bt- 
sions  when  it  was  difficult  to  say  whert  he  i«*^ 
speaking  to  music.    Mme.  CWre  Dttx'i  totee, 
is  beautifully  placed  and  it  is  blended  admbfcMy.

PANY ENDS  TOUR 


The  Messrs.  Shubert  announce  that  the 
long  and  very  successful  tour  of  the  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan  Opera  Company  was  brought  to 
an  end  in  Montreal  on  March  1.  The  princi- 
pals, including  De  Wolf  Hopper,  Eugene 
Cowles,  George  J.  MacFarlane,  Arthur  Cun- 
ningham, Arthur  Aldridge,  Blanche  Duffield, 
Viola  Gillette,  Louise  Barthel  and  Kate  Con- 
don, have  been  instructed  to  report  in  New 
York  immediately  in  order  to  begin  rehearsals 
of  the  opera  which  is  to  be  used  by  the  Messrs. 
Shubert  for  their  annual  Spring  revival. 

The  tour  of  the  present  Gilbert  and  Sulli- 
van organization  was  begun  in  San  Frdncisco 
on  July  21,  t9l2,  the  company  traveling  direct 
from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  by  special 
train.  During  an  engagement  of  three  weeks 
in  the  city  of  the  Golden  Gate  the  repertoire 
included  "Patience,"  "Pinafore,"  'The  Pirates 
of  Penzance"  and  "The  Mikado."

GOWNS  AND  GOSSIP 

My  Best  Friend: 

Now  that  most  of  the  Winter  sales  are 
oirer»  we  are  on  the  tiptoe  of  expectation  won- 
diitog:  whaj  the  new  Spring  modes  will  be 
tfk^X  but  in  reality  therjt  i^  no4raday$  a  sort 
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of  between  season  which  is  neither  Spring  nor 
Winter,  when  we  seem  to  cast  off    some    of 
the  austerities  of  Winter  garb,  and  yet  do  not 
quite  blossom  out  into  the  freshness  of  Spring- 
time.    An  "indication"  is  all  we  can  hope  for 
yet  of  the  trend  of  fashion  in  the  near  future, 
much  of  which  is  still  in  embryo.     But  certain 
mysterious  yet  significant  'hints"  are    already 
noticeable  here  and  there.        For  instance,  a 
few  of  the   new  models  show  a  small  edition 
of  a  Medici  collar  coming  round  the  neck  to 
the  open  front,  but  the  open  necks  will  still 
prevail,   and,   if  anything,   more  in  a  V  than 
ever.     These  collars  are  of  different  fabrics. 
Some  are  of  the  same  material  as  the  dress, 
and  others  are  of  clear  lace  or  net.     In  any 
case  they  are  wired  up  into  the  desired  shape, 
which  is  a  modified  variation  of  the  old  Medici 
collar,  and,  of  course,  leave  the  neck  bare  in 
front.     It  is  curious  how  hardened  we  seem  to 
become.     At  first  thfe  blouses  and  dresses  that 
were  cut  down  in  squares  or  rounds,  with  chif- 
fon or  lace  drawn  up  clear  to  the  throat,  were 
called  "pneumonia  blouses,"  because  the  very 
idea   of  such   thin   and   transparent   materials 
being  used,  unlined.over  the  chest  seemed  like 
tempting  Providence.     But  now  we  have  not 
-even  such  diaphanous  protection  as  chiffon  ar 
lace,  and  all  our  bodices. are  cut  open  in  front, 
some  to  an  exaggerated  extent,   showing  our 
chests,  in  this  Winter- weather,  till  It  is  a  mir- 
acle how  some  of  us  escape  colds  and  coughs. 
But  in  spite  of  the  fact  that    the    prevailing 
modes  are  all  arranged  for  open  necks,  and  the 
cut  and  form  of  all  bodices  follow  these  lines, 
it  is  as  well  for  those  who  have  left  their  first 
youth    behind    them    to    remember    that  the 
'  throat  it  is  that  shows  the  first  sign  of — what 
shall  we  call  it? — fading  freshness? — and  be- 
ware.    The  sagging  line,   the  double  chin,   or 
a  stringy  look  must  be  covered  up,  for  a  throat 
that  is  not  divinely  round  and  fresh  and  firm 
is  best  hidden,   and  for  this  purpose  a  neat, 
well-made  "fill-in"   of    clear    net,   lined  with 
flesh-colored  chiffon,  or  even.unlined,  is  best, 
the  collar  high  and  beautifully  drawn  up.     A 
faultless  shaped  collar  band  is  essential,    and 
then  the  sit  and  appearance  of  the  whole  "fill 
in"  give  an  excellent  finish  to  the  bodice    or 
blouse. 

Cplors  seem  still  to  be  in.  abeyance,  though 
all  the  tones  of  yellow  are  to  be  hoted  in  cer- 
tain details'  of  attire,  of  which  I  shall  have 
more  to  say  presently 4.  But  it  is  certainly 
strange  that  ever  since  general  mourning  was 
worn  here  when  King  Edward  died,  _f^shion 
has  been  all  in  favor  of  black,  black  and  white, 
and  darkest  blue,  and  the  French-  mode  creat- 
ors were  so  struck  with  the  effective  and  be- 
coming possibilities  of  these  neutral  colors 
that  they  have  been-  in  favor  almost  ever  since, 
and  the  habit  of  wearing  them  dies  hard.  Be- 
sides which  Frenchwomen  rarely  put  on  any 
but  quiet  colors  for  the  morning  or  for  the 
street;  they  keep  their  more  "habille"  toilettes 
for  visits,  for  receptions,  or  for  receiving  in 
their  own  houses. 

But  outside  the  quiet  colors  there  seems 
to  be,  as  I  have  already  said,  a  certain  lean- 
ing towards  the  various  shades  of  yellow,  as 
in  ochre,  mandarin,  maize,  flame  and  amber. 
I  have  seen  a  Spring  dress  of  ochre  cachemire 
de  sole  with  that  little  touch  of  black  about  it 
which  is  so  telling,  a  black  satin  collar,  and  a 
thread  of  black  edging,  with  ruffles  of  knife- 
pleated  tulle.  Mandarin-yellow  of  a  rich 
shade  is  used  in  evening  cloaks,  or  as  a  "note" 
in  an  otherwise  dark  hat. 

Hats  are  getting  narrow.  It  seems  they 
will  be  much  narrower  soon,  and  almost  brim- 
less.  Quiet  morning  hats  are  being  made  now 
for  between-seasons  in  satin_  and  brocade,  since 
it  is  too  early  for  straw,  and  felt  and  beaver 
belong  rather  to  the  very  cold  months.  1  saw 
one  in  black  satin,  .and  another  in  black  bro- 
cade, narrow,  with  tiny  brims  and  full  pouff 
crowns,  a  wee  circlet  of  velvet  flowers  of  bril- 
liant colors  set  on  one  side  of.  the  brim  in' one 
case.

ON  THE  SUBJECT  OF  SLANG 

ITS  USE  AND  ABUSE 

That  "Englishman"  of  Tlie  Daily  Mail  who 
has  the  distinction  of  biein^  one  of  the  few 
Englishmen  of  the  ptestnX  day  wlio  write  En|;- 
lish,  ■  has  turned  hb  attentiofi  to  the  subject  0^

our  usual  looseness  of  cxprdssion,  we  apply  to 
words  which  are  not  slang  in  the  true  sense 
of  the  word,  but  of  expressions  like  this 
"swank,"  which  mean  nothing,  and  come  from 
nowhere. 

Few  people  will  question  that  the  language 
has  been  enriched  by  genuine  slang. 

And  this  brings  us  to  the  definition  of  the 
word  "slang." 

It  would  be  hard  to  better  "An  English- 
man's" definition  of  it  as  a  special  speech  used 
in  certain  trades,  professions,  sports  and 
classes — a  speech  which,  perhaps  because  of 
its  technicality,  abounds  in  imagery  and  meta- 
phor. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  while  this  genuine 
slang  has  declined  in  populai'ity,  slang  expres- 
sions have  been  allowed  to  encroach  on  the 
language  to  such  an  extent  that  even  those 
who  despise  them  for  their  silliness  and  inex- 
pressiveness  find  themselves  using  them  un- 
awares! 

True  slang! — all  those  picturesque  words 
that  appear  to  have  been  invented  in  the 
thieve's  kitchen,  or  on  the  race-course,  at 
games  of  chance  or  on  the  hunting-field,  by 
soldiers  on  the  march  or  by  seamen  at  the 
capstan;  by  street-vendors  and  hawkers  or  by 
dandies  and  duchesses — generally  justifies  it- 
self by  passing  into  the  language. 

Spurious  slang,  on  the  other  hand,  en- 
croaches on  the  language,  as  we  have  said, 
but  never  becomes  one  with  it. 

It  resembles  an  alien  who  is  never  natur- 
alized, and  has  no  interest  in  the  country 
where  he  happens  to  live. 

These  alien  words  and  expressions  are 
used  by  everyone  for  a  period.  Then  they,  go 
out  of  fashion,  and  are  used  by  no  one. 

Don't  think  for  a  moment  that  this  makes 
them  harmless,  they  weaken  people's  powers 
of  expression  and  give  them  a  thirst  for  more. 
There  are  people — and^  many  of  them — 
who  conduct  an  entire  conversation  in  a  series 
of  foolish  catchwords  which  have  not  even  the 
merit  of  being  English. 

It  is  really  very  humiliating  that  we  sho'uld 
be  so  ready  to  adopt  American  slang-words  at 
the  moment  when  America  herself  has  cast 
them  off  as  demode  and  begun  to  pastr^niKe'^a 
new  set. 

What  is  the  remedy?  ;; 

"An  Englishman"  sa^s  the  stud^f«%f~*4-he 
classics,  and  there  is  no  doubt  tliatfeVfefilhe 
"small  Latin"  of  Shakespeare  ought  to  have 
the  effect  of  enriching  the  average  person's 
vocabulary,  and  of  teaching  him  to  measure 
words  to  their  duty. 

"See  what  word  is  fit"  is  a  good  rule,  the 
keeping  of  which  would  keep  out  a  good  deal 
of  silly  slang.  A  little  sincerity  would  also  be 
another  cure. 

If  people  would  refrain  from  using  expres- 
sions just  because  other  people  use  them! 

If  they  would  say,  "1  don't  see  any  sense 
in  that  word,  why  should  1  continually  have 
it  in  my  mouth  just  because  two  or  three  years 
ago  it  was  the  popular  word  in  America?" 

That  may  sound  a  little  priggish,  but  we 
want  a  few  prigs  to  combat  the  reduction  of 
the  English  language  to  American  patter. 

But  it  occurs  to  me  that  by  writing  the 
word  "patter"  1  have  weakened  my  argu- 
ment, and  in  digging  a  pit  for  others  I  have 

fallen  into  it  myself!

SOME  ECONOMICAL  DISHES 


GALANTINE  OF  BEEF 

Mince  half  a  pound  of  lean  beef  and  a  ' 
quarter  of  a  pQund  of  bacon  very  finely,  put 
them  into*  a  basin  with  a  quarter  of  a  pound 
of  breadcrumbs.  Beat  up  two  eggs,  mix  them 
into  the  other  ingredients  and  add  seasoning 
to  taste.  Roll  the  mixture  into,  the  shape  of 
a  roly-poly  pudding,  tie  it  in  a  dry  cloth,  and 
boil  gently  for  two  hours.  When  cold  press 
under  weights  till  cold  and  glaze. 
1  COTTAGE  PIE 

Mince  fine  the  remains  of  any  cold  meat, 
or  one  and  a  half  pounds  of  meat  cuttings. 
Stew  the  bones  for  two  or  %ree  hours, .  with 
an  onion  chopped  fine,'  in  as  much  water  as 
will  cover  them;  season  this  gravy  with  pep- 
per, salt  and  two  tcaspoonfuls  of  mushrooin 
ketchup,  or  one  of  Worcester  sauce;  pour  it 
over  the  meat,  which  should  be  placed  in  a 
pie-dish;  fill  up  the  dish  with  a  thick  crust  of 
mashed  potatoes.  Ornament  the  top  prettily, 
and  bake  in  a  moderate  oven  till  the  top  is 
slightly  browned. 

RICE  AND  BEEF  MOULD 

Soak  half  a  cupful  of  rice  until  tender, 
then  mix  with  one  cupful  of  minced  cold  beef 
(underdone  preferably),  also  with  one  fair* 
sized  minced  carrot,  or  two  sinall  carrdts  pre* 
viously  coolced.  Seasoi\  with  salt^  pepper  and 
grated  horse-radish  to  taste,  or  else  chop  one 
or  two  forcemeat  balls  and  mix  it  Boll  fell 
together,  In  basin. or  mould,  set  aiMe  to  eodl, 
then  turn  i|ut  and  sift  breni  rasptega  jbvfir  the

ately,  flour  added  and  milk,  and  then,  together 
with  chopped  parsley,  all  the  ingredients  are 
put  into  a  frying-pan,  and  left  to  get  brown 
like  a  pancake.  There  is  only  one  way  to 
make  a  French  omelet.    This  is  the  recipe: 

Take  four  eggs,  break  them,  drop  the 
yolks  and  whites  into  one  basin;  do  not  beat, 
but  simply  stir  them  together.  Add  salt  and 
chopped  parsley,  with  just  a  suspicion  of  pep- 
per. Put  into  a  frying-pan  into  which  you 
have  previously  put  a  nice-sized  piece  of  but- 
ter, then  beat  up  in  the  pan  with  a  fork  until 
reasonably  set,  taking  care  not  to  let  any  por- 
tion of  the  egg  get  brown.  When  nicely  firm 
outside,  but  with  the  middle  still  very  soft, 
fold  over  on  either  sick,  and  turn  on  to  a  hot 
dish  for  serving.  Like  this  you  will  get  a  first- 
rate  omelet. 

GATEAU  OF  PRUNES 

Boil  one  pound  of  prunes  in  one  pint  of 
water  with  three  ounces  of  sugar  until  quite 
soft.  Take  out  the  stones,  crack  them,  and 
add  the  kernels  to  the  prunes  with  the  juice 
and  grated  rind  of  one  lemon,  a  little  cochi- 
neal, and  one  ounce  of  gelatine,  previously 
dissolved  in  a  little  water.-'  Boil  the  mixture 
for  twenty  minutes,  pour  into  a  pretty  mould, 
"^nd  leave  until  set.  When  turned  nut.  heap 
up  some  whipped  cream,  or  a  good  boiled  cus- 
tard, and  serve  with  it. 

_ ,     ORANGE  TARTLETS 

Make  some  cases  of  light  pastry  and  bake 
carefully.  When  cold,  fill  with  stiff  orange 
jelly  or  tangerine  marmalade.  Decorate  with 
roses  of  whipped  cream,  and  serve  on  lace 
d'oylies.  An  alternative  preparation  for  fill- 
ing the  cases  may  be  made  with  the  pounded 
boiled  rind  of  an  orange,  added  to  the  juice, 
pulp  and  a  httle  sugar  and  fresh  butter. 
BANANA  TRIFLE 

Ingredients — Six  ripe  bananas,  three-quar- 
ters of  a  pound  each  of  ratafias  and  maca- 
roons, a  jam  sandwich,  a  little  sherry,  one 
pint  custard,  and  one  gill  of  whipped  cream. 
Glace  cherries,  angelica,  and  a  few  chopped 
pistachio  nuts  for  decoration. 

Method — Peel  the  bananas  and  cut  eath 
into  four.  Cut  the  jam  sandwich  into  similar 
pieces.  Arrange  these  and  the  bananas  alter- 
nately into  a  glass  dish,  then  put  in  a  layer  of 
broken  ratafias  and  macaroons.  On  these 
pour  a  Ihtle  sherry.  Then  put  another  layer 
of  fruit  and  cake,  and  so  on.  Pour  the  cus-' 
tard  over  the  whole  and  decorate  with  cream, 

cherries,  angelica  and  nuts.

He  will  try  4o  find 
his  way  from  Behring  Sea  through  the  open  channels 
found,  some  years  ago,  by  the  explorer  Amundsen, 
who  made  his  way  from  Norway  to  Alaska  in  190S. 
Stefansson  has  already  spent  a  long  time  in  the  Arctic 
regions.  It  was  he  who  found  the  white  Eskimos 
who  may  have  been  descended  from  the  Norsemen 
who  came  to  Greenland  with  Lief  Ericson.  Every  boy 
In  Victoria  ought  to  see  the  cxpldrer  and  his  ship. 


The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  has 
come  to  the  Pacific  Coast.

In  a  auiet  grave  in  the  little  desert  town  of 
Geili,  twenty  miles,  north  of  Khartoum,  a  man  has 
been  laid  to  rest  whose  name  brings  back  the  tragedv 
of  the  Soudan  and  the  death  of  General  Gordon.  His 
name  was  Zubehr  Pasha,  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
men  in  Nineteenth  century  Egypt.  He  was  descend- 
ed from  a  line  of  rulers  of  Egypt  whose  power  had 
declined,  and  he  lived  to  add  to  the  woes  of  his  na- 
tive land. 

He  was  born  at  Khartoum  in  1.S30.  .tnd  as  a  young 
man  he  wandered  into  a  part  of  the  Soudan  known  as 
the  Bahr-el-Ghazal,  where  he  mixed  with  Arab  slave- 
dealers  and  elephant-hunters.  He  himself  became  the 
greatest  slave-dealer  in  Egypt.  With  his  high  birth 
and  great  talents  he  collected  a  strong  force  of  fighting 
men  about  him,  made  himself  ruler  of  wide  domains, 
with  a  court  like  a  king's,  supported  by  a  well-ordered 
army  and  a  vast  host  of  slaves.  The  slaves  were  his 
servants;  they  were  also  his  ready  money.  He  bar- 
tered human  flesh  and  blood  for  wealth,  and  made  the 
countryride  desolate  where  he  led  his  raids  to  carry 
off  the  people  into  slavery.  AH  this,  which  reads  like 
some  terrible  story,  from  the  Old  Testament,  was  hap- 
pening less  than  forty  years  ago. 

The  Egyptian  Government,  whose  army  was  beat- 
en by  Zubehr's  in  open  battle,  thought  it  wise  to  treat 
him  as  a  friend,  and  when  he  had  gained  a  great  ter- 
ritory from  them,  he  went  to  Cairo  to  claim  the  gov- 
ernorship of  the  land  he  had  won.  He  was  kept  there 
as  a  sort  of  prisoner,  and  i.i  his  absence  General  Gor- 
don, who  was  ruler  of  the  Soudan,  had  to  proceed 
against  Zubehrs  son,  who  had  risen  in  rebellion.  The 
son  was  captured  and  shot,  and  in  his  possession  was 
found  a  letter  from  Zubehr  urging  him  to  rebel.  In 
consequence  of  this  letter  Zubehr  was  deprived  o»'  all 
his  property,   and  detained  at  Cairo. 

Years  passed  awav,  and  Gordon  left  the  Soudan, 
but  was  sent  back  in  January,  1884,  to  bring  away 
the  Egyptian  garrison  from  Khartoum  and  leave  the 
Soudan  to  the  forces  of  the  terrible  .Mahdi.  the  AraH 
who  had  gathered  the  scattered  tribes  of  the  desert 
into  one  vast  army,  which  was  overrunning  the  land, 
slaying  all  who  opposed  it. 

On  landing  in  Cairo.  Gordon  met  Zubehr  by  ac- 
cident, and  there  was  a  stormy  and  intensely  dramatic 
scene  between  them. 

"You  killed  my  son,"  exclaimed  the  Arab — "my 
son,  to  whom  you  should  have  been  as  a  father.  .You 
brought  my  wives  and  women  and  children  to  Khar- 
toum  in   chains." 

This  bitter  Interview  impressed  Gordon  very 
much.  He  conceived  a  liking  for  the  slave-dealer,  and 
urged  that  Zubehr  should  be- appointed  to  succeed  him 
as  Governor  of  the  Soudan.  He  praised  his  energy, 
ability  and  daring,  and  said  that  in  two  months  Zu- 
behr woulf*  have  the  Mahdi  at  his  mercy,  for  the 
Mahdi's  best  generals  were  the  men  who  had  formerly 
served  Zubehr. 

The  suggestion  caused  some  excitement,  and  many 
cables  were  exchanged  between  England  and  Egypt,  and 
many  Cabinet  meetings  were  held.  Mr.  QIadstone 
agreed  to  the  appointment,  so  did  Lord  Cromer,  so 
did  Queen  Victoria;  but  the  rest  of  the  Cabinet  would 
not  agree,  nor  would  Parliament,  and  in  the  end  Zu- 
behr was  not  appointed.  He,  if  any  man  could,  might 
have  saved  Gordon  from  his  terrible  death  at  the 
hands  of  the  Arabs  at  Khartoum.  They  would  no^ 
have  disobeyed  Zubehr.     But  it  was  not  to  be! 

In  course  of  time  Zubehr  was  allowed- to  return 
to  his  property  at  Gellli,  where  he  passed  the  last  of 
his  days  in  quietness,  forgotten  by  the'  worid  until 
the  news  of  his  death. brought  back  his  name  to  (tub- 
llc  memory.  This  man  who  died  forgotten  was  onte 
the  greatest  tyrant  of  tlte  great  Soudan,  and  ha<)  -|ie 
remained  In  the  country  he  had  conquered,  he  rolfllt 
have  marched  victorious  through  the  land  tftc 
Pharaohs  ruled. — Little  Paper.

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HE  House  of  Commons  has  many 
lives.  The  floor  of  the  House, 
the  big  debates,  the  narrow  and 
exciting  divisions,  which  are  the 
familiar  features  to  the  public, 
form  but  one  of  the  many  phases  in  its  exist- 
lence,  says  Tlie  London  Daily  Telegraph. 

On  an  underj^round  floor  there  is  the  social 
life  of  the  dining-rooms,  where  nightly  ladies 
come  to  dine  with  their  friends.  On  a  floor 
upstairs  there  are  daily  durrng  most  months  of 
the  session  the  Titanic  conflicts  in  Private  Bill 
Committees  of  the  rival  railway  or  water  or 
gas  companies.  In  the  smoke-rooms  there  are 
rhe  frieudly  conversations  over  the  soothing 
cigar,  and  the  cup  of  coffee  of  the  political  ' 
foes,  wh(i  forget  their  differences  in  the  good  ' 
fellowship  which  is  the  general  atmosphere  of 
the  House.  Beneath  the  floor  of  the  House 
there  is  a  vast  world  like  catacombs  where  en- 
gineers arrange  the  lighting, «thc  supply  of  fresh 
air.  the  jutlicious  mixture  of  heat  in  cold  wea- 
ther and  ice  in  warm.  And  in  addition,  and 
beyond  all  these,  is  a  corps  of  officials  who 
prepare  the  measures  which  are  to  form  the 
subject  of  the  open  battles  in  the  House  it- 
-aelf.— . 


FIFTY  YEARS'  SERVICE 

Many  of  these  officials  are  not  known  by 
name;  some,  even, -«*e-flpt  known  by  sight  to 
the  members  of  the  House — even  to  those 
who  have  grown  grey  tliere.  And  few,  per- 
haps, realized  that  a  man  wiili  a  liandsome,  a 
clear-cut,  and — up  to  a  short  time  ago — clean 
shaven  face,  was  one  who  had  more  to  do  than 
anybody  with  the  secret  machinery,  or,  it 
might  be  said,  tire  factory,  from  which  came 
daily  the  raw  material  that  the  House  itself  had 
by  and  by  to  turn  into  Budgets,  Rules  of  Order 
or  Statutes. 

Like  so  many  great  officials  in  the  English 
world  this  gentleman  sought  obscurity.  He 
rarely  if  ever  exchanged  a  word  with  a 
member  of  Parliament  outside  official  circles; 
he  was  to  be  seen  beside  the  Speaker's  cl^ir 
at  a  certain  hour  every  evening;  and  frequent- 
ly he  was  in  the  Inner  Lobby;  but  for  the 
most  part  he  spent  his  hours  in  an  inner  room 
in  one  of  the  rabbit-warrens  of  offices  which 
are  scattered  all  over  the  building.  And  yet 
little  or  nothing  was  done  in  the  House  in 
which  his  work,  his  advice,  were  not  asked. 
From  Friday  of  last  week  the  House  of  Com- 
mons will  know  him  no  more.  He  retired  on 
that  day  for  ever;  he  had  completed  just  his 
fifty  years  of  service,  and  although  his  employ- 
ment had  been  extended  beyond  the  ordinary 
term  of  service,  he  found  himself  no  longer 
able  to  stick  to  work,  and  went  away  to  re- 
tirement with  his  well-earned  pension. 

COUNSELLOR  OF  FIVE  SPEAKERS 

This  gentleman  was  Sir  William  Gibbons. 
He  was  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the  Public  Bill 
Office  and  Clerk  of  the  Fees.  He  comes  of  a 
race  of  House  of  Commons  officials.  His 
father  held  the  same  office  before  liim;  started 
at  the  work  in  tStC,  and  held  it  for  half  a 
century.  His  tiine  overlapped  the  son's  by 
three  years.  But  for  that  the  two  might  have 
been  said  to  have  filled  the  place  for  a  century 
between  them;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  nine- 
ty-seven years,  wiiich  is  near  enough.  Coming 
to  the  House  as  a  junior  clerk  in  1863,  Sir 
William  Gibbons  could  boast  of  having  served 
eight  Prime  Ministers  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. 

In  tlie  same  period  lie  was  also  the  coun- 
sellor of  five  Speakers.  And  Sir  William  Gib- 
bons was  not  merely  an  acquaintance  of  these 
Premiers;  he  was  brought  into  constant  con- 
tact with  them;  he  had  to  advise,  to  guide, 
even  to  warn  litem.  For  before  any  bill  is  in- 
troduced into  the  House  of  Commons  it  has  to 
undergo  the  most  careful  supervision  by  the 
Public  Bill  Department.  The  House  of  Com- 
mons, like  the  Law  Courts,  is  enmeshed  in  a 
whole  network  of  inflexible  rules,  and  woe  be- 
tide the  bill  or  the  Minister  who  tries  to  break 
through  any  of  this  century-old  network.  At 
any  moment  he  may  find  himself  tripped  up 


by  the  ever  vigilant  Opposition  or  the  vigilant 
stickler  for  old  forms  and  orthodox  procedure. 
More  than  once  a  great  measure,  which  has 
excited  the  hopes  of  one -side  and  the  rage  of 
the  other  suddenly  finds  itself  brought  to  an 
untimely  death  by  the  neglect  of  some  of  the 
simplest  of  these  rules.  Mr.  Balfour  had  to 
withdraw  a  great  measure  once  dealing  with 
redistribution  in  Ireland  on  a  point  of  order. 
Quite  recently  the  hopes  of  tlie  Suffragists 
were  dashed  to  the  ground  "because  of  a  mis- 
take in  order.  No  Minister  and  no  measure 
are  safe  from  this  deadly  form  of  peril. 

FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS 
The  chief  rule,  and  the  ni.ist  rigid,  is  asso- 
Vflated  witli  finance,  in  the  long  struggle  be- 
tween the  Crown  and  the  House  of  Commons 
finance  was  the  chief  point  of  controvers}' — 
of  encroacliment  on  the  side  of  the  Crown  or 
the  nobles,  of  defence  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mons. And  thus  it  is  that  every  financial  pro- 
posal ill  the  House  of  Commons  finds  itself 
even  today  confronted  by  one  stone  wall  after 
another  betofc  ft  (^n  reach  thi  |:oal. 

A  bill,  for  instance,  proposed  some  new 
provisions  about  "agriculture,  about  social  re- 
form,_abDui  llie  Gnvernineiit  ofirelaad.  ur ^n v 


<5ther  subject.  At  once  the  Minister  in  charge 
of  the  bill  had  to  come  to  Sir  William  Gibbons 
and  he  found  out  for  him  the  right  way  to  go 
about  it,  and  what  were  tlie  .pitfalls  on  the 
way*  If  in  this  measure  there  were  but  one 
clause  which  laid  a  burden  on  the  public  purse. 


it  became  necessary  to  have  a  Committee  of 
the  House  with  two  stages—^qiTiniJttee  and 
report.  This  gave  everyone  in  the, House  the 
fullest  opportunity  of  discussing  at' any' length 
this  proposed  impdst. 

Itlvas,  for  instance,  necessary  to  propose 
such  a  Committee  for  the  Irish  Home  Rule  Bill, 
because  under  that  measure  there  were  certain 
financial  proposals,  and  it  was  in  the  financial 
committee  on  the  hill  that  there  took  i^dace 
the  famous  snap  divisic^n  whicli  shook  to  the 
foundations  the  fortunes  of  tlie  bill  and  the 
very  existence  of  the  (jovernment.  Further- 
more, as  an  additional  safeguard  of  ihc  pui">lic 
purse,  and  the  absolute  and  constant  control 
of  finance  by  the  Commons,  there  is.the'pre- 
caution  that  any  fiirancial  proposals  in  a  bill 
are  distinguished  from  the  oihcr  parts  of  ihe 
bill  by  being  printed  in  italics. 

PITFALLS  OF  THF  LEGISLATOR 
These  financial  provisions  are. also  the  ob- 
stacle against  which  tiie  poor  unofficial  niem- 
her  often  lias  to  ttirow  himself  in.  vain.  Lor 
it  is  one  of  the  most  rigid  rules  Of  the  House 
that  no  unofficial  member  can  propose  any  de- 
mand on  tlie  public  purse;  Ministers  alone  have 

the  right  to  make  aiLy^such  prupus^il 'Lit us.il 

was  that  every  bill  of  a  private  member  had 
first  to  pass  the  gauntlet  of  the  trained  an'!; 
vigilant  eye  of  Sir  William  Gibbri^is  before  it 
was  brought  before  the  House  of  Commons. 
And  if  that  steady,  clear-headed  official,  witli 
half  a  century  of  experience  behind  him,  and

a  daily  experience  of  legislative  proposals,  neg- 
atived any  proposal  in  such  bill,  it  had  to  be 
transformed  and  put  forward  in  another  and 
more  orderly  shape. 

But  these  are  only  a  few, of  the  pitfalls  for 
the  legislator,  official  or  unofficial.  It  is  one 
of  the  rules  of  the  House  that  no  proposal  can 
be  admitted  into  a  bill  which  cannot  be  de- 
fined as  coming  within  the  scope  of  its  title 
and  its  purpo.se.  If  any  such  proposal  be  in- 
serted in  a  bill  by  a  Minister^  even  though  he 
be  backed  by  the  House  of  Commons,  his 
course  is  not  yet  clear.  Then  it  was  that  the 
counsel  of  Sir  William  Gibbons  had  to  be 
souglit  by  the  Speaker.  If  his  aclvice  were  ad- 
verse, the  Speaker  nearly  always  took  it.  and, 
by  a  decision  from  the  Chair,  pronounced  the 
doom  of  the  measure.  That,  for  instance,  is 
why  the  Speaker  the  other  da'y  put  an  end  to 
the  further  existence  of  the  Franchise  Bill.  For 
he  had  to  rule  that  if  a  million,  or  seven  mil- 
lions, or  eleven  millions  of  new  female 
voters  were  added  to  the  existing  elec- 
torate, this  would  extend  the  bill  be- 
yond its  title,  and,  therefore,  would  necessi- 
tate Its  withdrawal  and  the  introduction  of  a 
\itw  bill,  whose  title  would  correspond  ta  Us 


purpose. 

BUDGET  PROBLEMS  •. 

Again,  when  dTe  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer introduced  his  Budget  he  had  to  call 
Sir  William  Gibbons  into  consultation,  and  ihi*-- 
experienced  official  was  called  on  to  solve  the 
knotty  problems  put  before  him. 

When  Mr.  Lloyd  George  was  preparing  his 
famous  Budget  he  had  to  ask  whether  it  was 
possible  to  claim  that  the  land  clauses  with  the 
valuation  measures  attached  cou]4  be  described 
as  a  financial  proposal  such  as  the  Budget  Avas 
supposed  -alone  to  contain.  If  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  had  either  introduced  such  clauses 
without  consulting  Sir  William  Gibbons  or  had 
acted  against  liis  judgment,  it  would  always 
have  been  possible,  in  the  very  midst  of  his 
Budget,  for  some  such  vigilant  watch-dog  of 
financial  proposals  and  of  the  Rules  of  the 
House  as  Sir  Frederick  Banbury  to  have 
tripped  him  up  and  brought  his  Budget  to  an 
ignominious  end;  and,  perhaps,  also,  to  close 
his  career  as  a  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

These  .are  important  duties  enough  for  the 
Principal  Clerk  of  Public  Bills.  Buf  they 
are  not  all.  It  is  his  duty,  for  instance,  to  keep 
as  stern  a  watch  over  the  proceedings  of  the 
House  of  Lords;  and  if  that  august  assembly 
ventured  to  invade  the  exclusive  finance  auth- 
ority of  the  House  of  Commons  by  touching 
finance  it  was  the  duty  of  Sir  William  Gibbons 
to  repeat  his  stern  veto  to  the  Speaker,  and  it 
became  incumbent  on  the  Speaker  to  assert 
vigorously  the  privileges  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons against  the  usurpations  of  the  House  of 
Lords. 

WHEN  LORDS  AND  COMMONS 
DISAGREE 

Again,  when  the  twoHousese  are  playing 
battledore  and  shuttlecock  with  a  measure,"  the 
one  proposing  amendments  to  the  other,  ii 
was  the  duty  of  Sir  William  Gibbons  to  super- 
intend and  direct  the  proceedings  of  the  House 
of  Commons.  What  happens  when  the  House 
of  Commons  refuses  to  accept  amendments  in- 
troduced by  the  Lords  is  to  appoint  a  Commit- 
«  tee  of  its  members,  who  are  supposed  to  draw 
up  a  report  in  which  are  set  forth  sweetly  but 
firmly  the  reasons  which  compel  the  Commons 
to  refuse  the  amendments  of  the  Lords.  The 
Committee  -  solemnly  withdraws  from  the 
House  to  draw  up  its  report;  it  goes  no  further 
than  a  few  yards  from  the  Speaker's  chair,  does 
not  even  sit  down,  and  so  it  has  often  been 
remarked  that  its  return  with  its  full  renort  is 
suspiciously  rapid.  The  explanation  is  that 
Sir  V/illiam  Gibbons  had  drawn  up  the  report 
for  the  Committee,  and  that  their  sole  duty 
was  to  adopt  it.  ■  » 

Finally,  as  Clerk  of  Fees,  Sir  William  Gib- 
bons had  to  draw  up  the  list  of  the  expenses 
of  the  House  of  Commons;  the  salaries,  from 
that  of  the  Speaker  to  that  of  the  doorkeeper 


MAN'S  POSTURE 


At  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Profes- 
sor Arthur  Keith  delivered  his  second  lecture  on 
"Man's  Posture  and  its  Evolution."  It  was  itot, 
he  maintained,  with  the  evolution  of  man,  but 
with  the  appearance  of  the  earliest  form  of 
anthropoid  ape  that  the  greatest  of  postural 
revolutions  took  place.  At  that  very  remote 
date  the  main  structural  and  functional  modifi- 
cations were  worked  out  to  adapt  the  body  for 
the  upright  position.  The  exact  nature  of  the 
chanj^e  could  be  seen  when  a  comparison  was 
made  between  the  bodies  of  the  gibbon  and  of 
the  ordinary  monkey. 

Structural  changes  which  occurred  during  a 
postural  revotution  were  comparable  with  those 
wHIch  took  place  In  the  body  politic  with  a 
dianfs  of  foyerftment.  A  new  directing  force 
canie  then  into  operation,  'but  the  peimanent 
t^iickih  feiAained  in  office  and  accommodated 
themselves  to  the  new  regime.  A  good  exam- 
pfi  of  the  truth  of  this  statement^  said  the  lee. 


turer,  was  to  be  seen  in  the  structure  at  the  low- 
er part  of  the  trunk.  In  pronograde,  or  "tailed," 
monkeys  the  abdominal  organs  were  support- 
ed chiefly  by  the  lower  or  ventral  wall  of  the 
body;  but  with  the  chahge  to  the  orthograde,  or 
upright,  posture,  the  load  fell  chiefly  on  those 
muscles  which  guarded  the  hind  part  of  the  ab- 
domen. The^muscles  which  guarded  this  part 
in  pronograde  monkeys  were  also  those  which 
moved  the  tail.  It  was  the  muscles  of  the  tail 
which  had  been  utilized  in  orthograde  animals 
to  form  the  floor  of  the  abdominal  cavity. 
Professor  Keith  considered  that  it  was  remark- 
able how  economically  the  change  had  been 
carried  out.  Not  a  single  new  muscle  or  part 
was  introduced,  and  with  a  slight  change  here 
and  there  the  old  structures  were  made  to  an- 
swer to  the  new  conditions. 

A  direct  result  of  the  evolution  of  the  up- 
right posture  Wa$  the  disappearance  of  the  tail. 
It  was  absent  from  the  gibbon  and  all  the  higher 
primates,  including  man,  gof^lla,  chimpanzee 
and  orang.    Although  the  tail  had  disappeared 


at  such  an  early  stage  in  the  evolution  of  the 
orthograde  primates,  vestiges  of  a  tail  could 
be  seen  in  all  the  anthropoids  and  man.  The 
lecturer  stated  that  children  were  occasionally 
born  with  true  tails,  and  that  such  an  organ  al- 
ways appeared  in  an  early  stage  of  human  de- 
velopment. Vestiges  of  all  the  muscles  of  a 
true  tail  were  familiar  to  the  student  of  human 
anatomy.  In  anthropoids  the  bony  framework 
of  the  pelvis  was  capacious,  and  the  young 
were  born  without  diftlculty.  It  was  well  recog- 
nized by  medical  men  that  similar  statements 
could  not  be  made  as  regards  the  same  parts  in 
the  human  pelvis.  One  was  therefore  tempted, 
said  Profesor  Keith,. to  inquire  why  mankind — 
especially  under  the  elaborate  and  luxurious 
conditions  of  the  higher  civilization — should  so 
often  be  the  subject  of  pelvic  disablement. 
When  the  anthropoid  and  the  human  pelvis 
were  compared  it  was  seen  that  the  chief  influ- 
ence which  had  modified  man's  pelvis  was  the 
iipecialization  of  the  lower  extremities  as  the 
•nly  means  of  progression. 


PAYING  FOR  THE  PROGRAMMES 


Ever  ready  to  tilt  with  human  idiosyn- 
crasy, serious  or  frivolous,  Life  is  out  with  the 
query  why  the  New  York  papers  are,  not  air- 
ing the  dislike  of  the  thejrtre-going  public  for 
the  new  fashion  of  charging  for  the  printed 
programmes.  Theatre  patrons  have  long 
borne  in  silence  the  annoyance  of  the  page? 
and  pages  of  advertising  which  they  arc  forc- 
ed to  handle  in  ordu^  to  be  informed  as  to 
necessary  points  in  the  play  which  they  have 
paid  a  good  price  to  see.  It  now  appears  that 
they  have  to  pay  for  the  programmes,  too. 
Why  not  require  the  diner  at  table  to  pay  for 
the  menu-^perhaps  this  will  come  next— or 
the  shopper  to  buy  at  each  counter  a  list  bt 
the  things  from  which  he  is  to  select  his  pur- 
chase.? But  there  is  a  way  out  in  the  present 
instance.  Never  go  on  a  first  night,  and  next 
day  clip  the  cast  out  from  the  criticism  of  the 
play  in  your  newspaper,  paste  It  on  a  card, 
tuck  it  into  your  glove,  an#  there  you  ird

or  the  attendants;  and  also  to  turn  the  Esti- 
mates of  the  year  into  the  Appropriation  Bill, 
in  which  they  are  all  brought,'  as  in  a  ledger 
from  a  day-book,  together.  It  was  one  of  his 
recent  duties  to  look  after  the  £400  a  year 
which  the  State  is  now  paying  for  the  services 
of  each  of  its  legislators. 

FAREWELL  TO  WESTMINSTER 

To  all  members,  to  the  Minister  and  the 
rivate  member,  Sir  William  Gibbons  was 
equally  courteous,  helpful  and  sympathetic, 
seeing  that  all  the  rough  work  was  done  secun- 
dum artem.  He  had  a  distinguished  University 
career,  and  was  an  athlete  in  his  day.  He  re- 
mained a  great  walker  to  a  late  period  of  his 
life. 

Even  the  terrible  all-night  sittings  of  the 
'eighties,  when  Parnell  and  Biggar  were  turn- 
ing the  Parliamentary  machine  upside, down, 
and  turning  also  night  into  day,  Sir  William, 
after  remaining  up  till  four  in  the  morning, 
would  blithely  set  forth  and  walk  the  long 
miles  between  Westminster  and  his  home  in 
Weybridge.  But  recently  he  had  a  severe  cold, 
which  shook  him;  he  had  to  return  to  the 
House  of  Commons  with  a  beard  covering  the 
face  so -long  familiar  a.s^  clean-shaven.     He  was 


72  years  of  age,  and  had  already  consented  to 
have  his  useful  services  continued  to  the  State 
after  the  average  time,  so  he  took  his  pension 
and  in  the  afternoon  of  last  Friday  when  he 
had  finished  his  fifty  years  of  service  almost  to 
the  very  hour,  he  shook  the  dtist  of  Westmin. 
ster  from  his  feet. 

Everybody  hopes  that  he  will  have  ifiarfj 
years  of  life,  health,  and  peace  in  his  country 
home,  with  many  years  of  leisure^  enriched  by 
the  crowding  memories  of  so  mafry  great  men 
and  great  events  in  a  scene  in  which  he  played 
so  unobtrusive  and  yet  so  momentous  a  parL

CHRISTCHURCH,  N.  Z.,  March  21. — 
The  mercantile  world  In  New  Zealand 
has  been  considerably  exercUed  ot 
late  by  the  flrat  proBecuUon  under  the 
Commercial  Tru'stB  Act  of  1910.  A  few 
days  ab'o  the  chief  Justice.  Sir  Robert 
Blout,  tKllvered  his  reserved  judgment 
in  the  case  of,  the  Attorney-General  of 
New  Zealand  vs.  the  New  Zealand 
Merchants'  Association,  the  Colonial 
Sugar  Keflnlns  Company  and  three 
other  defentluntti,  wholesale  firms  car- 
rying on  business  in  the  Dominion.  The 
chief  Jualice  found  that  each  of  the 
fivo  defendants  had  been  jfullty  of 
breaches  of  the  Commercial  Trusts 
Act,  and  that  all  five  defendants  had 
been  guilty  of  coneplrlngr  to  monopo- 
lize the  sale  of  sugar  in  New  Zealand, 
•■contrary    to    the    public   Interest." 

Etich  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay 
penalties  amounting  to  $5,000,  and  leave 
was  reserved  to  the  Attorney-General 
to  move  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  defendants  from  continuing  the 
course  of  conduct  complained  of.  The 
law  which  has  thus  been  enforced  for 
the  first  time  presents  some  novel 
features,  and  is  In  many  respects  dif- 
ferent from  the  New  South  Wales  law, 
which  It  was  recently  sought,  but  wlth- 
oat  BtiCceBS. — to  apply — for  the  -reprea— 
sion  of  the  coal  monoply  in  the  Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth. 

Orapplei  With  Froblema 
Tho  law  is  an  attempt  to  grapple 
with  the  difficult  Industrial  problems 
which  have  arisen  from  the  aggrega- 
tion of  trade  into  these  composite  or- 
ganixations  recently  come  to  be  known 
as  trusts,  and  which  are  by  many  re- 
garded as  a  b'rave  menace.  As  stated 
by  Sir  Kobert  Stout  In  his  judgment, 
the  question  really  is:  "Is  the  State  to 
be  dominant  and  to  sec  tliat  such 
liberty  is  granted  as  makes  for  tho 
liberty  of  all,  or  must  the  state  be 
placed  under  the  control  of  large  indus- 
trial organizations?"  The  Commercial 
Trusts  Act  creates  a  series  of  offences, 
which   may  be  grouped  as  follows: 

(1)  It  is  Illegal  to  grant  concessions, 
rebates,  discounts,  etc..  in  consideration 
of  exclusive  tmdlng  of  in  consideration 
that  the  grantee  becomes  a  member  of 
a  commercial  trust,  or  undertakes  to  act 
in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  a 
commercial  trust  with  respect  to  the 
.sale,    purchase    or   supply    of   any   goods. 

(2)  It  is  an  offence  to  refuse  to  sell 
either  absolutely  or  except  upon  disad- 
vantageous condltlcns  goods  in  any 
person  for  the  reason  that  such  person 
refuses  to  restrict  his  dealing  or  to  be- 
come a  member  qf  a  commercial  trust 
or  to  act  in  conformity  with  the  direc- 
tions of  such  trust,  with  respect  to  the 
sale,  purchase  or  supply  of   goods. 

(3)  It  Is  an  offence  to  conspire  with 
any  other  per'son  to  monopolize  the  de- 
mand or  supply  of  any  goods,  or  to  con- 
trol the  price  of  any  goods  if  such  mon- 
opoly or  control  is  contrary  to  the  pub- 
lic Interests. 

TX7  liTadiiir  ProvlslOBB 
As  soon  aa  the  Act  passed  Into  law 
the  various  rings,  trusts  and  combines 
in  the  Dominion  naturally  set  about  de- 
vising a  means  for  evading  Its  drastic 
provisions.  Tills  would  not  be  very 
dlfhcult  were  not  for  the  concluding 
clause  of  the  Act.  This  provides  that 
In  any  action  for  the  recovery  of.  a  pen- 
alty under  the  Act  tho  supreme  Court 
may  "  admit  and  accept  as  sufficient 
such  evidence  as  It  thinks  fit,"  whether 
euch  evidence  be  strictly  legal  evidence 
or  not.  It  Is  further  provided  that  no 
person  shall  be  excused  from  answering 
Interrogatories  or  from  producing  or 
discovering  documents  on  the  ground 
that  it  would  tend  to  criminate  him  in 
respect  of  any  offence  against  the  Act. 
Much  indignation  has  been  vented 
against  this  bold  invasion  of  the  ground 
principles  of  the  KngUsh  law  of  evi- 
dence. 

In  thus  removing  the  protection 
which  the  Court  always  allow  to  a  de- 
fendant the  I^eglslature  has  deliberately 
armed  the  ofllcer.s  of  the  Crown  with  In- 
quisitorial powfjrs  which  are  irresistible. 
In  ■.  the  particular  case  referred  to  the 
defendants  were  compelled  to  supply  all 
tlxe  materials  for  their  undoing,  the 
Crown  officers  were  given  a  roving  coro- 
mli^slon  to  Inspect  without  restriction 
minute  books,  letter  books  and  every 
document  however  confidential.  In  the 
possession  of  the  defendants,  and  their 
own  otTlccrs  and  clerks  were  called  by 
the  Crown  and  compelled  to  disclose  to 
the  fullest  details  the  business  of  thel  • 
employer.*!. 

Br«»ch*e  oS  Xiaw 

The  actions  of  the  defendants  which 
have  thus  been  held  to  be  breaches  of 
the  law,  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 
One  of  the  defendants  was  the  Colonial 
Sugar  Refining  Company,  a  corporation 
having  lis  headquarters  in  Sydney.^  For 
some  year.s  past  this  company  has  grrad- 
ually  extended  its  operations  in  New 
Zealand  until  It  has  obtained  practically 
u  monopoly  of  the  supply  of  sugar  to 
the  Dominion.  The  company  sells  In 
the  Dominion  about  13,600,000  worth  of 
sugar  per  annum;  the  supply  of  sugar 
from  other  sources  amounts  to  only 
$60,000  worth.  The  system  adopted  by 
the  company  In  order  to  attain  this 
practically  exclusive  position  was  to 
arrange  the  merchants  and  retailers  In 
groups  or  syndicates,  to  which  it  al- 
lowed discounts  varying  In  amftunt  with 
their  Aggregate  purchaseo,  together 
with  a  bonus  of  12.60  per  ton  in  consid- 
eration of  a  covenant  to  deal  exclusive- 
ly in  the  company's  8u«ar.  This  tionuB 
became  obviously  lllecal  on  the  paAlniF 
of  the  Commercial  Trusta  Act  of  IflO, 
and  Had  to  be  dropped.  Shortly  after 
the  enactment  of  the  statute  thtf% 
incorporated  the  New  SSealand 
chants'  Asaoclation.  This  la  a  com- 
meroial  trust  within  the  maanlnv  of  the 
statute.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  a  body  hav- 
ing for  its  ol>Ject«  the  oontrolllnt'  Pt 
the  prices  of  various  eiasaee  of  cetods.

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practically  all  the  wholesale  mercantile 
Arms  of  standing  In  tho  Dominion,  with 
one  notable  exception,  the  firm  of  V^alr- 
balrn,  Wright  &  CO',  By  arrangement 
between  the  association  and  the  sugar 
company  tho  latter  promulgated  a  scalo 
of  discounts  early  In  1911,  varying  from 
1  per  cent,  on  monthly  purchases  vt  su- 
gar up  to  12,500  to  4V4  per  cent,  on 
monthly  purchases  of  112,600  and  over. 
The  recalcitrant  firm  of  Falrbalrn. 
Wright  &  Oo.  were  fully  able  under  this 
scale  to  earn  tl*  maximum  discount, 
but  they  adopted  the  embarassing  prar 
alee  of  giving  away  to  their  customers 
the  whole  of  this  dlecount  except  Vt 
per  cent  Six  months  later,  therefore, 
at  the  request  of  the  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation, the  Sugar  Company  promulgated 
a  new  scale,  under  whioh  the  amount 
of  monthly  purchases  required  to  earn 
the  maximum  discount  wis  raised  from 
112, SOO  to  160,000.  The  recalcitrant  Arm 
atlll  contrived  to  purchase  160,000  and 
upwards  per  month,  and  still  pursued 
its  rebellious  policy  of  giving  4  per 
cent  of  the  4V6  per  cent,  earned  to  its 
customers. 

At  this  point  the  minute  boolis  of  the 
Merchants'  AssociaUon  ceased  to  be 
written  up.  and  Its  letter  boolcs  became 
■uMenly  silent  on  the  topic  of  sti#er. 
*but  the  president  of  the  Merchants'  a's> 
poelatlon  took  a  trip  to  Sydney,  where 
tta*  directors  of  the  iTucar  eompany  re< 
el«e.  and  shortly  afterwards  a  further 
eeals  w»m  preatulcated  by  the  eucsi- 
oompaart  .the  amooat  »t- monthly   pur- 


chases required  to  earn  the  maxi- 
mum discount  wa.s  now  raised  from 
$60,000    to    M26.00O. 

The  firm  of  Falrbalrn,  Wright  &  Co 
were  unable  to  come  up  to  this  limit, 
and  had  to  content  themselves  with  a 
discount  of  2Vj  Pfr  cent.  It  is  .  truo 
that  no  other  single  firm  In  New  Ze.»- 
lan.l  could  approach  |1 25,000  of  monthly 
purchases,  but  the  mHxImum  discounts 
were  nevertheless  paid,  and  In   this  wlso 

raymente  Made  Street 

A  leading  member  of  the  Merchafta" 
Association  was  appointed  "principal." 
with  eight  other  mombers  of  the  as- 
sociation as  purchasers.  The  sugar 
company  supplied  sugar  to  the  sub-pur 
chasers  In  such  (luantltics  as  they  r"- 
qulred,  but  debited  the  supplies  in  their 
ledgers  against  the  account  of  the  prin- 
cipal. Payments  were  made  direct  to 
the  sugar  company  by  the  sub-purchas- 
ers, but  were  credited  when  received  to 
the  principal.  In  this  way  the  princi- 
pal had  no  diflSculty  in  earning  the  max- 
imum discount,  which  was  paid  to  him 
direct,  and  by  him  distributed  among 
members  of  the  association. 

The  iMolcs  of  the  sugar  company  re- 
vealed only  that  the  principal  was  buy- 
ing practicelly  all  their  sugar  output 
and  recelvinc  discounts  amounting  to 
about  1160.000  a  year.  Such  en  arrange- 
meqt  wae,  of  courso.  In  form,  no  in- 
fHntement  of  the  act.  but  the  eCect  of 
It  wan  that  any  menber  of  the  aasocl* 
aUo%  however  smaH  hie  monthly  pur- 


chases, received  the  maximum  discount, 
while  the  recalcitrant  firm,  on  purchases 
ten  or  twenty  times  larger  in  amount, 
received  a  discount  of  about  half  the 
rate. 

The  most  seductive  ofters  were  made 
to  the  recalcitrant  firm  to  Join  the  as- 
sociation. The  firm,  however,  preferred 
to  plough  its  lonely  furrow.  Finding 
Itself,  however,  gradually  being 
squeezed  out  of  the- sugar  tra-de.  It  laid 
its  case  before  Parliament,  at>d  Its  posi- 
tion has  now  been  vindicated  by  the  re- 
sult of  the  profciecutlo'ns  which  were  in- 
stituted In  consequence  of  its  persist- 
ent attitude.  The  "dummy  discount" 
method  of  evading  the  act  has.  received 
a  check;  tho  Ingenuity  of  lawyers  may 
devise  some  more  ingenuous  and  more 
effective  schemre,  but  the  legislature  of 
New  Zealand  is  very  much  in  earnest 
In  this  matter,  and  will  amend  the  net 
in  whatever  direction  Is  found  neces- 
sary.

Purebred  Animals  Now  Pull 
Plow— English  Society  May 
Offer  Prizes  at  Colonial 
ShowSi 


The  prosresa  of  the  Shire  Horse  So- 
ciety has  been  contlnuoua  from  Ita  In- 
ception in  1878.  No  breed  organlzatldn 
ha-s  a  better  record  of  steady  expansion, 
and  on  the  eve  of  Ub  34th  annual  show 
In  I^ondon  Its  activities  are  still  qujck- 
i-nlng.  The  sociely  has  proved  Itself  a 
living  force  In  promoting-  tlie  breeding 
of  a  better  typo  of  draught  animal. 
Tluj^if  who  in.stltdteil  the  society  a  gcu- 
oratlon  ago  could  not  have  foreseen  the 
dimensions  to  wlilQh  it  has  grown,  with 
a  membership  of  5,000  and  an  Influence 
for  good  penetrates  to  the  remotest  dis- 
tricts south  of  the  Tecs  and  extends  into 
countries    abroad. 

The  Idea  that  the  breeding  of  high- 
class  cart  horses  was  a  luxury  for  the 
rich  has  long  been  exploded.  Landowners 
and  men  of  Independent  means  embarked 
.so  energetically  upon  the  pursuit  in  Its 
early  years  of  organized  existence  tlial 
.smaller  men  were  rather  overshadowed 
in  the  public  eye,  but  the  rivalry  of  the 
former  suppled  the  stimulus  that  -was 
needed  to  «stabll!5h  It  upon  a  proper 
footing.  The  ranks  of  breeder.s  still 
Include  a  proportion  who  adopt  It  lesas 
as  a  source  of  profit  than  of  pleasure, 
or  as  a  moans  of  doing  good  In  the 
district,  but  the  breeding  of  Shlrc 
ivciiTBas  on  stud  hnnk  Unfia  ia  now  CBBert-

tially  the  business  of  the  tenant-farmer. 
The  results  of  the  sale  at  Tring  Park 
on  Friday  bear  testimony  to  happy  re- 
lationship of  landowners  and  farmers 
in  thi.s  pursuit.  Some  of  the  highest 
priced  animals  were  bred  from  mares  in 
working,'  teams  that  had  been  mated 
with  sires  in  tho  Tring  Park  or  other 
noted  stud,  hired  by  the  local  club.  The 
support    of     tho    owners     who    give     the

The  large  aoceaalona  to  the  number  of 
■tuda  have  been  mainly  breeder*  who 
view  the  puraiflt  i>rlmamy  aa  a  •aound 
commercial  enterprlee.  Thla  later  de- 
velopment, largely  due  to  the  generoalty 
and  discretion  of  the  eoclety,  ha*  great- 
ly atr«ngthened  the  poaltlon  of  the  pur- 
•ult  and  added  to  lt«  vahie.  It  haa 
consisted  almost  entirely  of  the  aubetl- 
tutlon  of  pure-bred  marea  for  anlmala 
of  mixed  breeding  in  the  working  teams. 
There  are  not  many  more  atuds  kept 
exclusively  for  exhibition  and  breeding 
now  than  In  tho  nineties  of  last  cen- 
tury; the  multiplication  haa  been  in 
animals  that  combined  collar  work  with 
their  procreative  dutieu,  a  result  which 
lias  had  a  heneflcient  effect  upon  the 
breed  and  has  proved  profitable  to  the 
breeders. 

KaglatraUon   and   VBaodadaaaa 

The  old  Kngllsh  cart  horse,  from 
which  the  modern  Shire  haa  been 
evolved,  combined  with  inherent  quali- 
ties of  weight,  substance,  and  plenty  .of 
bene,  a  tendency  to  unBoundness,  Al- 
though distinctive  types  such  as  those 
of  Derbyshire  and  the  Fens  were  not 
equally  prone  to  transmlsBable  ;bleai- 
Ishes,  none  of  them  were  free  from  a 
predisposition  to  one  or  more  of  the 
common,  ailments.  From  its  earliest 
days  the  society  has  been  engaged  In 
a  continuous  struggle  with  hereditary 
diseatses.  The  highest  ambition  has  not 
yet  been  reached,  but  the  rate  of  im- 
provement has  proved  the  -wisdom  of 
the  course  adopted  and  encourages  the 
belief  that  complete  success  is  within 
the  bounds  of  attainment.  From  an 
early  stage  in  its  career  the  society  has 
Insisted  upon  a  searching  veterinary  In- 
spection of  all  animals  over  one  year 
old  that  receive  a  prize  from  Its  funds 
at  its  own  or  any  other  show.  Most  of 
the  other  societies  that  provide  classes 
fbr    Shtrea    have    followed    the    example 


and  the  effect  of  thlS  ufiltcJ  aotlon  ha.' 
been  to  make  breeders  careful  in  their 
selection  of  animals,  both  as  to  pedigree 
and   individual    soundness. 

As  the  fight  against  tmsoundn'?ss  pro- 
gressed a  de«1ru  manifested  Itself  for 
still  more  drastic  measures.  The  pro- 
hibition of  unsound  stallions  haa  been 
discussed  at  intervals,  but  although 
the  proposal  met  with  considerable  sup- 


port It  -waa  fait  that  th«  tr—iom  et 
the  liMUvldiMl  should  ht  raapafted.  The 
/ooafMtiM*  r«»OMd  In  the  dlaoretlon  of 
hntiUhn  WM  >ot  In  the  main  mlaplaoed. 
Biraa  iinabl*  to  produce  a  certificate  of 
■ouqdnalBa  ha^e  been  almoat  haniahed 
from  the  roada.  The  eatabllshment  of 
local  chiha  for  the  co-operative  hiring 
of  atalllona  baa  done  much  to  bring 
about  their  expulsion  and  to  solve  the 
problem  of  dtapoalng  of  the  horse  that 
combined  hereditary  blcmtahes  with 
mediocrity.  The  hlgh-claaa  alrea  of  un- 
certain soundness  present  more  diffi- 
culty. With  the  co-operation  of  the 
horse-breeding  organisations,  the  Boxrd 
of  Agriculture  baa  Instituted  a  register 
for  atalllona  certified  free  from  trana- 
misslble  ailments,  and  the  intervention 
of  the  Board  In  encouraging  voluntary 
discretion  has  had  so  auspicious  a  be- 
ginning that  there  Is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  need  for  compulsory  measures 
will    speedily    disappear. 

«M  roratya  Trada 

Hitherto  Shire  horse  breeding  has  de- 
pended for  its  success  upon  the  home 
demand.  The  position,  however,  is 
changing,  not  because  of  appreciable 
curtailment  of  the  market  for  draught 
animals,  but  on  account  of  the  increase 
In  production.  The  number  of  studs 
contributing  to  the  supplies  of  colta  and 
flllleK  is  swelling  every  year.  There  Is 
no  immediate  cause  for  anxiety,  but  It 
Is  felt  that  fresh  markets  would  bo  an 
Important  factor  in  encouraging  'pro- 
gress and'  in  assuring  to  breeders  an 
adequate  reward  for  their  enterprise. 
The' difficulty  is  to  devise  a -means  for 
cultivating  a.  demand  abroad  and  still 
preserve  unlmpairod  the  charactHTii.tlcs 
of  the  breed.  The  Shire  Is  acknowl- 
edged in  other  countrie.«i  to  be  the 
weightiest  and  most  powerful  of  the 
draught  breeds,  and  If  these  qualities 
could  be  retained  ■without  a  profusion 
of  hair  on  the  legs  and  in' combination 
with  accelerated  speed  the  development 
of  an  export  trade  would  he  a  simple 
matter.  The  chief  point  In  dmput'els" 
the  amoimt  of  "feather."  Neither  Col- 
onial nor  the  foreign  Miyers  can  be 
reconciled  to  this  as  in  any  sense  a  de- 
.ilrable  feature,  while  home  breeders 
regard  a  profusion  of  hair  as  evidence 
of  plenty  of  bone  and  muscular  devel- 
opment. They  contend  that  the  elimin- 
ation of  feather  by  breeding  would  In- 
volve  a    serious      risk    of      losing      size.

hauUnt  power.  At  tta  nazt  maaUn« 
the  aootaty  will  have  undar  oonaidoration 
a  propoaed  maana  of  anoourifflng  tha 
breeding  of  Shirea  In  North  and  South 
America  and  alao  In  Auatralaaia.

Tho  Chinese  t3«neral  Staff  has  organ- 
lied  an  aeronaut  association.  Vice- 
president  I.l  Yuan-hung,  who  is  one  of 
tho  warmest,  sitpporters  of  the  project, 
said  In  a  recent  address,  that  the  study 
or  aeronautiqs  was  a  demand  of  the 
times,  and  that  while  in  some  sections 
a  belief  is  prevalent  .that  China  might 
with  advantage  be  advised  to  start  a 
little  lal;er  in  the  matter  of  aeronautic 
studies  In  view  of  the  internal  condi- 
tions, yet  there  was  no  reason  why  she 
should  not  organize  an  association  aim- 
ing at  preliminary  Investigations  as  to 
aeronavillcal  development,  hq  that  she 
might  not  find  herself  starting  too  late 
In  this  important  field  of  actlvlly.  After 
a. brief  reference  to  the  general  condi- 
tion of  aeronautics  abroad,  the  Vico- 
presldent  wound  up  his  address  with  an 
expression  of  his  sincere  hope  that  the 
members  of  the  association  would  '  do 
all  in  their  power  for  the  realization  of 
its  objects.

It  is  a  caU'i^latlon  based  ujjon  a  fairly 
solid  foundation.  The  linslishman  of 
that  type  will  .itand  a  good  deal  before 
he  allows  himself  to  treat  an  unscrupu-

The  force 
ot'  such  a  sugKeatlon  and  the  widespi-ead 
desire  to  gel  even  with  the  property  and 
peace  destroying  suffragettes  are  almost 
bound  to  lead  to  outrages  upon  these 
female  agitators  that  may  -lie  unprece- 
<lentedly  brutal.  The  .siiiril  of  retalia- 
tion is  growing  out  of  haml  tlirougliout 
the  country.  lOven  the  newspapers  su|)- 
portlng  the  Government  o.n^\,  hitherto, 
advocates  of  the  woman's  cause,  are 
urging  stern  measures.  They  recognize 
that  the  militant  suffragettes  are  en- 
deavoring  to   terrorize   the   pulilic. 

Heretofore,  the  outrages  on  projierty 
have  been  winked  at,  and  the  clemency 
of  the  officials  in  releasing  from  jail 
■"hunger-striking"  women  has  been  ap- 
plauded. Now  froni  all  side.-!,  even  from 
those  ardent  •lemocratic  quarters  that 
demand  the  vote  for  all  men  and  women 
over  21  years  of  age,  there  comes  an  in- 
sistent cry  that  those  hysterical  fanat- 
ics be  punished  to  the  full  extent  of 
the  ^law.

Bitter  Cb»aff«  of  Heart 

In  the  last  sentence  is  conlallied  the 
real  i-e«son  for  this  bitter  chauKt  nf 
heart  among  those  who  have  so  fa.- 
made  It  po'ssible  for  the  suffragettes  to 
carry  on  their  campaign  of  petty  out- 
rage. I'irst  of  all  every  iOnglishman  lias 
an  Ingrained  terror  and  dislike  of  tli:) 
bomb.  U  is  a  weapon  which  he  rarely 
uses.  He  connects  it  with  the  cowardly 
assassin  of  Southern  I0uroi)e,  who  la 
afraid  to  show  himself  and  does  not 
know  how  to  fight.  The  frustration  of 
the  only  bomb  plot  that  ever  llgured  in 
Kngllsh  history  is  still  a  matter  of 
national  celebration  every  Hflh  of  No- 
\  ember,  when  the  efflgy  (jf  Guy  Kawkes. 
who  tried  to  blow  up  llie  House  of  Com- 
mons several  hundred  years  ago,  l.s 
burned  with  much  rejoicing  and  entire 
forgetfulness  of  all  the  circumstances 
except  that  he  was  a  bomb  merchant. 

The  second  reason  for  this  swift  de- 
fection on  the  part  of  those  who  hither- 
to have  supported  the  suffragettes  la 
that  the  Walton  Heath  bombs  were  put 
in  i-liiyil  tl'orge's  hou.fe.  The  Chancel- 
lor of  the  Exchequer  Is  the  Idol  of  thoao 
who  believe  in  advanced  socialist  legis- 
lation. To  attack  him  is  to  insult  a 
deity.  Just  as  L,loyd  George  i.'i  most 
bitterly  hated  by  his  political  opjion- 
tnts,  so  he  Is  most  ardently  worshipped 
by  his  followers.  An  attack  upon  Aa- 
qulth's  house  would  have  been  gravely 
•  nd  sedately  reproved.  An  attack  by 
bomb  u-.:ion  a  house  which  supposedly 
belonged  to  Lloyd  George  has  elicited 
from  those  very  quarters  which  hereto- 
fore have  advocated  a  policy  of  leniency 
'  a  howl  for  vindicative  punishment  of 
the  militant  suffragette.  The  irony  of 
the  situation  lies  In  the  fact  that  Lloyd 
George  is  himself  an  ardent  suffragette 
— but  not  so  ardent  as  to  resign  a  sal- 
ary of  $25,000  a  year  because  the  Prlmj 
Minister  does  not  share  his  views  on 
this  question.

ARCHDEACON'S  DEATH 

WILL  BE  SORELY  FELT 

Ardent   Admirer   of   His    Work    Declares 

His   Position   Cansot   Bo  Keplaced 

at  Early   Sate 


A  friend  of  Archdeacon  Pentr«ath^ 
whose'  death  occurred  at  Paso  Hoblcs, 
Cal.,  last  Wednesday,  says  it  will  be 
a  severe  blow  to  the  Church  of  Eng- 
landon  tho  MaJnlgadi  ao  well  as  m  yeat 


personal  loss  to  his  many  hundreds  of 
friends  in  all  parts  of  the  Province. 
It  was  as  a  worker  that  the  venerable 
Archdeacon  will  best  be  remembered 
and  his  admirer  pays  the  folllwlng  tri- 
bute: "He  wa.s  a  man  who  never  spared 
liimself,  and,  although  bent  witli  the 
burden  of  strenuous  years,  spent  in  the 
service  of  his  Master,  continued  unconi- 
rdainlngly  to  perform  tasks  that  might 
liave  daunted  the  energies  of  many  a 
younger    man. 

"As  a  preacher,  it  i.s  a.sserted,  his  ser- 
mons were  dl.-<tlngulslied  1>>-  no  flowers 
of  rlletoric.  which  liki-  tii>  ir  nuinesake.s 
of  the  hedge  row  ami  tbf  garden, 
iiulckly  fade  from  the  hmnan  !nfmor> , 
but  the>-  were  sermons  to  be  remeni- 
lered  li'i-  their  sound  practical  advice 
and  th>ii  sturdy  teaching  of  the  faith 
that  1ki,i  luen  haiideil  down  to  him  by 
'  his  Cornislimcn  ancestoi'^.  in  appear- 
ance and  manner  strangeis  might  have 
f(iiinii  iho  AvhfioHeon  a  little  brusfiue.

years  of  t)ie  life  anil  epiHcoijate  of  the 
late  Blsiioij  Dart  he  was.  practical  I  v 
the  head  in  all  save  name  uf  the  dio- 
cese of  New  Westminster  ami  in  that 
capacity  he  did  invaluable  work  in 
strengthening  and  building  up  the 
church  in  isolated  part.s  nl'  the  vast 
Mainland  diocese  and  also  in  e.'Jtabll.sli- 
ing    new     outposts.
